Officials have taken the 
first step in a plan to build a 
new Squantum Elementary 
School. 

The school committee on 
Feb. 8 unanimously voted to 
authorize School Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro to sub- 
mit a Core Program State- 
ment of Interest to the Mas- 
sachusetts School Building 
Authority (MSBA) that out- 
lines the need to replace the 


existing, nearly 100 year-old — 


school on Huckins Avenue. 
The submission is the first 
of a multi-phase process to 
have a new school building 
plan approved by the state 
authority. 


If ultimately approved, 
the state would award the 
city a grant that would pay 
at least part of the construc- 
tion cost of the new school. 
There is no timeline or cost 
estimate at this time and it 


could be at least a few years — | 


before a shovel hits the 
ground if all goes well. 

According to the State- 
ment of Interest, the Squan- 
tum Elementary School was 
built in 1919 and an addition 
constructed in 1971. The 
statement indicated that the 
building has not been up- 
graded in decades. 

“Tn forty-five years, it has 
not received any substantial

City Still Negotiating 
Purchase Of 
St. Mary’s School 


By TOM GORMAN 

City officials are still ne- 
gotiating with the Boston 
Archdiocese to purchase the 
closed St. Mary’s School in 
West Quincy where a new 
public elementary school is 
being eyed by the district. 

Mayor Thomas Koch told 
the school committee on 
Feb. 8 that the archdiocese 
and parish officials are try- 
ing to determine the school’s 
property lines in relation to 
the adjacent cemetery. He 
explained that the state has 
_ square footage requirements 
for a public school. 

“Part of the negotiations 


right now is over the size 


of the land we would pur- 
chase,” said Koch. 

He explained that if the 
school property was pur- 
chased, the existing build- 
ing would be demolished to 
make way for Quincy’s 12th 
public elementary school. 


St. Mary’s School was - 


closed by the Boston Arch- 
diocese nearly seven years 
ago along with St. Ann’s 
and Sacred Heart schools 
due to declining enrollment. 
In their place, the Quincy 
Acadegiy was opened at the 
former Sacred Heart School 
in North Quincy that com- 
bines students from all three 
schools. 

Last year, Koch proposed 
buying St. Mary’s School, 
located off of Crescent 
Street, as part of his capital 
improvement plan to provide 
more classroom space for 
the city’s crowded schools. 
There is no cost estimate at 
this time for the purchase of 
the site and constructing a 
new public school there. 

“Tt’s still preliminary,” 
he said. “We will keep ev- 
erybody informed on the 
process.”

"Waaic And The Vinyl Pursuit : 


B erthold Auerbach, the late 19th century German-Jewish 
poet and author, once said, “Music washes gies from 
the soul the dust of everyday life.” 

Lately, for me, dusting off everyday life has come on 
listening to vinyl records. A “back to the future” pursuit so 
to speak. 

For those of us in the ‘ ‘Baby Boomer” generation — and I 
just make the last year of it with a birthday in late 1964 — we 
grew up with vinyl records. We also experienced 8-tracks 
and later music cassettes before most of the music industry 
morphed into CDs and digital music thanks to online down- 
loads in recent decades. 

But for most of my youth, vinyl ruled the day. 

I can remember waiting for albums to be released and 
then heading to ‘a record store the first day they were avail- 
able. Then scurry back home.and spin that vinyl on a small 
turntable. With any luck, the artist included the lyrics on the 
album sleeve inside the jacket. A few listens and you could 
now sing along to any and all of the tracks. 

But the vinyl age seemed to die down with the advent 
of CDs. The upside of a CD was it was portable. You could 
take your music outside to the beach or backyard with a 
“boom box.” Cars soon added CD players to their radios. So 
a CD could be played in the home, outside and in the car. 
The most music bang — and versatility — for your buck. 

And soon the vinyl collection gathered dust and became 
obsolete. I have zero albums left from my youth. They made 
it up to my college dorm at UNH in the mid 1980s but I 
think they were tossed soon after I returned home after grad- 
uating in 1987. 

Fast forward to a few months ago. 

I took possession of an RCA stereo console that was my 
parents. It hadn’t worked in years but thanks to the fine folks 
at Atlantic Systems Electronics in Hanover, it now spins re- 
cords like a top. New tubes and a new needle and it sounds 
as good as the day my father brought it home nearly. 50 
years ago. : 

The model came out in 1968 — the same year Henry 
founded this newspaper. He purchased the console from 
South Shore Television in Quincy Center as a family gift for 
Christmas that December. Henry liked to reciprocate with 
folks who did business with the Sun and Remo and Pete 
DeNicola were two of the strongest supporters of this news- 
paper during the early years. 

I also have a few of my dad’s albums. He was a big fan of 
the Glenn Miller Orchestra and Big Band era. The first song 
we played after the console was refurbished. was “Moon- 
light Serenade” in Henry’s honor. And we still play his re- 
cords mostly on Sunday mornings when those songs used to 
fill our house as youngsters. 

Funny thing about vinyl. Once you start listening to it 
again, it grabs you. Music the way it was meant to be played 
— and heard. 

And soon, the pursuit for more ana was on. 

I thought back to some of those albums I had as a teen 
and that I didn’t have on CD. 

No need to replace every CD with its vinyl counterpart. 
This was all about racking my brain and rediscovering old 
albums that I hadn’t heard in years. 

After some careful consideration, I purchased a few al- 
bums online. But you know what? The internet is not the 
same as a record store. a 

And there are some stores in the area that are really worth 


the look. 

The best cat many of these albums are used and the 
prices are discounted. If the records have skips, the stores 
I’ve frequented will accept the return without hesitation. 
Unless of course the album is being sold as is and all sales 
are final. Generally these cost a dollar or less. So why not 


take a chance? So far the bargains are batting nearly 1.000 


— only one has been sent to that “big vinyl collection in the 
sky.” 


One record store in-the area has a huge selection of al- 


bums priced at 99 cents. I’ve scored some major finds in- 


cluding — yes — a double album collection of Glenn Miller 


favorites. 
You never know what you’ll find rummaging through 


used records. A few days ago, I came across an album from: 


Bruce Springsteen (one of my favorite performers). The al- 
bum features songs recorded from two concerts in Worcester 
during his “Born in the USA” tour in 1984. I attended one 
of those concerts with some friends from UNH -— driving 
from Durham to the show in Worcester. I think we got back 
to. campus around 2 a.m. but it was well worth the sleep 
deprivation. 

I am not sure what’s triggered this renewed passion with 
vinyl. 

Certainly having my parents’ old stereo console is a big 
reason. 

And music purists will argue that music sounds better on 
a turntable. 

Those are valid reasons. 

But I also think vinyl can seis ae you back to a time 
when life was simpler. 

Music can be an escape from the stress and anxiety that 
seems to overwhelm our lives today. Shut off the TV, put 
down the computer and cell phone and just listen to the mu- 
sic. Relax and unwind as songs from the sound track of our 
lives play over and over again. 

Let the turntable spin and then turn the record over. En- 
joy the beat and the lyrics. Carve out some downtime from 
the hectic pace of everyday life. 


Vinyl also appears to be making a comeback and not just 


with me. 

Last year, vinyl revenues hit an astounding $422.3 mil- 
lion in the U.S. alone, according to the Recording Industry 
Association of America (RIAA). That’s a vinyl comeback 
that was unthinkable ten years ago, especially after nearly 
15 years-of near-constant decline. - 

And for vinyl aficionados, there’s better news. It ap- 
pears production will continue to rise. According to news 
reports, the United Record Pressing plant, which has pro- 
duced vinyl since: 1949, is expanding operations to a new 
142,000-square-foot facility in South Nashville, TN. The 
new facility could measure the size of two football fields 


. doubling the plant’s production capacity. It’s all designed to. 


keep pace with strong market demand. 

I was a record store not too long ago when a mother and 
two teenage sons ventured in. The store sells more than vi- 
nyl records and one son had his eyes on a new skateboard. 

Suddenly, the other boy noticed a turntable spinning be- 
hind the front counter. “What’s that,” he asked his mom. 

She laughed and replied, “That’s a turntable. That’s how 
they played music years ago.” 

Years ago is here again. 

And, for me, this time to stay.

Osteopenia is a bone 

condition distinguished by 
a decreased density of bone, 
‘ which leads to bone weak- 
ening and an increased risk 
of fractures. 

Osteopenia and osteo- 
porosis are interrelated 
disorders. The distinction 
between osteopenia and os- 
teoporosis is that in osteope- 
nia the bone loss less severe 
than in osteoporosis. Con- 
sequently, someone with 
osteopenia is more likely to 
fracture a bone than some- 
one with a normal bone 
density but is less likely to 
fracture a bone than some- 
one with osteoporosis. 

Common causes of and 
risk factors of osteopenia 
include: genetics, hormonal 
causes, including decreased 
estrogen or testosterone; 
smoking; excess alcohol; 
thin frame; immobility; par- 
ticular medications (such as 
corticosteroids) and anti- 
seizure medications; malab- 
sorption due to conditions 
such as celiac sprue; and 
chronic inflammation due 
to medical conditions like 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

Osteopenia does not 
cause pain unless a bone 


is fractured. Remarkably, 


fractures in patients with 
osteopenia do not always 
result in pain. Many bone 
fractures such as a hip frac- 
ture can cause excruciating 
pain. However, some frac- 


tures, especially vertebral 
fracture (fracture of a bone 
in the spine), can be painless 
and therefore osteopenia or 
osteoporosis may go undiag- 
nosed for years. Since there 
are many more people with 
osteopenia than osteoporo- 
sis, patients with osteopenia 
account for a sizeable num- 
ber of patients who fracture 
a bone. 

In addition to the pain, 
hip fractures are a criti- 
cal problem because they 
necessitate surgical. repair 
and numerous patients re- 
quire - long-term nursing- 
home care after the fracture. 
Fractures, especially in the 
elderly, are correlated with 
an increase in overall mor- 
tality. 

A significant percentage 
of people die in the year fol- 


lowing hip fracture, as the 


result of complications in- 
cluding .blood clots related 
to inactivity, pneumonia, 
and many other various 
causes. 

Osteopenia is diagnosed 
using measures of bone 
mineral density (BMD). 


The test recommended by » 


the National Osteoporo- 
sis Foundation to measure 
BMD is the dual energy X- 
ray absorptiometry scan or 
DXA scan (formerly known 
as DEXA scan). A DXA 
scan measures BMD in the 
hip, spine, and sometimes 


the wrist. These locations 
are selected because these 
are frequent locations of 
bone fracture. The DXA is 
a very precise predictor of 
impending fracture risk. 

The DXA scan gives two 
results: a “T score” and a “Z 
score.” The Z score com- 
pares the patient’s BMD to 
the average of a person of 
the same age and sex. The T 
score compares the BMD to 
a healthy 30-year-old of the 
same sex. T scores are uti- 
lized to diagnose osteopenia 
and osteoporosis, but it is 
imperative to recognize that 
T scores are not the sole in- 
dication’of osteoporosis; if a 
person experiences a bone 
fracture without trauma, 
then they have osteoporosis 
by definition, regardless of 
T score. 

Other tests used to mea- 
sure bone density include 


the peripheral dual-energy | 


X-ray absorptiometry, quan- 
titative computed tomogra- 
phy, peripheral computed 
tomography and quantita- 
tive ultrasound densitome- 
try. Occasionally, diffuse os- 
teopenia or osteopenia of a 
particular location, can be 
revealed by a routine X-ray. 

Not everyone needs to be 
tested for a decreased bone 
mineral density. Your health 
care provider can assist you 
in determining if you should 
be assessed. The National

Osteopenia Vs. Osteoporosis 
A Message From The Quincy Health Department 


Osteoporosis Foundation 
recommends the following 
groups of people be evalu- 
ated for osteopenia or osteo- 
porosis: | 

¢ Women 65 years and 
older and men 70 years and 
older 

¢ Postmenopausal wom- 
en and men 50-69 years of 
age at increased risk for os- 
teoporosis 

¢ Adults who have a bone 
fracture after age 50 

¢ Adults with a medical 
condition associated with 
bone loss (such as rheuma- 
toid arthritis) or who take a 
medication that can cause 
bone loss (such as predni- 
sone or other steroids) 

¢ Anyone being consid- 
ered for prescription treat- 
ment for osteopenia or os- 
teoporosis 

e Anyone being treated 
for osteoporosis to monitor 
treatment 

People with osteopenia 
should consider making 
certain important lifestyle 
modifications and ensur- 
ing that their dietary intake 
of calcium and vitamin D 


- (vitamin D2, vitamin D3, 


and cholecalciferol) are ad- 
equate. Management of any 
underlying condition caus- 


ing malabsorption, such as . 


celiac sprue, can also im- 
prove bone density. If you 
have osteopenia, your doctor 
can determine if you need 


treatment with prescription. 


medication. Keep in mind 
that not everyone with os- 
teopenia requires treatment 
with prescription — bone- 
building medication. This 
is because while 34 million 
people are affected by os- 
teopenia, and the condition 
accounts for a large number 
of bone fractures, the abso- 
lute risk for fracture in any 
individual is extremely low. 
So, bone-building medica- 
tions are prescribed to those 
with the greatest risk factors 
in order to avoid exposing 
those with low fracture risk 
to unnecessary expense and 
potential side effects. 

Factors other than bone 
mineral density can escalate 
the risk of fracture, and these 
risk factors can be used to 
determine if a certain indi- 
vidual requires treatment for 
osteopenia. These include a 
parent who fractured their 
hip, previous or current 
treatment with corticoster- 
oids (such as prednisone), 
thin and small-framed indi- 
viduals, rheumatoid arthri- 
tis, smoking, and drinking 
more than two alcoholic 
beverages daily. | 

Your health care pro- 
vider may use this data to 
calculate your risk of a bone 
fracture in the next 10 years. 
This risk can then be used 
to determine what course of 
management is necessary.

Lifestyle ‘modifications 
are an imperative part of the 
prevention and treatment of 
osteopenia and osteoporo- 
sis. These lifestyle changes 
include weight-bearing ex- 
ercise, smoking cessation, 
not drinking excessively, 
and ensuring an adequate 
daily intake of calcium and 
vitamin D. If dietary intake 
is not adequate, then supple- 
ments may be prescribed. 

For most people, pre- 


scription medications are. 


not necessary to prevent 
osteopenia. However, some 
people taking certain medi- 
cations (such as prednisone 
or other steroids) for more 
than a few months may need 
to take prescription medica- 
tion to prevent bone loss. 

Frequently, bone loss can 
be slowed or stabilized with 
lifestyle changes or medica- 
tion if necessary. In some 
situations, bone loss may 
continue due to hormonal 
factors, medical conditions, 
or medications.

By the late 1700’s Great 
Britain had emerged as the 
world’s great power.

| read about the motion calling for a vote in the Quincy City Council to make Quincy 
a Sanctuary City; but, what is the proper definition (and I’m not just going to spew 
opinion)? First, you have to understand The 10th Amendment to the Constitu-

upgrades or improvements 
to the infrastructure or to 
the interior, exterior struc- 
tures,” the statement read. 
“Although the custodial and 
maintenance staffs are atten- 
tive to this building’s opera- 
tional needs, a large portion 
of Squantum’s mechanical, 
electrical and plumbing sys- 
tems were installed during 
the original construction of 
the facility.” 

Calling the existing 
school “obsolete,” the state- 
ment explained that it can- 
not provide the basis for 
today’s educational require- 
ments and that a new school 
would provide the academic 
needs for a new generation 
of learners. 

“Aside from the im- 
provements needed to the 
physical plant, educational 
components crucial for 21st 
century elementary schools 
are lacking, specifically 
classrooms equipped for the 
integration of educational 
technology and STEM (Sci-

School committee mem- 
ber Anne Mahoney said that, 
in addition to square footage 
requirements, the state also 
has requirements for a cer- 
tain amount of green space 
for schools. :

partment is very much like a 
family.

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- 13 NQHS Students To Compete In Regional Science Fair 


By TOM GORMAN 

Nearly 80 North Quincy 
High School students pre- 
sented the findings of their 
experiments and __ studies 
during the 59th annual sci- 
ence fair on Feb. 4. 

Thirteen students will be 
going to the regional com- 
petition at Bridgewater State 
University Saturday, March 
11. Two projects will be se- 
lected from the regional fair 
to go on to the state compe- 
tition at MIT in May. 

“We have 78 good proj- 
ects and the students are 
gung-ho about them,” said 
Kenneth Panaro, North 
Quincy High School sci- 
ence department chairman, 
as he looked at the cafeteria 
full of students with their 
projects. 

Panaro explained that the 
students began their projects 
in September. 

“They are given a manu- 
al about the science fair pro- 
tocol,” he said. “They do a 
research project, a research 


paper and keep a daily log, 
tracking their experimental 
data after it’s approved by 
the Regional 5 science fair 
coordinators.” 

Panaro said the students 
then present the projects to 
their classes. At-the science 
fair, the projects are judged 
by professors, PHDs and 
North Quincy High alumni. 

In past years, Panaro said 
there were typically about 
150 students participating 
in the science fair. This year, 
he explained, the numbers 
are down because a new 
Advanced Placement (AP) 
physics class was imple- 
mented with 40 students 
enrolled. 

“AP kids don’t do science 
fairs as a rule,” he said. 

That, combined with the 
loss of a chemistry class due 
to low enrollment, is why 
the science fair has about 70 
less students this year. 

Tamara Liang won first 
place in the science fair for 
her project on the “Effects of 


Wi-Fi Radiation on Droso- 
phila Melanogaster.” Finish- 
ing second was Grace Kel- 
liher and her project about 
“Do Different Amounts of 
Trypan Blue in Pond. Water 
Cause a Detectable Shift in 
Fluorescence of an Instru- 
ment?” and third place was 
awarded to Luke Molloy’s 
project, “Sound-Be-Gene: 
Determining the Best Mate- 
rial for Sound Absorption.”

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Police Tell Consumers: Be Wary Of Vehicle Alert Notice

Quincy Police Crime Prevention 
: You may receive a yel- 
low postcard in the mail with the aforementioned title, stat- 
ing that there is important information about your vehicle. 

With all the recent recalls, especially around airbags, 
along with the statement “Your immediate response is re- 
quested,:'.grabs your attention. The card will even list your 
year and make of vehicle. _ 

On the back side of the card, it may have the car owner’s 
name and pressure packed phrases like, “TIME SENSI- 
TIVE,” “NOTIFICATION DEADLINE” AND “CALL IM- 
MEDIATELY.” The card states that your factory warranty 
may have expired and if you go without extended coverage, 
you will be responsible for all repairs. 

There is limited information about this company on the 
card. This should elevate your concerns. There is also no 
reference to the actual manufacturer of the vehicle and there 
are no positive comments from users. In the small print, the 
card reads, “This offer is not from your vehicle manufac- 
turer or dealer.” Most likely, your name and vehicle infor- 
mation was sold to this company. 

Is it a good deal? Generally, these third party companies 
do not have a good rating and most complaints are that re- 
pairs/refunds are not covered under the new warranty. In 
this case, the Better Business Bureau rated this company, 
Ownershield as a D-. 

If you are so inclined to purchase an extended warran- 
ty, the best bet is to purchase it from the dealer where you 
bought the car. There is a physical address, an actual super- 
visor and small claims court at your beckon if you want to 
challenge a claim.. Dealerships want to keep your business 
as well as their reputation intact, so this is the better option. 


One Alarm At

2006 Shooting Murder 


A 49-year old Mattapan 
man will remain in prison, 
sentenced to life without 
parole for the Jan. 9, 2006 
murder of Jamal Vaughn 
outside a Quincy apartment, 
the state’s highest court 
ruled Feb. 24, according to 
Norfolk District Attorney 
Michael W, Morrissey. 

In a 24-page decision, 
the Supreme Judicial Court 
rejected both Deryck Long’s 
appeal and his motion for 
new trial, according to Dis- 
trict Attorney Morrissey. 
The court had heard argu- 
ments on the case on Oct. 
11, 2016. 

“We are gratified that the 
SJC has affirmed the first- 
degree murder conyiction 
and rejected Long’s claims 
that mistakes by his attorney 
and a motions judge should 
disturb the verdict,” Mor- 
rissey said. “Although the 
murder precedes my tenure 
as District Attorney, my re- 
view ofthe evidence shows 
very clearly that Long drove

frey Bossart was on routine patrol in West Quincy checking 
out the parking lot of Home Depot on Willard Street when 
his attention was drawn to a Ford F250 pickup truck. It was 
parked at an odd angle in the parking lot, not properly with- 
in a parking space and there were many spaces available 
much closer to the store. 

The officer could see that the pickup was occupied and 
running, with the tail lights and one head light on. There was 


also significant damage to the front and a large hole Dine! 


the head light should be. 


Officer Bossart drove by and queried the regintration, fe 


learning that it was a rental vehicle. Due to department 
wide knowledge that the Home Depot parking lot is consid- 
ered to be a high drug use area, this increased the officer’s 
concerns. After driving through the parking lot, the officer 
strategically parked to monitor the pickup. 

Approximately 10 minutes later, the officer watched as 
the pickup exited the lot onto Willard Street. The officer de- 
cided to stop the pickup near Bates Avenue for the head 

' light violation. The pickup turned into a strip mall park- 
ing lot so the officer activated his emergency blue lights. 
After the pickup came to a stop at the far end of the parking 
lot, Officer Bossart made contact with the twovoccupants 
and requested the operator’s license and registration. 

Noting the passenger was not wearing a seatbelt, the of- 
ficer requested identification from the passenger too. When 
asked where they were coming from, they replied Home 
Depot. 
were talking over each other. When asked what they were 
doing at Home Depot, the driver said that he is a plumber 
and was there to buy supplies for a job. When asked what 
they had purchased, the driver said that they ended up not 
buying anything. 

Officer Bossart noticed that the driver’s hand was trem- 
bling as he handed the Officer his driver’s license. When 
told that the lot was well known to Officers for drug in- 


- volvement, the occupants had an overly dramatic shocked 
. response. When asked where they were going, both spoke 


simultaneously said they were going home but gave differ- 
ent addresses. When asked why they pulled into the parking 
lot if they were headed home, the driver initially said he 
was stopping for a slice of pizza but then said he saw the 
cruiser behind him so he wanted to see if the Police were 
following him. ‘ 

Officer Bossart inquired about the damagg to the ve- 
hicle and the drfver said he came out this morning to find 


the front of the car damaged and had no knowledge of how . 


it happened. He said the vehicle was parked in the lot of 


The occupants both appeared to be nervous and — 


608 South St. but didn’t report 
the incident to the Police or the 
rental company. After check- 
ing the occupant’s criminal re- 
cord, Officer Bossart learned the 
driver had a previous charge for 
possession of Oxycontin and the 
occupant had several previous 
charges for possession of Class 
B,C and E. 

Considering that they were 
in a rental vehicle, often used by 
both drug users and distributors 
to shield their identities and criminal histories from law en- 
forcement, that they were in a high drug use area, that they

' were parked suspiciously away from the entrance/exit to the 
business as well as all other vehicles utilizing the business, 


that they didn’t purchase anything from the business, that 
they had conflicting stories about their destination, that they 
had nervous demeanors, that they had suspicious damage to 
their rental vehicle that they had not reported to anyone and 
admitted to conducting counter-surveillance by turning into 
the parking lot to see if the Police were following them, the 
officer suspected that criminal activity was afoot. 

Officer Bossart requested K-5 Officer Paul Foley and 
his single purpose narcotic detection K9 respond to assist. 
Upon arrival, Officer Foley asked the occupants if they had 
ever been arrested before. The passenger said he had been 
but the driver said he had no criminal history. Officer Foley 
then informed both he had a drug detection dog and asked 
if there was any reason his dog might alert to the odor of 
narcotics in the vehicle. The passenger immediately reacted 
that the dog would not find anything, while the driver avoid- 
ed eye contact with Officer Foley, looked down at his phone 
and attempted to change the subject. 

Officer Foley retrieved K9 Charlie and approached the 
pickup. K9 Charlie showed a positive alert to a narcotic 
odor emanating from the driver’s door. Officer Foley then 
advised both the occupants of their Miranda Rights. Officer 
Foley asked if there were any drugs in the pickup and the 
driver responded, “You might find a blue box with a little 
something in it” as he stared at the center console area. The 
driver was removed from the vehicle, pat frisked for weap- 
ons and asked if he had any syringes that could stick the of- 
ficers. He replied that he does not shoot heroin - he snorts it. 


A search of the driver compartment area uncovered nu- 
merous square and rectangular pieces of tin foil in driver’s 
door map pocket that had burn marks and charring on them. 
This is known as “freebasing,” a form of ingesting illegal 
narcotics. There were numerous empty plastic corner bags 
and ripped knots to corner. bags in the driver’s door map: 
pocket as well as on the floor under the steering wheel and 
under the driver’s seat. These items were placed on the 
driver’s seat. There was also a small container containing 
a small amount of heroin along with two hollow pens with 
charring-on-the ends, used to inhale freebasing narcotics. 

Under the driver’s seat Officer Bossart located a plastic 
bag containing several collectors’ type silver coins. The offi- . 
cer recalled that BCI Detective MaclIsaac sent out a bulletin 
regarding a recent breaking and entering in North Quincy, 
where a large collection of silver and gold coins were stolen. 
When questioned, the driver said “I’ve had those forever.” 
When told it was odd he would have them in a rental ve- 
hicle, the driver changed his story and said that he was given 
those today as payment for a plumbing job. When asked for 
clarification, the driver said he did a plumbing job on New- 
comb Street in Quincy and the client paid him in coins. He 
added he walked off the job over payment issues, which was 
odd since he said he accepted the coins as payment. During 
the search, the driver appeared very nervous, pacing back 
and forth saying he was going to be arrested. The driver 
told the officers he has been clean for two: weeks and kept 
repeating anything found in the pickup belonged to him. 

After searching the vehicle, Officer Foley brought K9 
Charlie back over to the driver’s seat area where all of the 
drug evidence found in the door and driver’s area had been 
placed. K9 Charlie positively alerted to the odor of narcot- 
ics on everything on the front seat, as well as the plastic 
bag containing the silver coins.<Due to the amount of para- 
phernalia with residue located in the rental vehicle, it was 
very apparent that the driver has a significant drug ayer 
problem. — 

The driver, a 38-year-old nine resident was placed 
under arrest and charged with, defective equipment, no 
headlight, possession of Class A — Heroinrand possession of 
Class B — cocaine. The passenger told the officers the driver 
has a significant drug abuse problem and that he needs help 
to stop it. The drug evidence collected from the vehicle was 
placed in an evidence bag and brought back to the station. 

The small amount of powder in the blue covered con- 
tainer was tested using the TruNarc Ramen Spectrometer. 
The results of this test showed the presumptive presence of 
Cocaine HCI. The silver coins were seized as evidence.

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Shuttered Downtown Bar Owner Hopes To Sell

The owner of a Quincy 
Center bar whose license 
was revoked by city officials 


~ in January is appealing that 


decision to the state and is 
aiming to sell the establish- 
ment. 
The Board of Licensing 
Commissioners on Jan. 24 
unanimously voted in favor 
of revoking the all alcohol 
license held by the Clash 
of the Ash at 1464 Hancock 
St. after the bar was caught 


serving a minor on Nov. 24.: 


Louis Cassis, the attorney 
for bar owner Bernard Con- 
naughton, told the license 
board on Feb. 21 that he 
has filed an appeal with the 
Massachusetts Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commis- 
sion to get that punishment 
overturned. 

The ABCC will hear 
the matter May 10. In the 
interim, Cassis said Con- 
naughton would like to sell 
the Clash of the Ash and its 
liquor license. Cassis said 


there is a prospective buyer 


for the site and hopes to 
have the sale finalized — in- 
cluding a transfer of the li- 
quor license, which requires 
board approval — prior to 
May 10. 

“My hope is that if all 
this happens before we have 
a hearing at the ABCC, the 


place would be under agree- 
ment or sold if the buyer is 
approved by this board,” he 
said. 

Cassis appeared before 
the board Feb. 21 because 
the ABCC rescinded the 
board’s previous revocation 
of the Clash of the Ash’s 
liquor license. The bar was 
stripped of its license in 
April 2016 after a minor was 
found in possession of alco- 
hol on St. Patrick’s Day of 
that year, but was allowed to 
stay open pending appeal. It 
was ordered to close imme- 
diately following the second 
revocation in January. 

The ABCC ruled the li- 
cense board’s April ‘2016 
revocation was too harsh a 
penalty and asked the board 
to hand down a new pen- 
alty. In its ruling, the ABCC 
noted the Clash of the Ash’s 
license was revoked for the 
third offense that went be- 
fore the local board while 
two other licenses revoked 
by the city in recent years — 
those held by Quincy Jade 
and ¥Yaz’s Place.— were tak- 
en away after five and four 
violations, respectively. 

The ABCC had also 
found Clash of the Ash in 
violation of state law for a 
previous incident, but in its 
ruling the commission said 
the license board could not 


factor that-into its decision 
because no written or un- 
written policy of the board 
allowed it. 


At the Feb. 21 meeting, . 


the licensing board im- 
posed. a 10-day suspension 
on Clash of the Ash for the 
March 2016 violation with 
credit for the days it has 
been closed since the Janu- 
ary revocation. 

Cassis told the board he 
would not appeal the sus- 
pension. 

The board also granted a 
common victualler license 
on Feb. 21 to Café Gelato, 
which is set to open in a 
1,700 square foot space in- 
side the West of Chestnut 
development in Quincy 
Centér on Chestnut Street. 

Denise Santini, the res- 
taurant’s manager, said Café 
Gelato could open in mid 
April. The café will be open 
between 6:30 a.m. and 11 
p.m., with a possible mid- 
night closing time during 
the summer. 

The café will serve ge- 
lato, specialty coffees, sand- 
wiches and salads, Santini 
said.

An energy efficiency 
program co-sponsored by 
National Grid and the city 


of Quincy will save partici- 


pating residents $295,000 
a year, according to a fact 
sheet provided by the utility. 
The program will also elimi- 
nate as much pollution and 
greenhouse gas emissions 
as if 668 cars were perma- 
nently taken off the road. 
During 2016, nearly a 
thousand Quincy households 


received free energy audits 


through Quincy Saves. The 
households had an average 
of 21 incandescent light 
bulbs replaced . with effi- 
cient LEDs, and nearly 200 
houses had old-style analog 
thermostats replaced with 
programmable digital units, 
which can reduce heating 
cosis and energy use.

Sister Miriam Patrice McKeon: 


A Voice For The Voiceless 
A Tribute To Late Founder G Fr. Bill. S& MainSpring

en you spoke with Sister Miriam Patrice 
McKeon, you felt like the most important per- 
son in the world. It didn’t matter if you were a stranger 
or you were someone she had known for 50 years, 
whether you were a prominent community leader 
or you were homeless without a dime to your name. 
When you were in Sister Miriam’s presence, you were 
loved, you were respected and you were valued - be- 
Cause she saw every person for what they are above all 
else: a child of God. 

Sister Miriam, one of the founders of Father Bill’s 
& MainSpring, was our Mother Theresa. Last week, 

she passed away at the age of 88. _ 
A Sister of Charity for 67 years, Sister Miriam spent 
many years residing at St. John the Baptist Church in 


Quincy. In the early 1980s, she was part of the original 


group of interfaith leaders, along with Father Bill Mc- 
Carthy, who stood up with great courage to make sure 
people experiencing homelessness had a safe place to 
stay, leading to the creation of Father Bill’s Place in 
Quincy. 

As one of our co-founders, she volunteered a count- 
less number of hours supporting our agency’s mission, 
and she served on our Board of Directors for many 


years. Sister Miriam was also a founder and tireless © 


advocate for the Friends of the Unborn, a sheltering 
home and program in Quincy that supports women in 
a crisis pregnancy. 

Sister Miriam was like a walking saint, the type 


_ of person who exuded charity and grace, who never 


spoke a discouraging word and who always brought 
positivity and calmness to the’ most difficult of situ- 
ations. If our mission was being challenged, either 
through fundraising obstacles or through criticism and 
judgment from the public, she helped bring it back to 
faith, reminding us that we were doing God’s work on 
behalf of the most vulnerable members of our com- 
munity. 

For some in our agency, it was Sister Miriam’ Ss un- 
wavering belief in God’s will that provided the strength 
needed to continue carrying out our mission, no matter 
what type of resistance we faced. 

. When she volunteered at Father Bill’s Place, Sister 


Miriam spent all of her time interacting with the shel- 


ter. guests, providing them with counsel and support 
during what, for many, was the darkest and most hope- 
less periods of their lives. Sister Miriam was drawn to 
the people who so desperately needed a champion, and 
this explains why she devoted so much energy serv- 
ing as an advocate for people experiencing homeless 
- many of whom struggle with substance-abuse issues 
and mental health problems - and on behalf of pregnant 
women out of options and with nowhere else to go. 

She was typically quiet and stayed in the back- 
ground during our board meetings, but make no mis- 
take about it: When critical resources were at stake for 
our community’s most vulnerable residents, she was 
a fighter on the front lines. Sister Miriam was a voice 
for the voiceless. 

It wasn’t uncommon to find Sister Miriam praying 
with someone at random locations throughout Quincy,

whether it was inside a hair salon, a coffee shop, or at 
City Hall. She did her best work one-on-one; she held 
onto your hands, gave you her undivided attention, 
and reminded you that you were not alone. 
_ At our FoodFest fundraiser every summer, Sister 
Miriam routinely sold the most tickets for our raffle 
drawings; she joked that no one could say no to her. 
Also at FoodFest, we learned as how much she loved 
to sing and:dance. 

Besides her years of service in Quincy, Sister Mir- 
iam (a member of the Sisters of Charity based out of 
Halifax, Nova Scotia) also was missioned in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, at St. Joseph’s in Needham, St. Patrick’s 
in Roxbury, and most recently at the Elizabeth Seton 
Residence in Wellesley. The guiding principles of her... 
work can be found in the Constitutions of the Sisters 
of Charity, Halifax, which says “We strive to show 
forth the love of God by serving those in need in a 
spirit of humility, simplicity and charity and according 
to the circumstances of the times. By living this, our 
charism, in the Church, we share in the saving mission 
of Jesus who is the love of God made visible.” ~ 

You don’t meet many people like Sister Miriam in 
a lifetime; she was a real treasure. We thank the Lord 
for knowing her.

His birthdate 
would be ferever wrong due 
to the fact that he had to fal- 
sify it to join. 


Buddy was not the kind 


of man who sought recogni- 
tion for his service; he never 
joined any military organiza- 
tion or bragged about what 
he had done or medals he re- 
ceived. This is what you call 
a real American hero. 

I got the pleasure of meet- 
ing Buddy when we worked 
together -in the boiler room 
of Quincy City Hospital 
where we “were both third 
class engineers. We were 
good friends ever since. I 
will miss our morning cof- 
fee and sharing stories. 

Thank you, Buddy, for 
being a great friend and a 
true veteran at an early age.

By the late 1700’s Grea 
Britain had emerged as the 
world’s great power.

No other navy would claim 
to have the recognition and 
supremacy that the Royal 
Navy possessed. 

In 1787, William Bligh, 
a dedicated but nondescript 
officer, was charged with 
bringing a ship to Tahiti to 
gather and bring back to 
England, samples of the 
breadfruit plant. His ship, 
HMS Bounty was not ex- 
ceptional: .actually it was 


insignificant in stature. The 
Bounty’s voyage to Tahiti 
went smoothly. The return 
was another story. On April 
28, 1789, mutineers took the 


ship, and after placing Bligh — 


and 18 of his men in a 23’ 
open boat, the Bounty sailed 
off seeking a safe haven. 

Ever since, the actions, 
motivations, and justifica- 
tions. and ultimate fates 
of both the mutineers and 
Bligh and his loyalists and 
the response by the Royal 
Navy have been the subject 
of discussion and debate and 
speculation. They have also 
been represented and mis- 
represented in several mov- 
ie versions. Speaker Robert 
Begin will present the facts 
and explain what actually 
happened and why.

Salem State Professor To Lecture On 
Snow Cover, Climate Change March 15 


Professor Stephen Young, 
a geographer from Salem 
State University, will return 
to Quincy on Wednesday, 
March 15 to deliver a lec- 
ture on his original research 
into climate change. 

Cosponsored by Quincy 
Climate A¢ion Network 
and the Thomas Crane Pub- 
lic Library, the lecture will 
take place at 7 p.m. at the 
library in Quincy Center 

Two years~ago, Young 
gave a well-received lec- 
ture in Quincy on evidence 
of climate change in New 
England. This year, he will 
lecture on how ourewarming 
climate is affecting snow 
cover in the northeast US 
and eastern Canada. 

Young uses data from 
satellites to assess the extent 
of snow cover as well as the 
temperature of the soil. 

“Snow cover in the past 
15 years has been going 
down,” he said in a phone 
interview. “One potential

cause is that excess warmth 
is causing snow to melt. An- 
other concern is that with 
less snow cover, less solar 
energy is being reflected 
back into space, so that 
more is absorbed into the 
earth’s system.” This further 
accelerates warming, he 
said, leading to more snow 
melt, in what scientists call 
a feedback loop. . 

Northern parts of the 
planet, according t¥ Young, 
have been heating up faster 
than other regions, possibly 
owing to the loss of snow 
cover. 

The loss of snow cover 
also affects plants and ani- 
mals. 

“Certain life forms live 
under the snow, and without 
snow the surface of the earth 


is much colder,” Young said. 
Loss of snow cover and the 
warming climate have also 
cause a northward migra- 
tion of deer ticks, spreading 
Lyme disease. 

Climate change will hit 
Quincy in the form of rising 
sea levels and heat waves, 
Young said. “The hotter the 
climate, the more people die 
in heat waves, and already 


- More people ‘are dying in 


heat waves than in torna- 
does or hurricanes,” he said, 


adding that irritability and 
crime have also been shown 
to rise with temperatures. 

Young has _ published 
widely in scholarly journals, 
including Conservation Bi- 
ology, Biotropica, and Inter- 
national Journal of Applied 
Geospatial Research, but his 
lecture is intended for the 
general public. He extended 
a special welcome to stu- 
dents and those who doubt 
or deny that the climate is 
changing.

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The Mystery Of Morgellons Disease

Morgellons disease is a 

rare, unexplained skin disor- 
der characterized by sores, 
crawling sensations on and 
under the skin, and uniden- 
tified fiber-like filaments 
emerging from the sores. 
Popular thought is that 


these strands are wisps of’ 


cotton thread, probably 
coming from clothing or 
bandages. Others suggest 
that they result from an in- 
fectious process in the skin 
cells. 

Morgellons is a contro- 
versial and poorly under- 
stood condition. Some med- 
ical experts say Morgellons 
is a physical illness, while 
others propose that it is a 
type of psychosis called 
“delusional parasitosis,” in 
which a person perceives 
parasites have infected their 
skin. 

People who have 
Morgellons disease report 
the following signs and 
symptoms: 

¢ Feeling like bugs are 
crawling all over the skin. 

¢ Burning or. stinging 
sensations under the skin. 

¢ Intense itching. 

e¢ Some patients report 
thread-like fibers stuck in 
the skin. 

¢ Skin sores that appear 
suddenly and heal slowly. 

e Sores that leave very 
red scars. 

.© Difficulty paying atten- 
tion and concentrating 

¢ Extreme fatigue 

¢ Hair loss 

¢ Joint and muscle pain 

e Nervous system prob- 
lems 

¢ Tooth loss 

¢ Sleep problems

quality of life. 

Morgellons disease is a 
relatively uncommon -con- 
dition that most regularly 
affects middle-aged white 
women. A cluster of cases 


‘occurred in. California, 


which provoked the CDC to 
conduct a research study to 
determine if the cases were 
somehow related. Another 
study conducted in Lon- 
don reviewed five years of 
cases, from 2003 to 2008, 


and found 18 patients with - 


a diagnosis of Morgellons. 
Of these, 83 percent were 
middle-aged women and 69 
percent were white. 

In a previous study, re- 
searchers with the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC) concluded 
that Morgellons disease, 
which they refer to as an 
unexplained dermopathy, 
isn’t caused by an infection 
or parasites. They exam- 
ined samples of skin, blood, 
urine and hair. Many of the 
patients in the CDC study 
showed signs of being ob- 
sessively- concerned about 
health problems in general, 
referred to as somatic con- 
cerns. About half of the 
people in the study had ad- 


ditional health problems, in-’ 


cluding depression and drug 
abuse. 

To date, tere is no 
known cure for Morgellons. 
Treating any medical or 
psychiatric problems that 
transpire at the same time as 
Morgellons may help allevi- 
ate Morgellons symptoms 
in some patients. A team of 
medical researchers at the 
Mayo Clinic also recom- 
mend that patients with these 


symptoms should undergo 
psychiatric evaluation. 
Formerly, few doctors 
had heard of Morgellons, but 
in response to scattered re- 
ports, the CDC, worked with 
several other health care 
agencies to investigate this 
disorder. Most reports came 
from California, Texas, and 
Florida, although people 
afflicted have been seen in 
all 50 states. The question 
of whether Morgellons is 
a disease or a delusion has 
triggered debate and further 
research in recent years. 
The CDC states that the 
condition is not caused by 
an infection or something 
in the environment.. The 
CDC study also included a 
lab analysis of skin fibers 
in Morgellons patients. The 
analysis showed that- these 
fibers were mostly cotton, 
such as typically found in 
clothing or bandages. CDC 
investigations also revealed 
that the skin sores appeared 
to be the result of long-term 
picking and scratching of 
the skin. The CDC report 
continued on to say they 
were not able to conclude, 
based on this study, whether 
this unexplained dermopa- 
thy represented a new con- 
dition, as had been proposed 
by those who used the term 
Morgellons, or *a broader 
recognition of an existing 
condition such as delusional 
parasitosis. The results of 
the CDC study have been 
archived and are no longer 
updated. The CDC does not 
intend to do any further re- 
search on this matter. 
Besides the CDC, other 
research teams have *con-

tributed to the debate on 
Morgellons.. Previous case 
studies and __ investiga- 
tions have suggested that 
Morgellons may be related 
to Lyme disease. Various pa- 
tients with signs and symp- 
toms of Morgellons had 
concurrently tested positive 
for the bacteria that causes 


Lyme disease. But according — 


to Morgellons researchers at 
Oklahoma State University, 
there is no evidence to prove 
this theory. Likewise, there 
was no substantiation of 
Lyme infection in any of the 
people in the CDC study. 

A 2010 study found 
a potential link between 
Morgellons symptoms and 
an underactive thyroid (hy- 
pothyroidism). However, 
more research needs to be 
done to further examine this 
finding. 

Morgellons also appears 
comparable to a condition 
seen in cattle called bovine 


digital dermatitis, which is 


due to an infection, accord- 
ing to a 2011 study. But no 
valid conclusions can be 
reached from these small 
studies. Further research 
is necessitated to ascertain 
whether Morgellons is an 
actual new disorder and, if 
so, to develop diagnostic 


criteria. 

Attitudes toward 
Morgellons disease differ 
greatly but seem to fall into 
several categories: 

¢ Some health profession- 
als believe that Morgellons 
disease is a specific condi- 
tion that needs to be con- 
firmed by research, while 
others believe it is caused by 
psychological illness. 

¢ Other health profes- 
sionals don’t acknowledge 
Morgellons disease or are 
saving judgment until more 
is known about the condi- 
tion. 

Many patients who sus- 
pect they have Morgellons 
disease allege they’ve been 
ignored or dismissed as 
frauds. In contrast, some 
doctors say that people who 
report signs and symptoms 
of Morgellons disease typi- 
cally resist other justifica- 
tions for their condition. 
That being said, even though 
health professionals may 
dispute the nature of the 
condition, patients deserve 
caring and compassionate 
treatment. 

To manage signs and 
symptoms: 3 

e Establish an attentive 
health care team. Locate a 
health care provider who ac-

knowledges your concerns, 
does a thorough examina- 
tion and discusses treatment 
options with you. 

¢ Be patient. Your doctor 
will likely examine you for 
known conditions that point 
to evidence-based _ treat- 
ments before considering 
a diagnosis of Morgellons 
disease. 

¢ Keep an open mind. 
Consider alternative causes 
for your signs and symp- 
toms and discuss your doc- 
tor’s recommendations 
for treatment, which may 
include long-term mental 
health therapy. 

e Pursue management 
of additional disorders. Get — 
treatment for anxiety, de- 
pression or any other condi- 
tion that affects your think- 
ing, moods or behavior.

Morgellons disease is a 

rare, unexplained skin disor- 
der characterized by sores, 
crawling sensations on and 
under the skin, and uniden- 
tified fiber-like filaments 
emerging from the sores. 
Popular thought is that 


these strands are wisps of’ 


cotton thread, probably 
coming from clothing or 
bandages. Others suggest 
that they result from an in- 
fectious process in the skin 
cells. 

_ Morgellons is a contro- 
versial and poorly under- 
stood condition. Some med- 
ical experts say Morgellons 
is a physical illness, while 
others propose that it is a 
type of psychosis called 
“delusional parasitosis,” in 
which a person perceives 
parasites have infected their 
skin. 

People who have 
Morgellons disease report 
the following signs and 
symptoms: 

e Feeling like bugs are 
crawling all over the skin. 


© Burning or stinging 
sensations under the skin. 


¢ Intense itching.

quality of life. 

Morgellons disease is a 
relatively uncommon .con- 
dition that most regularly 
affects middle-aged _ white 
women. A cluster of cases 


‘occurred in. California, 


which provoked the CDC to 
conduct a research study to 
determine if the cases were 
somehow related. Another 
study conducted in Lon- 
don reviewed five years of 
cases, from 2003 to 2008, 
and found 18 patients with 
a diagnosis of Morgellons. 
Of these, 83 percent were 
middle-aged women and 69 
percent were white. 

In a previous study, re- 
searchers with the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC) concluded 
that Morgellons disease, 
which they refer to as an 
unexplained dermopathy, 
isn’t caused by an infection 
or parasites. They exam- 
ined samples of skin, blood, 
urine and hair. Many of the 
patients in the CDC study 
showed signs of being ob- 
sessively concerned about 
health problems in general, 
referred to as somatic con- 
cerns. About half of the 
people in the study had ad- 
ditional health problems, in- 
cluding depression and drug 
abuse. 

To date, there”is no 
known cure for Morgellons. 
Treating any medical or 
psychiatric problems that 
transpire at the same time as 
Morgellons may help allevi- 
ate Morgellons symptoms 
in some patients. A team of 
medical researchers at the 
Mayo Clinic also recom- 
mend that patients with these 


symptoms should undergo 
psychiatric evaluation. 
Formerly, few doctors 
had heard of Morgellons, but 
in response to scattered re- 
ports, the CDC, worked with 
several other health care 
agencies to investigate this 
disorder. Most reports came 
from California, Texas, and 
Florida, although people 
afflicted have been seen in 
all 50 states. The question 
of whether Morgellons is 
a disease or a delusion has 
triggered debate and further 
research in recent years. 
The CDC states that the 
condition is not caused by 
an infection or something 
in the environment. The 
CDC study also included a 
lab analysis of skin fibers 


in Morgellons patients. The 


analysis showed that these 
fibers were mostly cotton, 
such as typically found in 
clothing or bandages. CDC 
investigations also revealed 
that the skin sores appeared 
to be the result of long-term 
picking and scratching of 
the skin. The CDC report 
continued on to say they 
were not able to conclude, 
based on this study, whether 
this unexplained dermopa- 
thy represented a new con- 
dition, as had been proposed 
by those who used the term 


-Morgellons, or a broader 


recognition of an existing 
condition such as delusional 
parasitosis. The results of 
the CDC study have been 
archived and are no longer 
updated. The CDC does not 
intend to do any further re- 
search on this matter.

tributed to the debate on 
Morgellons. Previous case 
studies and __ investiga- 
tions have suggested that 
Morgellons may be related 
to Lyme disease. Various pa- 
tients with signs and symp- 
toms of Morgellons had 
concurrently tested positive 
for the bacteria that causes 
Lyme disease. But according 
to Morgellons researchers at 
Oklahoma State University, 
there is no evidence to prove 
this theory. Likewise, there 
was no substantiation of 
Lyme infection in any of the 
people in the CDC study. 

A 2010 study found 
a potential link between 
Morgellons symptoms and 
an underactive thyroid (hy- 
pothyroidism). . However, 
more research needs to be 
done to further examine this 
finding. 

‘Morgellons also appears 
comparable to a condition 
seen in cattle called bovine 
digital dermatitis, which is 
due to an infection, accord- 
ing to a 2011 study. But no 
valid conclusions can be 
reached from these small 
studies. Further research 
is necessitated to ascertain 
whether Morgellons is an 
actual new disorder and, if 
so, to develop diagnostic 


criteria. 

Attitudes toward 
Morgellons disease differ 
greatly but seem to fall into 
several categories: 

¢ Some health profession- 
als believe that Morgellons 
disease is a specific condi- 
tion that needs to be con- 
firmed by research, while 
others believe it is caused by 
psychological illness. 

¢ Other health profes- 
sionals don’t acknowledge 
Morgellons disease or are 
saving judgment until more 
is known about the condi- 
tion. 

Many patients who sus- 
pect they have Morgellons 
disease allege they’ve been 
ignored or dismissed as 
frauds. In contrast, some 
doctors say that people who 
report signs and symptoms 
of Morgellons disease typi- 
cally resist other justifica- 
tions for their condition. 
That being said, even though 
health professionals may 
dispute the nature of the 
condition, patients deserve 
caring and compassionate 
treatment. 

To manage signs and 
symptoms: 

¢ Establish an attentive 
health care team. Locate a 
health care provider who ac-

knowledges your concerns, 
does a thorough examina- 
tion and discusses treatment 
options with you. 

¢ Be patient. Your doctor 
will likely examine you for 
known conditions that point 
to evidence-based _ treat- 
ments before considering 
a diagnosis of Morgellons 
disease. 

¢ Keep an open mind. 
Consider alternative causes 
for your signs and symp- 
toms and discuss your doc- 
tor’s recommendations 
for treatment, which may 
include long-term mental 
health therapy. 

e Pursue management 
of additional disorders. Get 
treatment for anxiety, de- 
pression or any other condi- 
tion that affects your think- | 
ing, moods or behavior.

Quincy Public Schools 
was one of a handful of ur- 
ban districts recognized by 
the state for having a high 
graduation rate and a low 


. number of dropouts. 


School Supt. Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro informed the 
school committee on March 


_1 that the Massachusetts 


Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
(DESE) cited Quincy as 
having the highest urban 
city graduation rate above 
the state level. Quincy was 
second to Cambridge with 


_ the dropout rate below the 


>» 


statewide rate. 

According to the he 
DESE’s statement, the state’s 
overall four-year graduation 
rate improved for the 10th 
consecutive year while the 
dropout rate is at the lowest 
in more than three decades. 

Quincy’s graduation rate 
topped the list at 90.4 per- 
cent compared to the state 
rate of 87.5 percent. Cam- 
bridge came in second at 
88.8 percent and Taunton in 
third place at 88.7 percent. 

The dropout rate for 
Quincy is 0.9 percent while 
the state rate is 1.9 percent. 
Cambridge had the best rate 
at 0.8 percent. 

DeCristofaro said Quin- 
cy has seen fewer dropouts 
in recent years. He noted 
that two years ago, 43 stu- 
dents left high school and 
last year, 25 dropped out. At 
the same time, he said the 
number of students receiv- 
ing their high school diplo- 
mas has been going up. 

““We have seen some real 
progress,” he said, crediting 
programs the district offers 
and the work of teachers to 
retain struggling students. 
“We would love a zero stu- 
dent dropout rate and a 100 
percent graduation rate. Cer- 
tainly, that’s what we strive 
for and keep working at.” 


According to the district’s 
profile, the city’s dropout 
rate fell from 1.8 percent 
in the 2011-12 school-year 
to 0.9 percent last year. The 
graduation. rate went up 
from 89.7 percent five years 
ago to 90.4 percent last year. 
It was also noted that 80 
percent of the city’s high 
school graduates go on to 
post-secondary education. 

The superintendent ex- 
plained that such specialized 
programs as the evening 
high school, GOALS and 
Pathways offer alternative 
education choices for strug- 
gling and at-risk students. 

“We are proud of the 
breadth of opportunities 
we offer students,” he said. 
“We make sure in our bud- 
get that we have in place 
(these) programs that gives 
our students so many more 
specific opportunities and 
alternatives.” 

DeCristofaro said the dis- 
trict maintaining reasonable 
class sizes and the support 
of the school committee and 
Mayor Thomas Koch for the 
school budget has “put us in 
a position to offer so much 
more personalized education 
at the high school level.” 

He also noted the pre- 
kindergarten, elementary 
and middle school levels 
also share the “caring atmo- 
sphere” as the high schools

cock St. The site is presently 
home to one-story retail 
buildings — now empty — that 
would be razed to make way 
for the new development, 
which would be called Nova 
Residences. 

LBC’s proposal features 
15,000 square feet of retail 
space on the ground floor. 
The building’s top six floors 
would house the 171 resi- 
dential units. The second 
floor, with 36 units, could 
be converted to hotel rooms 
in the future if market con- 
ditions were ,favorable to 
doing so. 

The project requires ap- 
proval from both the City 
Council and Planning Board 
before it can move forward. 

The council is. being 
asked to consider a land dis- 
position agreement ‘submit- 
ted by Mayor Thomas Koch. 
Under the LDA, the city 
would sell a 10,196 square 
foot portion of the Hancock 
Lot to LBC. In exchange, 
the city would receive 5,657 
square feet of land from the 
developer, plus cash. 

An appraisal for the land 
being swapped between the 
two parties was still being 
completed as of Feb. 21, 


when the project was first 
presented to the City Coun- 
cil. The appraisal should be 
completed when the next 
time the council meets to 
review the agreement on 
March 20. 

The city would use the 
land acquired from LBC for 
two purposes. 

The first is widening 
the sidewalk in front of the 
proposed building to 18 
feet — 10 feet wider than it 
currently is — to conform 
to the Urban Revitalization 
and Development Plan for 
Quincy Center. 

The second piece of 
land the city would acquire 
would be used for a glass 
atrium that would be located 
between the new building 
and Nova Suites, a 28-room 
hotel LBC Partners owns at 
3 Cottage Ave. The atrium 
— 30 feet tall, 130 feet long 
with 3,600 square feet of 
space inside — would con- 
nect Hancock Street to the 
Hancock Lot, where the 
city plans to constructa new 


parking garage and civic : 


space. 

“Tt will be a well-lit, en- 
ergized, dynamic environ- 
ment,” 


Avi Shoss, an ar- 


chitect and principal of SN 


Consulting Group, said of 
the proposed atrium. 

As part of the project, the 
city would also replace the 
century-old drainage system 
that currently flows under 
1500 Hancock St. The new 


drain line would be relocat-. 


ed under the atrium space. 
William Geary, Koch’s spe- 
cial counsel for downtown 
development, said the re- 
placement of the drainage is 
essential for both the Nova 
Residences project and fu-— 


ture work in the Hancock 
Lot. : 

“It is not sexy, but it is 
necessary,” he said. “It’s in- 
dispensible.” 

The city would -pay for 
both the construction of the 
new drainage system and 
the glass atrium, the latter 


of which Geary said would 


cost about $1.4 million. The 
developer is paying for the 
cost of designing the atrium, 
about $150,000 to date. 

Koch and LBC first un- 
veiled plans for the property 
in April 2015. At that time, 
the developer had proposed 
a 116-room hotel on the site 
that would have also includ- 
ed ground floor retail. 

Since that announce- 
ment, LBC worked with a 
hotel consultant and several 
major hotel chains to assess 
the market for placing such 
a building in Quincy Center, 
Geary said, and determined 
one would not be sustain- 
able at the present time. 
Geary said Pamela McKin- 
ney, a consultant for the city, 
also reached the same con- 
clusion. 

The project was one of 
three announced in April 
2015. Construction of the 
first of those projects, Galv- 
con’s 56-condo develop- 
ment at 1545 Hancock St., 
began last year. The coun- 
cil approved an LDA for 
the second project, Peter 
O’Connell’s planned 124- 
unit, 15-story building on a 
portion of the Hancock Lot, 
in January; the Planning 
Board must still approve 
that proposal. 

The city’s LDA with 
O’Connell included tax in- 
centives to the developer, 
requiring him to pay 10 per-

communications _ director, 
told the council the purchase 
of the LEDs makes sense for 
three reasons. Doing so, he 
said, would reduce the city’s 
overall energy usage by 10 
percent per year. By us- 
ing less electricity, the city 
would pay less on its energy 
bills and use the savings to 


offset the initial purchase 


price. Finally, Walker said 
the LEDs provide a qual- 
ity of life benefit for resi- 
dents because they give off 
a cleaner, crisper light than 
the current bulbs do. 

The city has reached an 
agreement with Siemens 
to install the LEDs across 
Quincy. Walker said the 
contract with the company 
includes a guarantee that 
the conversion to LEDs will 
save the city on its electrici- 
ty usage; if not the company 
would have to pay the city 
the difference or undertake 
other energy-saving work. 

“If we don’t make those 
benchmarks, Siemens will 
make up the difference.” 
Walker stated. 


The deal with Siemens 
includes a 10-year warranty 
on the product and labor 
costs for the LEDs as well 
as the 10-year performance 
contract, said Clint Schuck- 
el, an account manager with 
the firm. 

Siemens has undertaken 
similar projects in three- 


communities, such as Glouc- 
ester, Salem, Winthrop and 
Melrose, Schuckel said, and 
also converted streetlights 
in Providence to LEDs. 

““We’ve done very similar 
projects in about 35 differ- 
ent Massachusetts commu- 
nities, many of which were 
also performance contracts, 
and we’ve not yet experi- 
enced a single shortfall,” 
Schuckel said. 

The LEDs have. a pro- 
jected 20-year lifespan, 
more than three times the 
lifespan of the high-pressure 
sodium vapor bulbs current- 
ly in use. 

Schuckel said Quincy 
would save $424,000 annu- 
ally on energy and mainte- 
nance costs by switching

to LED streetlights. ‘That is 
on top of the $350,000 in 
maintenance costs the city is 
already saving annually af- 
ter purchasing all the street- 
lights in Quincy, save for 
those owned by the state, 
from National Grid for a to- 
tal of $1 in 2014. 

If the city were to convert 
to LED streetlights, Schuck- 
el said Quincy would be eli- 
gible to receive $1.1 million 
between a rebate from Na- 
tional Grid and a grant from 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Energy Resources. 
That would leave Quincy 
responsible for paying $2.5 
million of the $3.6 million 
bond. 

Schuckel said Siemens 
could ‘begin replacing the 
streetlights and traffic lights 
this spring and complete 
the project in the fall if the 
council were to approve 
the bond. Schuckel said the 
LEDs would have appropri- 
ate brightness for each street 
they’re located on, and 
would match the style of the 
lights already in place. 


cent of gross revenue gener- 
ated on site in lieu of tradi- 
tional property taxes. 

The proposed agreement 
with LBC Partners contains 
no tax incentives. City offi- 
cials estimate the new build- 
ing would generate $478 000 
in property taxes annually 
— more than 10 times the 
$40,000 the company pays 
in taxes on the same land 
now. Additionally, Geary 
said the commercial tenants 
of the new building could 
pay to rent space inside the 
atrium, as could vendors 
with kiosks there. 

LBC Partners would 
lease parking spaces in 
the new municipal garage 
planned for the Hancock 
Lot.

“If we don’t build that 
garage appropriately, un- 
fortunately the surrounding 
neighborhoods will bear the 
brunt,” he said.

plan for one shelved. 

“It’s always been pro- 
posed that a hotel was nec- 
essary to help revitalize the 
downtown area.

Geary said the market 
in Quincy Center does not 
currently support building a 
large hotel, but noted a 180- 
room hotel in North Quincy 
was recently approved.

Shoss, the architect, said 
there is high interest in the 
retail space from local and 
national companies. 

“We have a significant 
amount of interest both lo- 
cally — from local, home- 
grown retail. — and also 
national retail,” he said, 
adding that the space on the 
ground is flexible and can be 
tailored to a particular busi- 
ness’s needs.

“Re- 
flection at a mid-year point 
is necessary to understand- 
ing how best to achieve 
goals. It is an opportunity to 
reset action steps, redirect 
our instruction and support, 
and to reevaluate methods 
and tools to see if they’re 
effective in moving students 
and ourselves forward.”

some inquiry based learning 
throughout the year. This 
(STEM Fair) is the celebra- 
tion, a graduation, of the sci- 
ence fair.” 

Smith said'that 65 profes- 
sionals from the community 
served as volunteer judges 
during the fair. Project 
scores were then tallied and 
weighted based on scientific 
approach, creativity, under- 
standing, and presentation. 

“Every project was

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On Wednesday, March 1, 2017 at approximately 10:30 
a.m., Officers Robert Sweetland and Ken Wood were dis- 
patched to the 800 block of Southern Artery after a caller 
reported a suspicious male who entered the front porch area 
of her home. : 

Upon arrival, Officer Sweetland met with the female caller 
who said that she was driving her mother home and as she 
pulled into the driveway of the Southern Artery address, she 
observed an unknown male enter the front porch area. She 
-watched as the male placed money under the front door mat 
which was inside of the porch. The porch is enclosed by walls 
and windows and the door is a sliding glass door. She told the 
officers the male attempted to speak to her inside of her ve- 
hicle, but she locked the doors and refused to speak with him. 
The male, who was not intimidating, then walked away in an 
unknown direction.

The caller provided the officers with a description of the 
male suspect, describing him as white, in his 30’s, balding, 
and wearing a red and blue or gray coat. She also stated that 
he was carrying a Dunkin Donuts cup. A description of the 
male was provided to Quincy Police communications. 

Officer Wood, checking yards and driveways, located a 


male fitting that description coming out from a nearby office . 


building on Southern Artery. The officers stopped the male 
and asked for identification, which he provided. He was ad- 
vised of his Miranda rights and said he understood. The male 


‘ said he was in the building for a dentist appointment. When 


asked what he was doing at the house in question, the male 
said that his sister just moved into an apartment there. The 
male said he lives i in Plymouth and confirmed that he did take 
money from the ‘porch and secondly, that he had his sister’s 
pills in Plymouth and was returning them to her. He also 
stated that she owed him $100. He added that when the car 
pulled into the driveway he was only attempting to introduce 
himself. 

When asked why the pills were not in a pill bottle, he stat- 
ed that he did not bring them all. He then voluntarily offered 
his cell phone to Officer Sweetland so that he could look at the 
messages he received from his sister. The text messages start- 
ed from his sister to him on Feb. 28, 2017 which stated, “Hey 
when u come tomorrow can u plz bring me some johnnies? 
I haven’t had any since the other day! Blah I forgot to ask u 
today! Wanna help me create a meeting?! Dude we got this.” 

The male replied, “Ok but don’t forget that $, don’t for- 
get to let me know where you’re going to leave that money

and I’ll leave the joys there.” The 
next message was from his sister 
who wrote, “I won’t forget bro, 
Ill take a pic. Love you.” The 
next text was a picture of the 
porch area of the residence. 

At 8:48 a.m., she texted him 
and stated, “It’s under the first 
mat when you open the slider so 
it’s 100 bucks under there and 
when you walk in to there is a 
blue recycling bin to your left 
stick the Johnny’s under a paper 
in the bucket.” Then she stated 
“Are u ok?” The next text from her to him is as follows, 
“Dude this sux there are cameras outside of my place and the

owner saw u grab $ then put pills in. Doesn’t know it’s u but | 


it basically looked like a transaction! I’m f@#$%‘.” 

Then at 10:36 a.m., the male writes, “Omg wtf and I’m 
waiting in front of my dentist she’s right there in the car do 
you want me to go tell her I was leaving you get medication 
I’m your brother.” She then writes, “I’m at the dr gotta call ya 
back, Ok I will and that’s the sister wtf stop please I’m gunna 
be homeless.” 

Pictures of the text messages were taken by Officer Sweet- 
land and uploaded for the report. It was determined that the 
“johnnies” pills were Gabapentin. The male was placed under 
arrest and transported to the station for booking. 

The male suspect, a 34-year-old Plymouth resident, was 
charged with possession of a Class E substance with intent to 
distribute. The pills and the male suspect’s cell phone were 
taken as evidence.

FoxRock Properties and 
Granite  Telecommunica- 
tions CEO Rob Hale said 
his redevelopment firm is 
playing a major role of re- 
turning the “grandeur” to 
city’s downtown and former 
Quincy Medical Center. 
Hale outlined his plan 
during his keynote address 
at the Quincy Chamber of 
Commerce Annual Meeting 
and Business Showcase on 
March 9 at the Quincy Mar- 
riott. Nearly 500 attended 
the event where about 90 lo- 
cal businesses and organiza- 
tions were repfesented. 
Hale explained that his 
_FoxRock Properties _ pur- 
chased the shuttered Quincy 
Medical Center site three 
months ago and that he in- 
tends to bring it back to life. 
“My opinion is’ Quincy 
Hospital right now is not 


something that Quincy can 
be proud of,” he said. “We 
are going to restore its lus- 
ter. That’s what we're here 
to do.” 

The hospital was closed 
in late 2014 by Steward 
Health Care after it failed 
to attract enough patients 
to keep the facility running. 
The hospital served the city 
since the late 1800s. 

Hale said he plans to re- 
place the existing hospital 
and “keep it medical.” 

“We intend to supple- 
ment it, upgrade it and add 
more medical,” he said. “It’s 
a beautiful building and it’s 
a beautiful part of Quincy.” 

He added that the new fa- 
cility would be “well cared 
for and properly populat- 
ed.” 

Hale explained that his 
firm is making its biggest 
ever redevelopment invest-

When shopping for a diamond, 
it is helpful to consider the three 
basic parts of a cut diamond: the 
“crown,” the “girdle,” and the 
“pavilion.” The crown, which is 


on top (the “table”) and a number 
of facets, splits the entering light 
into white light (which provides 
“brilliance”) and colored light 
(which provides “fire”). It is 
important to note the size of the 
table as a percentage of the crown 
because it determines the amount 
of brilliance that the diamond 
will reflect. The more brilliance 
& diamond has, the less fire it 
tends to exhibit, and vice versa.

‘Side B’ 


AS column on vinyl music ag vee a chord with a few 
f our readers. 

So much so that we’ve decided to run a follow-up. 

Call it “Vinyl Music — Side B.” 

I received a few phone calls from readers who enjoyed 
reading about my new pursuit with vinyl records and the 
restoration of my parents’ old RCA stereo console that is 
approaching a half-century in age. 

The readers had similar experiences listening to their vi- 
nyl albums ‘and agreed turntables represent a simpler time 
in life devoid of cell phones, computers and 24-hour TV 
news channels among other distractions. They also agreed 
vinyl offers a purer sound of music compared to cassettes 
and CDs. 

But the column response also set off a few unexpected — 
results. :

It’s too bad that Quincy no longer has a record store like 
Newbury Comics. There used to be quite a few back in the 
day including Jasen’s Record and Luggage Store and Quin- 
cy Records. But maybe with vinyl making a comeback, so ~ 
to will a local record store to serve “vinyl nation” in the City 
of Presidents. 

The column also underscored the upside of running a 
local community newspaper. You get to meet a lot of nice 
people from all walks of life. 

Ursula Svizzero is one of those people. 

After reading the vinyl column, Ursula called me at the 
Sun. She had noticed the photo of the RCA stereo console 
at the bottom of Page 4 and told me she had one just like it 
years ago. 

The 85-year-old Quincy Point resident then offered me 
some of her records and asked if I would be willing to stop 
by sometime and take a look. I called her the next day and 
made arrangements to visit with her on a recent afternoon. 

It was a wonderful visit with a sweet lady who shared 
stories from her vinyl listening days. But they were more 
than stories. 

They were moments from her life that brought back hap- 
py memories. 

And made me smile just listening to her. 

Ursula is a remarkable woman. She and her late husband, 
Henry, raised three children. She is a two-time cancer sur- 
vivor — colon 10 years ago and lung cancer five years ago. 
She is upbeat and positive — like so many of the records she

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offered me. 
“I thank God for every day.” she says. “Life has its oy 
and downs. You have to play the hand that was dealt you.” 
Ursula grew up in West Quincy across from Saint Mary’s 
Church where her mother played the piano. Her father im- 
migrated from Italy when he was just 17 leaving his family 
never to return to his native country. 


and also managed a store in Quincy for a few years at the 
corner of Sumner and Washington Streets. 

Ursula worked at Lincoln Stores on Hancock Street as a 
secretary for about éight years. It was a job she loved taking 

_ orders and learning short-hand. 

On a table next to where we sat for the interview were 
two small stacks of vinyl records. They are the ones she 
wants me to have. 

She tells me she and Henry enjoyed collecting and lis- 
tening to vinyl records years and years ago. They are clas- 
sic albums including artists like Liberace, Mantovani, The 
Boston Pops, and the Philadelphia Orchestra.

The 
album includes excerpts from some of his famous speeches

I’m drawn to that one immediately because my mom

Soon we are talking about her records and what they 
mean to her. The answer is simple. Those records were time 
spent together with Henry and her family.

“The John Paitin Sousa marching album is one of my fa- 
vorites,” she says.“Henry used to put that on and he’d blast 
it. The kids would go around the house marching. We’d 
laugh and laugh.” 

She has other favorites like 101 strings, 1812 overture, 
and Liberace. Some were gifts like a Barbara Streissand 
greatest hits album. She remembers buying albums at the 
old Quincy Music Shop that was down on Granite Street. 

“Henry and I were big fans of vinyl records,” she says. 
“They’re in great shape.” 

She tells me her aunt lived on Miller Street. She inherited 
a vintage phonograph from their grandmother. “It was the 
kind that you wind,” Ursula recalled. “We had it up in our 
attic when we lived on Crescent Street. It was a big house. 

“On\a rainy day we would go up into the attic and play. 
We had everything up there. I can remember that phono- 
graph. You would have to wind it up and I did go to Jason’s 
and the first record I bought was Claire De Lune (by French 
composer Claude Debussy.) 

“T played it on this phonograph and as it played it went

TAR HISTORY CHANNEI. 


¢ On March 31, 1492, in Spain, a royal edict is issued by 
the nation’s Catholic rulers declaring that all Jews who re- 
fuse to convert to Christianity will be expelled. Most Span- 
ish Jews chose exile rather than renounce their religion and 
culture. 

¢ On March 27, 1905, the high-profile murder of two 
London shopkeepers is solved using fingerprint evidence 
for the first time when a thumbprint found on the side of the 
cashbox was matched to one of the suspects.

Evidently, matters both 
factual and conceptual need 
clearing up. Councillors are 
now asking the rest of us 
to do the job while they’re

¢ Injury. Any cut, frac- 


ture, burn or scrape gives . 


bacteria an entry point. 

¢ Weakened immune sys- 
tem. Conditions that weaken 
your immune system such 
as diabetes, leukemia and 
HIV/AIDS can potentially 
leave you more susceptible 
to infections. Certain medi- 
cations, such as corticoster- 
oids, also can compromise 
your immune system. 

¢ Skin conditions. Skin 
disorders such as, eczema, 
athlete’s foot, chickenpox 
and shingles can lead to 


breaks in the skin allowing 
an entry point for bacteria. 

¢ Lymphedema which is 
a chronic swelling of your 
arms or legs may cause skin 
tissue to crack, leaving it 
vulnerable’ to bacterial in- 
fection. 

¢ People who previously 
had cellulitis, especially of 
the lower leg, may be more 
prone to develop it again. 

¢ People who inject ille- 
gal drugs have a higher risk 
of developing cellulitis. 

e Being overweight or 
obese increases your risk 
of developing cellulitis and 
having recurring episodes. 

The bacteria that cause 
cellulitis can spread rapidly, 
entering lymph nodes and 
your bloodstream. Recur- 
rent episodes of cellulitis 
may injure the lymphatic 
drainage system and cause 
chronic swelling of the af- 
fected limb. In rare cases, 
the infection can expand 
to the deep layer of tissue 
called the fascial lining. 

Flesh-eating strep (necro- 
tizing fasciitis) is an exam- 
ple of a deep-layer infection 
and it represents an extreme 
emergency situation. 

Most patients start by be- 
ing evaluated by their pri- 
mary care practitioner, who 
may refer them to a derma- 
tologist, a doctor who spe- 
cializes in skin disorders. If

Most likely, a_prescrip- 
tion antibiotic will be neces- 
sary to clear the infection. 
However, until you see your 
doctor, you can cleanse the 
injured area with soap and 


- water and place a cool, damp 


cloth over the affected area 
for relief. The skin’s appear- 
ance will assist your doctor 
in making a definitive diag- 
nosis. He or she may also 
suggest blood tests, a wound 
culture or other tests to help 


rule out other disorders. 


Cellulitis treatment usu- 
ally involves a prescription 
oral antibiotic. Within a few 
days of starting an antibiot- 
ic, you should know wheth- 
er the infection is respond- 
ing to treatment. You’ ll need 
to take the antibiotic for as 
long as your doctor directs, 
typically five to 10 days but 
perhaps as long as 14 days. 

In the majority of cases, 
signs and symptoms of cel- 
lulitis dissipate after a few 
days. You may need to be 
hospitalized and receive an- 
tibiotics intravenously if: 

_¢ Signs and symptoms 
don’t respond to oral anti- 
biotics 

e Signs and symptoms 
are extensive 

¢ You have a high fever 

Usually, healthcare pro- 
viders prescribe a drug that’s 
effective against both strep- 
tococci and staphylococci. 
It’s imperative that you take 
the medication as directed 
and finish the entire course 
of the antibiotic, even after 
you begin to feel better. Your 
doctor also might recom- 
mend elevating the affected 
area, which may hasten your 
recovery.

pears, your doctor may rec- 
ommend prophylactic,. or 
preventive antibiotics. To 
aid in the prevention of cel- 
lulitis and other infections, 
consider these safety mea- 
sures when you develop a 
skin wound: 

¢ Wash your wound daily 
with soap and water. Do this 
gently as part of your nor- 
mal bathing. 

e Apply a_ protective 
cream or ointment. For most 
surface wounds, an over-the- 
counter antibiotic ointment 
(Neosporin, Polysporin, 
others) provides adequate 
protection. 

¢ Cover your wound with 
a bandage and change ban- 
dages at least daily. 

¢ Be alert for signs of in- 
fection. Redness, pain and 
drainage are all signs of 
possible infection and may 
necessitate a medical evalu- 
ation.

DeCristofaro noted there 
are 788 full day kindergarten 
students enrolled this year. 

“That is something our 
city should be very proud 
of,” he said. “It’s a great 
benefit many other cities 
and towns don’t have.” 

The superintendent added 
that although some schools 
are near or at capacity, class 
sizes are good.

the qualityzof life for other 
residents. 

“The purpose of Council- 
lor Harris, Councillor Lafor- 
est and myself putting this 
legislation together is to re- 
ally crack down on absentee 
landlords — that’s who this 
is addressing — specifically 
the absentee landlords who 
don’t take care of their prop- 
erties,” Palmucci said. 

“Anyone who lives near 
one of these properties 
knows how they can drag 
down quality of life in a 
neighborhood. They tend 
to attract tenants who cause 
problems because there is 
no oversight at these build- 
ings. They’re unsightly. 
The properties become run 
down. They become not 
only a hazard to the resi- 
dents living there, but also 
to the community at-large.” 


Under the proposal, 
landlords who rent out five 
or more dwelling units in 
the city would be required 
to obtain a business license. 
Landlords with four or few- 
er units who reside or have 
a business office outside of 
Quincy would be required to 
obtain a permit for each unit 
at an annual cost of $25. 

No permit would be is- 
sued to a landlord that nei- 
ther lives within a 45-mile 
radius of Quincy nor has a 
business office in that same 
area, unless the landlord has 
a “responsible local repre- 
senting” residing or work- 
ing in the same vicinity who 
is able to act as an agent for 
the owner. 

The proposed ordinance 
would require landlords who 
must obtain a rental permit 
submit an affidavit stating 
each unit meets minimum

standards as established by 
city and state regulations. 
The property owners subject 
to the ordinance would also 
have to make their proper- 
ties available for an inspec- 
tion by the city’s Inspection- 
al Services Department on 
48 hours notice, and would 
have 30 days to correct any 


~ issues. 


The ordinance states that 
professional management 
companies in good standing 
would be exempt from the 
permit fee and the affidavit 
of conditions. 

The ordinance also cre- 
ates a points system for in- 
fractions by tenants, based 
on the severity of their mis- 
deeds. A first-time warn- 
ing for a particular offense 
might get one point, for ex- 
ample, while a violation that 
results in serious injury or 
death would result in an as- 
sessment of 25 points. 

If a dwelling unit accu- 
mulates 10 points on more 
than six occasions within a 
12-month period, it could be 
subject to revocation hear- 
ings before the city’s Board 
of License Commissioners. 


_ifa permit were revoked, 


the tenants living on site 
with a valid lease would still 
be subject to all protections 
afforded by state law. 

If a landlord began evic- 
tion proceedings against 
an offending tenant, the 
permit-revocation hearing 
would be stayed yntil that 
process is completed. If the 
behavior of a tenant was the 
sole cause for the points be- 
ing awarded, eviction of the 
offending party would re- 
move those points from the 
record. 

Palmucci said the regu- 
lations proposed in the new 
ordinance would be the

the Bay State. 

“This legislation would 
create the most robust sys- 
tem of laws regulating ab- 


sentee landlords, I think, in. 


the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts,” he said. “It’s 
the first of its kind in Mas- 
sachusetts because of the 
depth and the bredth that it 
takes in terms of regulating 
and disciplining wayward 
absentee landlords.” 

The legislation is subject 
to review by the council as a 
whole, and also by the city’s 
law office. Palmucci said he 
wants to work with the pub- 
lic, including landlords, to 
craft the best bill. 

“I’m certainly open to 
working with other council- 
lors, working with concerned 


residents and property own- — 


ers to shape something that 
makes sense for everybody 
that still achieves the same 
goals that Councillors La- 
forest, Harris and I are set- 
ting out here,” he said. 

“We see that this is kind 
of a first draft that may

Quincy police said resi- 
dents should call 9-1-1 if 
they see a suspicious object 
and not take it to a police 
or fire station as one local 
man did recently when he 
brought an inert grenade to 
department headquarters. 

The man brought the gre- 
nade to the police station 
on Sea Street around 12:15 


p-m. on March 6. He told of-- 


ficers in the station’s lobby 
he found it on a relative’s 
property in Hanover and de- 
cided to bring it to Quincy 
police headquarters as he 
was in the city for a funeral 
that day. 

The grenade was imme- 
diately removed from the 
building and the Boston 
Police Department’s bomb 
squad was called to the 
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scene to investigate. Quincy 
Police Capt. John Dougan 
said the investigators deter- 
mined the grenade was in- 
ert and likely was used for 
training purposes. 

Police are continuing to 
investigate where the gre- 
nade was found, but: Dou- 
gan said the individual who 
brought it to the police sta- 
tion would not face crimi- 
nal charges because he was 
looking to dispose of the 
device.

Quincy Police Female Self Defense Classes In Demand 


By Lt. DAN MINTON 
Quincy Police Crime Prevention Unit 

The Quincy Police Department’s Crime Prevention Unit, 
which organizes the two-night free self defense program, 
has increased the classes from quarterly to monthly based 
on public demand. The classes are held at three different 
locations and Quincy Police Chief Keenan would like to 
‘thank: 
¢ President’s Place/Related Beal, 1250 Hancock St. 

¢ Eastern Nazarene College in Wollaston 

¢ Best Western Adams Inn in North Quincy 

for continuously hosting such an important program. 
These locations provide ample space for free as part of their 
community outreach. 

The two consecutive night program starts at 6 p.m. and 
runs to about 8:30 p.m. Since this is a progressive program, 


attendance is required for both nights. The class starts out 


- with a brief discussion on “Awareness of your surroundings” 
so that you will reduce your chances of having to physically 
defend yourself. The instructors stress that escape is your 
priority, using verbal commands - calling out for help as 
your first actions. It is at this point that the class focuses on 
taking physical measures to protect and defend yourself. 

On the first night, Quincy police officers/instructors work 
with the students individually and as a group on the proper 
technique for various kicks, punches and blocks. A major 
component that is stressed both nights of the class is verbal 
commands, which most people don’t have an opportunity to 
use on a daily basis (i.e. yelling). 

On the second night, after learning additional maneuvers, 
there is a review and then the scenarios are presented so that 
the students can test themselves. At this time, the students 
leave the hall/gym and are suited up with a padded helmet 
and other pads. One at a time, the students will be warmed 
up outside the confrontation room as they punch and kick 
bags held by instructors, who tell the students to make this 
as real as possible. Once the student enters the confronta- 
tion zone, the instructors will give the student a briefing of 
the scenario. —o 

The student will then encounter one or two of the instruc- 

- tors, who will be dressed up in the “Red Man” suit, which 

is a fully padded outfit to protect them from the onslaught 

of 25-35 students, giving their best punches and kicks to 
get free from the “assaulter.” Each student will be afforded 
the opportunity to go through two different scenarios. It is 
important to note that the scenarios are private and optional. 

There are no other students in the hall/gym. The Instructors 

tell the student that there is no running away in the scenari- 

os; that it is set up so that each student can test their physical 
skills they learned in the class. 

This class gives each student a personal test to assess 
their own skill in a life like situation. For some, it may 
lead to taking a martial arts or strength and conditioning 
program. It is also important to know the following; there 
is no Certificate, there is no “pass/fail” standard and it is em- 
phasized that no student is required or pushed to do any as- 
pect of the class that she may feel uncomfortable with. We 
will however give you a complimentary “Friends of Quincy 
Police” shirt! 

The Quincy Police Self Defense class, which has been in 
existence for about 15 years, has trained hundreds of wom- 
en ranging in age from 16 to 85. As always, students who 
have completed the course are always welcome to refresh 
their skills by attending the program again or just coming 
the second night to go through the scenarios. 

“The City of Quincy is a very safe place, however, as in 


any major city, there are incidents of threats and assaults,” 
said Quincy Police Chief Paul Keenan. “We’ve taught this 
class to high school juniors/seniors who may be going off to 
colleges across the country. We train senior citizens at the 
Kennedy Center, too. 

“Tt is a feeling of empowerment for the students of the 
class — to know that you have the tools to defend yourself to 
ultimately escape the situation,” the chief continued. “This 
program has been ongoing for about 15 years and I con- 
stantly get much appreciated letters from participants who 
rave about the Instructors and their commitment to protect- 
ing our citizens. The demand for the program has increased 
so much that we have added additional classes. 

“I encourage all females who live in the city, work here 
or just wish to attend to sign up. Based on all the letters, 
you will feel confident about yourself after completing this 
class.” 

We hope that all females will take up this offer and if 
the above information is not enough to get you to the class, 
consider recent letters from past students: 

I had the fortunate opportunity to attend the two 
night women’s only self defense class, held by the Quincy 
Police Department. I wanted to extend a personal thank 
you to you, for allowing such a program to be offered to

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On Wednesday, March 8, members of the Quincy Police 
Drug Control Unit (Detectives Sgt. Tapper, Duran, Powers, 
Glennon and O’Brien) were conducting surveillance in the 
area of Marsh and Quincy Street due to recent complaints 
about drug use. 

The initial complaint was from a citizen who observed 
suspicious activity, namely that a person walked down from 
Quincy Street and got into a vehicle with money in his hand. 
This person spent about 3 minutes in the car and got out with 
a brown paper bag. He then walked back toward Quary 
Street. 

The citizen provided a license plate and description of the 
vehicle, which was registered to a male from Boston. Soon 
after, Detective O’Rourke conducted surveillance on Marsh 
Street and observed a male get in and out of a 2000 white 
Mitsubishi Montero. Detective O’Rourke stopped the male 
after the Montero drove off and questioned him. The male 
told the Detective the male in the Montero sells heroin and 
that he owed him money. A check of the registration at the 
time showed that this vehicle was also registered to the same 
man from Boston. 

Soon after, the Quincy Police Drug Unit received anoth- 
er complaint about drug activity on Marsh Street from an 
anonymous tipster on MYPD. The complaint stated that a 
Hispanic male sells heroin out of a black Toyota on Marsh 
Street and that several deaths have been caused by this 
male’s heroin. A check of the registration showed that the 
car was owned by a rental company. 

On March 8th, at approximately 5:30 p.m., Detective 
O’Brien was conducting surveillance when he observed a 
brown Hyundai parked at the corner of Marsh Street and 
Quincy Street with three occupants sitting inside of it. A que- 


- ry of the plate showed that the owner was from Halifax, MA 


and the plate had been queried 41 times in the past month. 
(The plate was checked 41 times by police departments.) Af- 
ter a few minutes, one of the males exited the vehicle and 
began walking up Marsh Street. Detective Glennon arrived 
to assist and observed the male walk to Marsh and School 
Street while pacing back and forth using his cell phone. 
After a minute, the male began to slowly walk back down 
Marsh Street.

During this time, the Toyota Avalon drove down Quincy 
Street, turned around and came back to pick up the male near 
the Fusion. The detectives believed a second drug transac- 
tion involving the occupants of the Toyota Avalon. The Toy- 
ota Avalon then drove around the corner back onto Marsh 
Street and stopped on the side of the road. 

Detective O’Brien then observed a female go up-to the 
passenger side window and lean into the vehicle briefly. She 
then stood upright and began to walk back towards Quincy 
Street as the Avalon drove away towards School Street. At 
that time, through training and experience it was believed 
that the occupants of the Avalon were just involved in a third 
drug transaction. 

Detective O’Brien relayed the description of the female 
to Detective Glennon. Detective O’Brien continued to fol- 


‘low the Avalon. Detective Glennon approached the female 


as she walked on Quincy Street and could see that she was 
holding an object that appeared to be multiple small glass- 
ine bags in her right hand. Detective Glennon grabbed her 
hand and stated, “Quincy Police” while displaying his police 
badge. He then read Miranda Rights to her which she stated 
she understood. He told her that he saw the drug transac- 


tion and she admitted that she just purchased heroin for $110 
and turned over 3 small baggies to Detective Glennon. She 
said that she bought them from the operator of the Avalon 
by reaching in through the open passenger window. Detec- 
tive Glennon then relayed that he recovered drugs from the 
female to the other Detectixes. 

Detective O’Brien then contacted Officer Paul Foley and 


‘requested.that he stop the Toyota Avalon, which was stopped 


at the intersection of Copeland Street and Furnace Brook 
Parkway. Once stopped, the detective approached the pas- 


' senger side door and requested that he step out of the vehi- 


cle. As he did this, several one hundred dollar bills fell from 
his lap onto the ground. Detective O’Brien placed the male 
under arrest and advised him of his Miranda Rights. When 
asked where he was coming from, the male said he- was at 
the South Shore Plaza. He then denied meeting any people 
on Marsh Street. When asked why he had so much cash, the 
male said he was looking to buy a car. Detective O’Brien 
then placed the male under arrest. Officer Foley then placed 
the operator under arrest, read him his Miranda Rights, and - 
then he was transported to the Quincy Police Station by Of- 
ficer Acevedo. : 

The vehicle was then towed by Schlager’s Towing to the 
Quincy Police Station to be searched. Officer Foley then 
searched the vehicle with the assistance of his narcotics 
trained K-9 “Charlie”. Officer Foley stated K-9 “Charlie” 
alerted to the presence of a narcotics odor in the area of the 
rear of the center console. Officers Foley and Dabilis then lo- 


‘cated a mechanical “hide” under the center console. Officer 


Foley alerted Detectives Duran and Powers of his findings. 
They then located a large kitchen knife, numerous baggies 
of tan and white powder which they believed to be heroin 
and/or Fentanyl and cocaine. The baggies weighed approxi- 
mately 71 grams. 

The two males, 21 and 20 years old, from Boston, were 


_ both charged with trafficking in Class A (heroin) over 36g, 


trafficking in Fentanyl, possession with intent to distribute 
Class B (cocaine), Distribution Class A, Distribution Class 
B, and conspiracy to violate the drug laws. The male driver 
was also charged with operating a M/V without a license. 

The $1,824 found on the passenger, along with two cell 
phones and the 2001 brown Toyota Avalon were seized 
pending civil forfeiture. Nice Work!

Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell reminds hom- 
eowners about the impor- 
tance of filing a mortgage 
discharge in a timely man- 
ner after their mortgage has 
been paid off. 

“When holding office 
hours, and speaking before 
concemed citizens in each 
of the Norfolk County com- 
musities, one of the most 
commonly asked questions 
I receive from homeown- 
ers is whether they have 
clear title to their property,” 
O’Donnell said. “One way 
to check on your title is by 
accessing the Registry’s on- 
line records and verifying 
if all mortgages associated 
with the property have been 
discharged.” 

_ “When a mortgage is paid 
off, a mortgage discharge 
document needs to be re- 
corded with the Registry of 
Deeds to clear a homeown- 
er’s property title relative to 


that loan,” O’Donnell said. - 


A discharge is a document 
(typically one page) issued 
by the lender, usually with 
a title such as “Discharge of 
Mortgage” or “Satisfaction 
of Mortgage.” 

“In many instances,” 
O’Donnell said, “Discharges 
are filed directly by banks or 
settlement closing attorneys

with the Registry as part of 
a property sale or as a result 
of a refinancing transaction. 
In other cases, the mortgage 
discharge is sent to the prop- 
erty owner who becomes re- 
sponsible for making sure 
the document is recorded at 
the Registry. Whether or not 
a discharge is recorded by 
the lending institution or the 
individual property owner, 
it is prudent that the proper- 
ty owner make sure that all 
necessary documents have 
been recorded at the Regis- 
try of Deeds.” 

The Register . further 
mentioned that there have 
been cases where no dis- 
charge has been recorded 
against a long paid off mort- 
gage. Unfortunately, some 
of the lending institutions 
that provided funds for these 
mortgages are no longer in 
existence. In other cases, fi- 
nancial entities have merged 
with another lending entity. 
“You cannot sell your prop- 
erty without having your 
mortgage discharged,” the 
Register warned. 

If a property owner needs 
to retrieve an original dis- 
charge of a mortgage and 
is unclear which lending in- 
stitution is now responsible 
for providing the document, 
an option is to contact the 
Massachusetts Division of

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Shocks, Horns, Alternators, Car Shakes, Windshield Frost — 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


What do you think of these new “automatic manual” 
transmissions; I’m looking at a couple of cars with them 
and have heard of problems. What makes them different 
and will they last like a regular transmission? 

There are basically three types of transmissions: a manu- 
al transmission that the driver uses a clutch and gear shift to 
change gears, a hydraulic automatic transmission that uses 
sophisticated gears, hydraulic valves, bands and clutches. 
Then the type that you are referring to: the electronically 
shifted manual transmission. This system uses a series of 
gears, similar to a manual transmission and two clutches. 
These transmissions can be shifted manually or electronical- 
ly. These dual-clutch transmissions are simpler, return better 
fuel economy and for the enthusiast can provide many of the 
same thrills as driving a stick shift. For the everyday driver, 
these transmissions also have a different “feel” which not 
everyone likes or appreciates. Regarding longevity, so far 
this style transmission is holding up pretty well, although 
-' routine servicing is necessary and transmission fluid is pric- 
ey compared with a conventional transmission. 

I took my Jeep with 120,000 miles into the dealer and 
they told me it was going to need shocks. I didn’t have 
them replaced and had the Jeep looked at by my local 
shop and they didn’t see anything wrong. Who do I be- 
lieve? 

Testing shocks haven’t really changed in as long as I 
can remember. At 120,000 miles it is certainly possible the 
shocks are worn out. Start with a visual inspection-looking 
for leaks and damage. If the shocks look okay, then bounce 
on the car and watch how the car rebounds. A good shock 
with generally only allow the car to rebound once of twice. 
If the vehicle bounces more than twice replace the shocks. 

I have a Ford Excursion with at least 150,000 miles on 
it (the odometer stopped working) and the check engine 
light is on. Thereis a code P0420. We have been told that 
the catalytic converter and oxygen sensors n€éd replace- 
ment. I don’t want to put any more in this “beast.” Is 
there anything I can do short of spending thousands of 
dollars on this truck? 

This code will set when the vehicle’s computer deter- 
mines that the efficiency of the catalyst has degraded below 

‘a calibrated threshold. There is no easy fix (magic additives, 
oxygen sensor extenders) that will fix the problem. Perhaps 
to save a little labor cost see if a local vocational school will 
take on your truck as a class project. 

I’m looking for a luxury SUV that is a bit different 
with a slight “green” edge and also stands out from the 
SUV crowd. I see too many Cadillac Escalades and Navi- 
gators and I would like a hybrid, electric or diesel. I’m 
looking at the Tesla X, Lexus RX450h and maybe a die- 
sel Land Rover. What do you think? 

I have never spent any time in the Tesla model X although 
I have been a passenger in the four-door sedan and came 
away impressed. I did recently review the Range Rover HSE 
and was very impressed. The overall fit and finish were top- 
notch; the performance from diesel engine was very good. 
As a bonus the fuel economy was an impressive 26 miles 
per gallon. The Lexus RX hybrid is also very impressive, 
a great interior with very comfortable seating, very good 
performance with-seamless hybrid-drive. As outrageous as 
the Tesla Model X looks the Range Rover certainly turns 
plenty of heads. 

My car shakes when I go 65-75 miles per hour and I 
have had the wheel alignment checked. That didn’t fix 
the problem and my brother-in-law suggested new tires. 
The tires look ok; what could be wrong? 

My first suggestion is to have the tires inspected and re- 
balanced; this is typical of a tire that is out of balance. Tires 
are balanced with metal weights, over time a weight could 
have come off. The other issue is one of the tires could be 
damaged and have a cord separation which could cause the 

_, Vibration and also could lead to a tire blowout. Having the

tires inspected will rule out a tire problem. 

I have a 2010 Subaru Forester that I purchased used 
a year or so ago and have been satisfied with it. How- 
ever, I hate the wimpy horn sound so much that I may 
not buy another one. Do you have any suggestions? 

The first thing I would do it make sure the horn is work- 
ing properly. This model has both a high and low tone horn. 
Perhaps one is not working? If that is not the case there are 
always options to change a car’s horn. Looking at the web- 
site CARiD, there were many options, from novelty musical 
horns to loud replacements. In most cases the installation is 
quite simple requiring only basic hand tools. 

On my two 1987 Toyota Camrys, I would get about 
200,000 miles out of the first alternator. My daughter 
has a 2005 Corolla with 190,000 and she wants to keep 
it. I may replace the alternator, when it goes bad. My 
question is do alternators usually begin to show failure, 
slowly? I put a voltage meter on the car, which usually 
shows 14.2 volts, at 750 RPM and light, fan and rear 
window defogger on. So I do not want to replace it, until 
the voltage begins to fall under the normal voltage. I am 
hoping the voltage will drop slowly so I can fix it in time 
to prevent a breakdown. Will watching the voltage be an 
indicator of failure? 

The problem is most of the time alternators fail with little 
or no warning. One indicator that sometimes works is mea- 
suring what is referred to as diode ripple. An alternator can 
be charging within limits but internally one of the diodes can 
be starting to fail. Diode ripple can be checked with a digital 
volt meter. As a general rule more than 90 millivolts on the 
A/C scale of the meter,gan indicate a pending failure. 

We own a 2003 Ford Ranger with low mileage for 
the year. Starting this year, every morning there is frost 
it forms on the inside of the windshield. When it thaws 
there’s a mess to dry up and wipe away. What’s causing 


this? Would leaving the passenger window siti a little 


help? 

The frost is from moisture collecting inside the truck. 
This could be from a leak (windshield/body) or even from 
a heater that has a clogged evaporator drain and not allow- 
ing condensation to drain. The first place to start is, always 
keep the ventilation system on the fresh air setting. Then 
carefully inspect the vehicle for signs of moisture. Look for 
damp carpets and even traces of water dripping down from 


’ the windshield. In the short term thoroughly “wet-vac” the 


cabin to completely remove any moisture as well as com- 
mercially available dry-packs that you would use for a damp 
basement may even help.. 

My 2007 Honda Element makes all sorts of noises par-. 
ticularly during cold weather. When summer tempera- 
tures arrive the noises go away. I hear the noise when I 
place the car in drive as well as when the car is moving. 
If I shift it back into park or neural, the noise goes away. 
My mechanic thought it was a loose heat shield that was 
rattling so he secured it and some of the noises were re- 
solved; however, the central noise that I brought it in for 
still remains. His next guess was that it could be a bad 
drive shaft bearing. My question is could a bad drive 
shaft bearing cause a noise when the car is in drive but 
not moving? I had a transmission specialist take a ride 
in my car and he clearly heard the sound. He did not 
suspect it was the transmission. Any advice? 

I wouldn’t suspect a driveshaft bearing or transmission 
issue. I am leaning toward a rattle perhaps an internal baffle 
in the muffler that is affected by both air and engine tem- 
perature. Additionally this engine can have a characteristic 
buzz when coming down to an idle that is especially notice- 
able in park or neutral. This is a normal characteristic of the 
engine oil pump and balance shaft assembly 

I am finally ready to purchase a larger vehicle since 
we have a new addition in our family. I have a difficult 
time with shopping for a brand new car since I have nev-

er had one, both of our cars are 10 years old and my hus- 
band and I think they work great but the issue is space. 

So I have started to look at safety ratings for vehicles 
with room but not super big. The issue is I apparently 
have expensive car taste and have been looking at Volvos 
(which are not cheap, who knew). My question is what 
is a good value for a used Volvo? I have been looking at 


Volvo XC60s and I am open to suggestions. I have seen - 


model year 2010-2013 priced from $20,000-$25,000 with 
80,000-120,000 miles. Any suggestions on what I should 
look for in a used Volvo? 

The Volvo XC60 is a great car-classified as a luxury 


compact SUV. With any used car you can expect repairs and 


some level of undependability especially one with 100,000 
miles oh it. If you are looking at one of these models I would 
certainly take it to a Volvo specialist before purchasing it 
just to ensure any problems are taken care of before you own 
it. As much as you like the security of the Volvo have you 
considered a new vehicle? One to look at that offers as much 
room and does very well in all the safety tests is the Mazda 


CX-5. It is fun to drive, dependable and fuel efficient. It is at: 


the top of your budget but it is brand new and has the latest 
features which you won’t find in an older Volvo. 

I just came across your column. I just purchased a 
brand-new 2016 Subaru Crosstrek after the first month 
of owning it the OEM battery that came with the car 
died. I took it back to the dealer they told me it was a bad 


cell in the battery so they replaced it with another Sub- - 


aru battery. I had it for approximately another month 
after that and the battery drained again and died. The 
dealer told me to jump the car and bring it to them. I did 
jump the car drove it over to them the dealership had 
it for approximately a day and a half and told me that 
there was nothing wrong. The battery was fully charged 
when I received the vehicle the battery read 124 volts. 
Approximately seven days later with me not using the 
vehicle the battery voltage dropped down to 10.4 V and 
of course the car didn’t start. I called the dealer again 
and told them my issue they told me that it looks like 
I’m having a problem with some of the electronics in the 
car to bring it back in yet again. When I brought the 
vehicle back in they did a diagnostic check and told me 
that there is nothing wrong there is no draining issue. 
The dealer said next time if it ever happens again to get 
it towed in. I am in my sixth day of not using the vehicle 
and battery voltage has dropped from a 12.4 volts to a 
11.5 volts, do you have any idea what this could be? 

I get emails like yours (not as detailed) two or three 
times per month from late model Subaru owners. The re- 
sult from Subaru is the same-no problem found. The issue 
is that some electrical part in the car is not shutting down or 
even turning back on when the car sits. This of course dis- 
charges the battery. Some dealers have told vehicle owners 
that letting a car sit for a week or so is the issue and the car 
needs to be driven to keep the battery charged. This is non- 
sense, looking at the battery capacity and normal parasitic 
drain, the battery should last a month before becoming dis- 
charged. Some owners have opted for replacement batteries 
with higher reserve capacity. This doesn’t fix the problem; 
it just allows longer, time until the car won’t start. I think 
Subaru engineering needs to get involved to come up with 
a reasonable solution. If I had to take a wild guess, I would 
look at the evaporative emissions pump. This. pump does 
not turn on until several hours after the engine is shut off 


and perhaps it is not turning off appropriately.

So first of 
all, thanks for the free education! I just returned from 


having my summer tires demounted and winter tires 
mounted at a national auto/tire chain. When I made | 


the appointment I gave them the year/make/model of 
my vehicle; also I had been there previously for an oil 
change. The vehicle is a 2012 Ford F-150 XLT, bought 
as a leftover in July 2013. I have just under 31,000 miles 
on it now. When I first came in I signed the authoriza-

tion form which had the price for mounting and balanc- 
ing the four tires: $98.62.About 35 minutes in, the tech 
brought one of the wheels out to explain that they nor- 
mally replace the valve cores and caps but with a tire 
pressure sensor “it was recommended” to replace the en- 
tire valve every time the tires were removed/remounted. 
He acknowledged what I could see: that there was no 
sign of corrosion or imminent failure, so I declined the 
replacement at $7.49 per wheel. When I checked out, he 
told me that they had to reset the tire pressure system for 
which they normally charge another $27.49, but because 
they had not listed this at check-in he would waive it this 
time. My questions: since they know the make/model/ 
year/trim level, should they not know in advance wheth- 
er there is a tire pressure system present before writing 
the work order? Would the system need a reset any time 
the tires are replaced? Should that have been discussed 
up front? And regarding the valve replacement, is re- 
placement of the valve indeed “recommended” every 
tire remount on a tire pressure TPMS-equipped vehicle? 
All the local chains charge around $100 for the change- 
over and balancing, but how much upselling should be 
expected if these items should have been included in the 
base price? ; 

Tire pressure monitor systems require a little extra ser- 
vice but there seems to be some confusion with your ve- 
hicle. Ford recommends replacing the rubber-valve portion 
of the sensor when switching wheels, not changing the tires. 
Regarding retraining the sensors, this is necessary when the 


’ wheels go back in different positions on the truck. If the 


left front wheel stays in the left front there is no need to 
retrain the system. Like all service it is best to ask upfront 
exactly how much the bill will be and what work will be 
performed. 


We have a 2013 Subaru Raja Bes Premium with a : 


CVT. For a couple years, we’ve noticed that a problem 
with acceleration at highway speeds (sometimes as low 
as 40 miles per hour). Starting at 2,000 RPM, if you step 
on the gas pedal the car will not accelerate until 3,000 
RPM, instead it appears that the CVT is changing the 
gear ratio to maintain the current speed. Sometimes, 
I’ve noticed that the range is from 1,500 to 3,500 RPMs. 
A couple times I’ve asked the service people at the local 
Subaru dealer and they either say they can’t reproduce 


- the problem or there are no codes, so there is no prob- 


lem. Despite what the dealer says I find the lack of ac- 
celeration to be disconcerting. Does this sound normal 
to you? Do you have any suggestions? 

The continually variable transmission has in some cases 
odd characteristics and from what you describe may in fact 
be normal. I have driven many CVT equipped vehicles and 
some perform better than others. I would certainly make 
note of the issue whenever it concerns you and keep the

dealer informed. It is not usual that over time the manu- 
facturer updates the drivetrain computer to fix any glitchy 
conditions. 

My husband and I share the same Toyota Prius and 
my husband shifts into neutral whenever there is an op- 
portunity to coast, claiming it saves on gas. He seems to 
think this even saves more gas than driving a hybrid the 
“normal” way. What do you think of this method? 

The hybrid drivetrain partially relies on engine braking 


"to recharge the battery that supplies power to the electric 


motor. In addition any slight savings in fuel economy would 


be lost in wear and tear to the transmission. If this were my 


car I would leave it in drive and follow standard fuel sav- 
ing techniques. These are; brake smoothly, which helps with 
battery charging, anticipate traffic conditions, scan the road- 
way looking for other traffic and slow down. Even hybrids 
benefit-from reduced speeds and easy acceleration. 

I have a 2015 Volkswagen Jetta purchased new late in 
2015. The original wipers were not clearing water from 
the driver’s side windshield during rainy wet weather. 
In heavy rain I could barely see where I was going. We 
replaced the original wiper blades in late January and 
these was no real change in the wipers cleaning abil- 
ity there were big streaks at the attachment point right 
in the center of my vision and there were other places 
continuously streaking and skipping. We had the Volk- 
swagen dealer take a look and all they did was replace 
the wiper blades again. According to the dealer there are 
no recall notices or technical bulletins on this problem. 
Have you heard from anyone else who is also dealing 
with this issue? 

A. Ihave not heard of any problems with this model 
but it is certainly possible that the wiper arms or the angle 
of the blade is part of the problem. I would look at the angle 
of the blade to see if it is perpendicular to the windshield. 


Since it sounds like the car may have sat on the dealer’s - 


lot for a while, the wiper arms could have gotten damaged 
during routine cleaning at the lot. Finally completely clean 
the windshield. I have seen wax from automatic car washes 
and cleaning services causes all kinds of windshield wiper 
problems. 

When did car hin get so expensive? I recently pur- 
chased a new Jeep Grand Cherokee and they dealer 
wanted to sell me “‘key-coverage” and insurance policy 
just in case I lose my key. What is this all about? A friend 
of mine just paid $350 for a replacement key! 


There was a time that a key was nothing more than some- © 


thing that opened a lock. Today the fob tells the car where 
it is, to automatically unlock the doors, and in some cases 
remotely start the car. All this technology has a cost attached 
to it. | have seen keys/fobs costing $1000 or more. In some 
cases when the keys are lost the car’s computer will need 
to be replaced when new keys are programmed. With many 
vehicles a $350 key is becoming more of the rule than the 


exception. 

Before I turn 30 I want to buy a “hot-hatch.” I have a 
couple of cars in mind. Two used cars that I have found 
are a Subaru WRX Sti and Mitsubishi Lancer Evo. Both 
cars are a couple of years old with fairly low miles. Both 
cars look like they have new brakes and tires. Do you 
think the new tires and brakes indicate abuse? Is there 
one car you would choose over the other? Since they 
don’t make the Evo anymore, would it ever be consid- 
ered a collector’s item? 

When driven agyressively it is easy to wear out brakes 
and tires especially on a small car that develops nearly 300 
horsepower and will get to 60 miles per hour in just under 
five seconds. Both are good cars and it more about what ap- 
peals to you. To me the Evo stands out because you gon’t 
see many of them. On the other hand the Subaru has a great 
selection of aftermarket enhancements available to make 
this quick car, quicker and handle better. My best advice is 
considering how this high performance car could be treated 
it would be money well spent to have a pre-purchase i inspec- 
tion performed before = the car.

cock Adams Green in Quin- 
cy Center, which should be 
completed by June 2018. 

Koch discussed plans 
for the new park connect- 
ing City Hall and the United 
First Parish Church during 
a recent: interview. He will 
introduce a request for a 
bond to pay the costs of the 
new public space in Quincy 
Center — as well as other 
projects, including planning 
for improvements at Mer- 
rymount Park — on Monday, 
March 20. At that time, the 
mayor will give an over- 
view of the funding request, 
which he did not yet have a 
_ total for, and he expects the 
matter to go to committee 
for further review. 

The city has already re- 
ceived bids for the next 
phase of the. Hancock Ad- 
ams Green project, which 
will include construction of 
the new park linking the two 
historic buildings. The sec- 
tion of the park will include 
- apromenade, water features, 
trees and bronze statues of 
the two men for whom it is 


named, John Hancock and © 


John Adams, commissioned 
for the project and. cast in 
Italy. 

Koch said bids for the 
project came in lower than 
expected. The city had yet 
to select a contractor for the 
project, but the lowest quali- 
fied bid came from Halifax- 
based WES Construction, 
the same firm that complet- 
ed Creedon Field in North 
_ Quincy, which opened last 
fall’. 

“The engineers have to 
go through the bids, make 
sure everything is in order, 
so it hasn’t been awarded 
yet, however the lowest 
qualified bidder on the face 
of it is the company called 
WES, which is the company 
that did Creedon Field — that 
whole project — which was 
complicated,” Koch said.

“There was pipe, drain- 
age, retention areas, the field 
— there were a lot of aspects 
to it. It wasn’t just a pure 
civil engineering project. 
We’re delighted and hope- 
fully they’ ll be the company 
it’s awarded to because their 
workmanship is terrific and 
they met all their sched- 
ules.” 

The mayor said the city 
had initially estimated the 
upcoming park work would 
cost $18 million, but the city 
has lowered that number to 
$15 million. | 

“The original estimates 
we had going in for this next 
phase of the Hancock Adams 
Green were $18 million. We 
now think we’re going to be 
at $15 million for the next 
phase,” he said. “That $15 
million isn’t totally for WES 
— that includes engineering, 
the design and other stuff. 
WES is somewhere between 
$12 and $13 million — closer 
to $12 million.” 

By tapping into the ho- 
tel tax accoynt to pay for 
the park, Koch said he is 
following through on his 
pledge not to use property 
tax receipts for the work. 

“I’ve said from day one 
the project would be built 
without using property tax 
money,” the mayor stated. 
“The next phase will be 
hotel tax, which is paid for 
obviously by visitors to the 
city — it’s a room tax, not the 
property tax on the build- 
ing. 

“There is some irony 
in that. This is going to 
become a park for city of 
Quincy residents, but it’s 
going to be a beautiful place 
for visitors coming here and 
it’s those visitors who are 
paying for it.” 

Koch said the new park 


would be without equal in 


the area. 

“In my opinion, it’s go- 
ing to be unrivaled in beauty 
and historic importance in 
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the region,” he said. 

“Tt’s going to be a project 
that I think will be the most 
visible sign of us reclaiming 
our place in the history of 
both the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the U:S.,” 
the mayor added later. “That 
sounds like an exaggeration, 
but it really isn’t. 

“When you look at the 
stories of these people and 
their contributions to the 
formation of the state and 
the country, it’s not an ex- 
aggeration at all. It’s a real- 

The first phase of the 
project -was completed last 
year using a $4.2 million 
state grant awarded to the 
city in September 2015 by 
Gov. Charlie Baker. The 
work completed last year 
included installation of new 
underground infrastructure 
under the park site, while 
the work to be completed 
in the next 15 months will 
include construction of the 
green itself. Most of the 
new park will be included 
in this phase, save for the 
area adjacent to the 
station that will be built out 
in the future once plans for 
a new commuter hub come 
into focus. 

“A lot of the first phase 
was underground work — 
utilities, pipes, water, sewer, 
Verizon, electrical, cable 
and all that stuff. That takes 
time and takes money, but 
you can’t appreciate it be- 
cause it’s below the ground,” 
Koch said. 

“So the next phase is 
probably the biggest phase, 
the most visible phase, of 
the project. We’ve cut off a 
corer of it. The design by 
Halvorson, which was the 
hired design company, had 

the park going all the way to 
the T station with other ele- 
ments to it. We’ve decided 
to do this phase we’re doing 
— the promenade along with 
the statues and fountains. 
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“We’re cutting off that 
area (near the T station) 
because we don’t know yet 
how it’s going to integrate - 
with the new possible de- 
velopment at the station, so 
I don’t want to waste money 
and be digging things up 
again. That phase will hap- 
pen at another time down 
the road.” 

Koch said work on the 
second phase should begin 
later this spring or early in 
the summer, with a dedica- 
tion of the new space set for 
June 2018. 

“We’re going to have a 
hell of a party,” he said of 
the dedication ceremony. 
“We’re going to make a big 
deal, as we should, about 
this.” 

Koch is eyeing two high- 
profile individuals to unveil 
each of the statues, and will 
extend formal invitations to 

‘them once a date for the cer- 
emony is selected. 

The mayor hopes to have 
author and historian David 
McCullough unveil the state 
of Adams. McCullough won 
the Pulitzer Prize — his sec- 
ond — for his 2001 biogra- 
phy of the second president, 
entitled “John Adams.” 
The book was adapted into 
an award-winning HBO = 
miniseries, and is credited 
for a revival of interest in 
all_things Adams, includ- 
ing tourism to Quincy and 
Visits to local historic sites 
associated with the family. 
Koch extended an invitation 
to McCullough when the 
author was in Quincy last 
October for a wreath-laying 
ceremony at the United First 
Parish Church in recogni- 
tion of Adams’ birthday. 

Koch plans to have Bak- 
er, the Bay State’s governor, 
on hand to unveil the statue 
of Hancock. Hancock — who 
presided over the Second 
Continental Congress and 
was the first to sign the Dec- 
laration of Independence — 
served as the first and third 
governor of Massachusetts. 


In addition, Koch: credited . 


Baker for supporting the 
new public park by award- 
ing the city the $4.2 million 
grant for utility work com- 
pleted last year. 

The mayor also plans to 
extend invitations to several 
other prominent people, in- 
cluding President Donald 
Trump and Vice President 
Mike Pence; Sergey Ey- 
lanbekov, the Russian-born 
sculptor who crafted the 
two new statues at a studio 
in Italy; and members of the 
Adams, Quincy and Han- 
cock families. 

“Anybody and every- 
body, we want to invite to 
this,” Koch said. 

The statues of Adams 
and Hancock will be located 
on opposite ends of the sec- 
tion of Hancock Street that 
closed last June to make 
way for the new park. The 
‘Adams statue will be lo- 


_ cated on the north side of 


the park with the Hancock 
statue on the seuthern=side 
with.a promenade connect- 


ing them. 
In addition to the two 
new statues, two exist- 


ing ones — one of Abigail 
Adams and a young John 
Quincy Adams outside the 
United First Parish Church 
and the other of John Adams 
on the McIntyre Mall — will 
also be incorporated into 
the new park. The Quincy 
Partnership commissioned 
both statues and Lloyd Lil- 
lie crafted them. 

“Tf you’re walking down 
Hancock Street from north to 
south, you come to the Mu- 
nroe Building by Grandasia, 
you now enter the Hancock 
Adams Green,” Koch said 
when asked to describe the 
new park. 

“You’re going to see a 
promenade — a beautiful 
walkway lined with trees, 
and I mean significant trees. 
We’re putting in six to eight 
inch caliper trees, these 
aren’t little trees. Benches. 
The paving material. This 
is going to be very impres- 
sive. 

“As you walk in, to the 
right there is going to be 
the statue of Adams and the 


‘granite work and pavers tell 


the story of Adams and his 
contributions. When you 
look beyond Adams, behind 
him between the statue area 


and.the City Hall area where _ 


the bricks are, there is go- 
ing to be a very significant 
fountain — very significant, 
this isn’t just a little trick- 
ling thing. This is going to 
be a major water element in 
the park I think people are 


* going to be very impressed 


with, 

“When you get in front 
of the church and town hall, 
the promenade opens up so 
that the space between City 
Hall and the church is com- 
pletely connected with gran- 
ite pavers. You'll be able to 


have civic events [there]... 
“As you pass City Hall 

on the left and the church on 

the right, it goes back to the 


’ promenade...There is going 


to be a garden area where 
the two Partnership statues 
are going to be located and 
the plantings will kind of 
reflect what’s at Peacefield. 
That’s going to be a little 
garden in the park, which is 
kind of cool because it will 
be both John and Abigail 
and John Quincy together in 
that garden space. 

“Further down the prom- 
enade you’ll come to another 
water element — a more con- 
templative type...and then 
the Hancock statue, which 
will face south. Adams will 
face north. The area around 
Hancock will have all the 
description of his contribu- 
tion to the country.” 

In addition to the con- 
struction of Hancock. Ad- 
ams Green, Koch will seek 
money to design, engineer 
and permit improvements 
to Merrymount Park, the 
city’s largest green space at 
80 acres. 

“We’re looking at some 
major, major improvements 
at Merrymount Park to real- 
ly open it up and connect it 
to the open space and beau- 
tiful estuaries around it,” he 
said. 

“We're looking at poten- 
tial footbridges, walkways — 
— not just active recreation 
but passive recreation — so 
you can do the whole loop, 
which will be absolutely 
phenomenal.

$20 bill in his cash regis- 
ter Feb. 27 while he went 
through his cash receipts 
from the previous day, Bar- 
kas said. 

Quincy police are inves- 

tigating each incident and 
it is unclear if they are re- 
lated. The department has 
also alerted the U.S. Secret 
Service, which Barkas said 
is done whenever someone 
attempts to use a \ counterfeit

Barkas said people han- 
dling money should inspect 
it thoroughly. 

“Look at the printing, it - 
tends to blur on the counter- 
feit bills, and the paper itself — 
is a little smoother than a 
regular bill,” she said.

host of reasons, this city will 
grow,” he said. “We want to 
be long-term partners with 
Quincy and in five, six, 
seven years (from now), 
we want you to be proud of 
what we built.” 

In addition to outlining 
his redevelopment plan for 
Quincy, Hale also shared his 
career path with the gather- 
ing, including his triumphs 
and failures. 

““You’re about to get ca- 
reer advice from a guy who 
simultaneously lost his en- 
tire company and a billion- 
‘and-a-half dollars,” he said.

his venture into becoming 
.a national wholesaler of 
phone lines. 

* “We built a $2.5 billion 
company by listening to our 
customers,” he said. 

Koch, who introduced 
Hale to the gathering, called 
the FoxRock and Granite 
Telecommunications’ CEO 
“a great leader in the corpo- 
rate world.” He noted how 
Hale built his company from 
the ground up — twice. The 
first business venture, Net- 


work Plus, fell victim to the 
2008 financial crisis. 

Shortly after Network 
Plus went out, Hale started 
Granite that quickly grew 
into a major player in the 
telecommunications _ field. 
Hale later started FoxRock 
Properties that also has 
grown into a successful de- 
velopment firm. 

The mayor noted Hale’s 
philanthropic efforts for the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Insti- 
tute. Koch explained that 
in the aftermath of Hale’s 
father succumbing to can- 
cer, he began fundraising 
campaigns for Dana-Farber 
that, according to Hale; has 
raised about $12 million for 
pancreatic cancer research. 

Koch thanked the cham- 


ber and the business com- 


munity for its commitment 
to the city and to jobs. He 
noted that working with 
business and labor leaders is 
vital to Quincy’s rejuvena- 
tion.

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Randolph Man Arraigned 


In Quincy Center Shooting

An 18-year-old Randolph 
man was arraigned Monday 
on seven charges he is fac- 
ing in relation to a Friday af- 
ternoon shooting in Quincy 
Center, which prosecutors 
said was a failed attempt to 

‘rob a drug dealer. 

Cory Kisakye pleaded 
not guilty to the charges — 
including armed robbery and 
unlicensed possession of a 
firearm — Monday afternoon 
in Quincy District Court. 
Bail was set at $25,000. 

A second individual, 
a juvenile, has also been 
charged in connection with 
the shooting, but that per- 
son’s identity has not been 


made public because of his 
age. 

Prosecutors said Kisakye 
and the juvenile were ap- 


parently walking around ~ 


Quincy Center Friday after- 
noon with two loaded guns 
looking for someone to rob. 
Prosecutors said the pair ar- 
ranged to meet a marijuana 
dealer in a stairwell outside 
the Mason Temple on Han- 
cock Street and planned to 
rob him. 

A witness told police the 
drug dealer fought his assail- 
ants and it was at that point a 
pistol in the juvenile’s hand 
went off. The drug dealer 
was not injured, and the shot 
pierced a nearby window. 


Police were called to the 
scene around 1:50 p.m. Fri- 
day. Kisakye was arrested 
shortly thereafter in the ga- 
rage at. 1250 Hancock St., 
but the juvenile was able to 
flee the scene while leaving 
behind a backpack with two 
loaded handguns. 

A State Police helicopter 
was called in to help hunt for 
the juvenile suspect after he 
fled the garage. The second 
suspect was arrested about 
an hour later at the corner of 
Furnace Brook Parkway and 
Newport Avenue after being 
spotted by two people lis- 
tening to a police scanner. 

Kisakye is due back in 
court April 19 for a probable 
cause hearing. 


Quincy Mans Pleads Guilty —

A 28-year-old Quincy 
man has pleaded guilty in 
federal court to charges 
he robbed multiple banks 
throughout the Boston area. 

Kyle P. Nathan, 28, 
pleaded guilty to four counts 
of bank robbery in the U.S. 
District Court in Boston on 
March 16. Judge Douglas 
P. Woodlock scheduled sen- 
tencing for July 12. 

According to court docu- 
ments, on various dates in 
February and March 2016, 
a number of banks were 
robbed in the Greater Bos- 
ton area. Because the simi- 
larity of how the banks were 
robbed, and the physical 
description of the robber, 
law enforcement suspected 
the same individual was 
involved in each of the rob- 
béries.

Savings Bank in Dorchester 
on March 8, 2016; a branch 
of the Santander bank in

Chelmsford on March 10, 
2016; and a branch of the 
Citizens Bank in Chelms- 
ford on March 18, 2016.

A FIRST-TIME CANDIDATE appears ready to 
make a run for one of the three school committee seats 
up this fall.

He says he is running for school committee “to build 
a-strong educational system that prepares students for 
the challenges they will face tomorrow.” 

Having graduated from QPS less than a decade ago, 
he says he has a unique perspective into the challenges 
students face now and in the near future. He says his 
campaign will focus on “smart and responsible re- 
source allocation and spending, career and technical 
education, and community engagement. 

“My career has focused on bringing people together 
from business, academia, and government in order to 
overcome challenges in education, financial services, 
and business technology. I believe that strong collabo- 
ration leads to positive change and can drive innova- 
tion. 

“I want to get to work for-Quincy and build a top- 
notch educational system for all of the city’s students,”

Nomination papers for councillor at-large (three 
seats), councillor in Wards 1,2,3,4,5 and 6 and three 
seats on the school committee are available Tuesday, 
May 2 in the city election department at City Hall.

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Greg O’Brien And Alzheimer’s Disease: A True Hero 


In 2014, approximately 
-. 150, people came to the Ken- 
nedy Center in Quincy to 
listen to Greg O’Brien, who 
had been diagnosed with Al- 
zheimer’s disease. 

Greg: spoke of his frus- 
trations and the _difficul- 
ties he faced along with his 
wife, Mary Catherine, and 
their three children. He sold 
about 80 copies of his book 
‘“On Pluto.” He showed a 
documentary that eventually 
was shown on Chronicle. 

When he finished speak- 
ing, there was not a dry eye 
in the gym. 

On March 9, 2017, Greg 
O’Brien was again a guest 
speaker at The Kennedy 
Center. This time, however, 
was more solemn. It was a 
smaller crowd than the last 
time Greg spoke, but Greg 
was right on point. 

He talked about his con- 
dition and what he did to try 
and remain “in the game.” 
He encouraged those who 
may have some cognitive is- 
sues not to give up and told 
of his mom, who he was 
very close to. He did add hu- 
mor, as only he could, about 
some of the situations relat- 
ed to Alzheimer’s disease. 

Every once in a while 
during his talk, Greg would 
turn to me and smile; some- 
times with a comment other 
times just a smile. When we 
hugged before he left that 
day, I felt a sadness come 
over me thinking this could 
be the last time we embrace.

the first time at his presenta- 
tion in 2014. I knew of him 
and had spoken with him 
over the phone.

In hearing of my hus- 
band’s diagnosis from my 
brother Dick, Greg offered 
to talk with my husband.

That is what 
Greg had decided to do af- 
ter watching his mom fight 
it for as long as she could. 
Unfortunately, Tom didn’t 
have the cognitive reserve 
that Greg had and is much 
more progressed in the dis- 
ease. 

Greg O’Brien is a true 
hero in choosing to share his 
experience as a person with 
what is referred to as a “hor- 
With can- 
dor and humor, he shared 
many things most would 
not. Even if only. for a short 
period of time, he removed 
the stigma of Alzheimer’s 
disease for those who would 
listen. Greg has traveled the 
world speaking to armyone 
who would listen including 
health professionals, phar- 
maceutical companies and 
just everyday people hop- 
ing some day there will be a 
cure for Alzheimer’s.

Dear Rusty: I’m totally confused after a conversation 
with some friends about Social Security and Medicare. All 
three of us are 68, but two of my friends are already collect- 
ing Social Security while I’m waiting to apply so I can let 
my benefit grow. The confusion came in when we talked 
about Medicare and the premium for Part B. My friends 
both say they have their Medicare premium deducted from 


their Social Security payment And arepaying‘about’$ 14 per” 


month. However, my Medicare Part B premium, which I 
pay separately, is now $134 per month. It just doesn’t seem 
fair. Why is their Medicare premium so much lower than 
mine? Signed: Confused 

Dear Confused: Yes, it might seem unfair, but the dif- 
ference in your Medicare Part B premiums has to do with 
something called the “hold harmless provision” of the Social 


Security Act. This provision essentially states that a ben- | 


eficiary’s Social Security benefit payment cannot decrease 
due to an increase in Medicare’s Part B premium. This is 
an important provision because Medicare costs tend to rise 
annually often resulting in higher premiums. However to 
be protected by this provision, your premiums must be au- 
tomatically deducted from your Secial Security benefit pay- 
ments. Since your friends’ Part B premiums are deducted 
from their Social Security, they enjoy this “hold harmless” 
protection; since yours is. not, you pay the standard Medi- 
care Part B monthly premium. 

About 70% of all Social Security beneficiaries enjoy this 
hold harmless” protection, which means that the other 30% 
(as well as others who are on Medicare but not collecting 
Social Security) bear the brunt of covering the total costs 
of the Federal Medicare program. Since your premium is 
$134 you are paying the “standard” premium that applies 
to anyone earning $85,000 per year or less. You may take 
some comfort in knowing that higher-earners can pay up to 
$428.60 per month for Medicare Part B’toverage (these are 
2017 numbers). When you eventually apply for your So- 
cial Security benefits and have your Medicare premiums de- 
ducted from your payments, you will automatically become 
protected against significant future Part B premium increas- 
es, because the hold harmless provision will prevent your 
Social Security benefit amount from going down. As a side 
note for awareness, it sometimes happens that when a Social 
Security Cost of Living Adjustment (COLA) is given, it is 
partially or entirely offset by an increase in the Medicare 
premium: So, even with hold harmless protection, while. 
your Medicare premium may technically go up somewhat, 
your Social Security payment will remain the same. 

A point of information: Any time you switch from one 
Social Security benefit type to another (e.g., from your own 
benefit to spousal benefits, from survivor’s benefit to your 
own benefit, from spousal benefit to your own benefit, etc.), 
you are subject to your Medicare Part B premium amount 
being adjusted (increased) to the most current a Part 


B premium amount.

If you are a fan of blueberry muffins 
you will love today’s recipe that I recently 
found.

1 teaspoon herbamare or trocomare sea- 
soned salt 

2 teaspoons sriracha sauce

Mix together sugar, flour, butter and 
cinnamon in a small bowl with a fork. 


To prepare muffins: Preheat oven to 400 
degrees

eggs and milk. Stir the milk mixture into 
the flour mixture until well blended and 
then fold in blueberries. 

Fill muffin cups right to the top. Sprin- 
kle with crumb topping mixture.

Beloved Piece Of Kennedy History 
$25,000.Fundraising Goal By April 19th 


Office where he drew sail- 
boats during meetings, the 
President’s love for the sea 
can be seen in every stage 
of his life. And that connec- 
tion. was centered around 
one very special sailboat, 
the Victura. It is an honor to 
have this historic artifact in 
our care, and to be able to 
display it outside each year. 


We hope that as we celebrate™ 


the Centennial of President 
Kennedy’s birth, others will 
find it meaningful to join us 
in our effort to continue to 
preserve this iconic piece of 
presidential naieny for the 
next 100 years.” 

The Victura was designed 
and built by Crosby Yacht 
Yard on Cape Cod, MA and 
is one of only about 200 
Wianno Seniors ever built. 
JFK named the boat Victu- 
ra, which means “she who is 
about to conquer” in Latin, 
a subject he struggled with 
in school. While in use, Vic- 
tura had at least two known 
brushes with disaster: in 
1936 it was struck by light- 
ning; then in 1944, it was 
saved from a hurricane only 
when JFK himself dragged 
it ashore during the storm. 

_ Victura sits on the JFK 
Library’s lawn from May 
to November, pointing out 
to the Boston Harbor and 
the Atlantic beyond. Since 
it is displayed outdoors in 
all weather throughout the 
summer and fall months, 


the Victura is vulnerable 
to the variable New Eng- 
land weather, from scorch- 
ing sunlight to driving rain. 
Each winter, the Victura is 
sent to Crosby Yacht Yard, 
where it was built, for pro- 
tection from the harsh ele- 
ments. While there, a skilled 
team of conservators works 
to make sure that any dam- 
age is reversed before it Can 
cause long-term harm to the 
boat. 

On average, Victura re- 
quires between 100 and 125 
hours of preservation work 
each year. Such work can in- 
clude everything from sand- 
ing and. touching up paint 
to redoing the protective 
varnish: coating. The work 
is Critical to ensure that Vic- 
tura will remain in its cur- 
rent well-preserved state for 
years to come to be enjoyed 
by the thousands of people, 
young and old, who visit 
the Kennedy Library each 


year or walk by the boat in. 


its perch alongside Boston’s 
Harborwalk. 

The “Preserve the Vic- 
tura” campaign is part of 
the Foundation’s year-long 
celebration of the 100th an- 
niversary of President Ken- 
nedy’s birth. Gifts starting 
at $10 will receive special 
keepsakes or experiences. 

The historic Crosby Yacht 
Yard in Barnstable built, re- 
pairs, and provides winter 
shelter for the Victura.

If you have ever wo- 

ken up with a stuffy nose 
and blocked ears you may 
ask yourself why we have 
sinuses. The truth is, ex- 
perts don’ t really know. One 
theory is that they help hu- 
raidify the air we breathe in. 
Another is that they enhance 
our voices. 

Our sinuses are a con- 
nected system of empty 
cavities in the skull. The 
largest sinus cavities are ap- 
proximately an inch across 
while others are significant- 
ly smaller. Your cheekbones 


contain your maxillary si- . 


nuses which are the largest. 
The center of your fore- 
head is where your frontal 
sinuses are situated, while 
your ethmoid sinuses are 
found between your eyes. 
They’re lined with soft, 
pink tissue called mucosa. 
Normally, the sinuses are 
empty except for a fine layer 
of mucus. The interior of 
the nose has ridges referred 
to as turbinates. Normally 
these structures assist in hu- 
midifying and filtering air. A 
thin wall, called the septum, 
divides the nose. Most of the 
‘Sinuses drain into the nose 
through a small channel or 
- drainage pathway that doc- 
tors call the middle meatus. 


Acute* sinusitis usually 


- begins with cold-like symp- 


toms such as a runny, stuffy 
nose and facial discomfort. It 
may begin suddenly and last 
2-4 weeks. Subacute sinus 
inflammation usually lasts 
4 to 12 weeks and chronic 
inflammation symptoms last 
12 weeks or longer. Recur- 
rent sinusitis occurs several 
times a year.

your healthcare provider 
will conduct a physical and 
obtain a history of your 
symptoms. They may ex- 
amine and press your face to 
look for tenderness in the si- 
nuses, and tap your teeth to 
see if a sinus near your nose 
is bothering you. 

You may also need fur- 
ther tests such as a nasal en- 
doscopy. A nasal endoscope 
is a tube-like instrument 
equipped with tiny lights 
and cameras. Doctors use it 
to see inside your nose and 
sinus drainage areas. 

If you have a simple si- 
nus infection, your doctor 
may recommend you use a 
decongestant and saline na- 
sal washes. They may also 
prescribe antibiotics for

doctor may give you im- 
munoglobulin, which helps 
fight the things your body 
reacts to. 

There is no guaranteed 


method to prevent sinusitis. 


But there are some things 
you can do that might be of 
assistance. 

¢ Don’t smoke, and try to 
avoid people who are smok- 
ing or smoke filled environ- 
ments. 

e¢ Wash your hands fre- 
quently, especially during 
cold and flu season, and try 
hot to touch your face. 


e Try to stay clear of 


things you know that you’re 
allergic to. 

If antibiotics and other 
remedies don’t open the si- 
nus, you may need surgery. 
Likewise, if the structure of 
your sinuses are defective, 
for example, nasal polyps 
blocking drainage, your 
doctor may suggest some 
type of procedure to correct 
it. Doctors usually use an 
endoscope to do these sur- 
geries. Most people can get 
back to their normal activi- 
ties within 5 to 7 days. Full 
recovery can take about 4 to 
6 weeks.

This procedure - 
is very similar to a balloon 
angioplasty, in which a sur- 
geon opens blocked blood 
vessels to the heart. 

If Sinusitis is left untreat- 
ed, most likely you will ex- 
perience increasing pain and 
discomfort until it starts to 
resolved. In rare instances, 
untreated sinusitis can lead 
to meningitis, a brain ab- 
scess, or an infection of the 
bone. Talk to your doctor to 
discuss your concerns and 
examine treatment options.

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Parent Group Pushes For Choral 


Music Teacher At Each High School 


By TOM GORMAN 

A school committee sub 
panel will be looking into 
a request from the Quincy 
Choral Boosters that. the 
district provide a full-time 
choral music teacher at both 
North Quincy and Quincy 
High schools. 

Organization member 
Lisa Johnson told the school 
committee March 15 that 
students who want to pursue 
a post-high school music 
education are ata disad- 
vantage due to the lack of a 
full-time choral teacher. She 
noted that it has been seven 
years since each high school 
has had a full-time music 
teacher. 

“Students at the high 
school level should have ac- 
cess to and benefit from a 
full-time choral, vocal and 
general music teacher as- 
signed to each school,” she 
said. “Students who want to 
earn degrees in choral arts 
after high school are not pre- 
pared to do so currently in 


-the Quincy Public Schools 


because of the limited ac- 
cess to course materials and 


performance opportunities 
that the current structure al- 
lows.” 

Johnson opined that the 
school system is obligated 
to provide a robust music 
curriculum: 

“Students and their par- 
ents should not have to find 
ways to get fundamental 
preparation on their own,” 
she said. “Students need 
more options and more op- 
portunities related to choral 
arts education.” 

Johnson also said that the 
high schools would benefit 


from the full-time choral . 


teachers by being available 
to teach other music elec- 
tives, direct high school 
musicals, assist in study hall 
and after-school programs. 
Additionally, with the full- 
time staffers, Johnson said 
such programs as a cappella, 
talent shows, chorale festi- 
val and ensembles could be 
offered. 

“This is much more 
aligned with other schools 
that are comparable to Quin- 
cy in size and demographics 
that are already offering 


their students,” she said. 
Johnson thanked the com- 
mittee for its continued sup- 
port of funding high school 
students who audition and 
participate in a state choral 
festival. She noted that two 
Quincy students were ac- 
cepted to participate in the 
festival at no cost to them.” 
According to Johnson, 
last fall the newly formed 
boosters surveyed the dis- 
trict’s music faculty about 
the history of the choral arts 


music program and current 


needs. 

“We found that the re- 
duction in staff at the high 
school level has resulted in 
a combined drop of about 
20 students participating in 
high school choir,” she said. 

Because. of the reduction 
in the music program, John- 
son said the choir rooms 
at both North Quincy and 
Quincy High are “dark” 
much of the time. 

She noted that when an 
additional band director was 
hired, the band program saw 
an increase in student par- 
ticipation and has become 


“stronger, more vibrant and 
exciting.” 

Johnson opined the same 
result could be realized with 
a full-time choral teacher at 
each high school. 

“An increase in choral 
arts education from added: 
staff would likely result in 
increased enrollment and re- 
tention of students in choral 
arts,” she said. 

According to. its web- 
site, the parent-led boosters 
was organized last fall to 
enhance choral arts educa- 
tion in the district. and “to 
reflect the interest of our 
students.” The organization 
holds fundraisers to help 
provide additional resources 
and programs related to cho- 
ral arts. 

The boosters’ website 
noted that a study showed 
that students who sing in 
choirs have better academic 
success and learn valuable 
life skills. The group also 
cited the study found “an 
alarming trend” of districts 
throughout the country re- 
ducing or eliminating choral 
arts.

— a smoke-free area. The 
ordinance would allow the 
Quincy Police Department 
to issue a $25 fine to anyone 
caught violating the smok- 
ing ban. 

“Smoking is bad,” Pal- 
mucci told his colleagues 
Monday night. 

The ordinance was re- 
ferred to committee for re- 
view. A public hearing is 


required as part of the pro- 
cess. 
In a statement Tuesday, 


‘Mayor Thomas Koch said 


the city has long planned to 

make the park a smoke-free 

environment. 
““We’re on the same page 


with the council. It’s some-: 


thing that’s been discussed 
at the planning level as we 
move forward with the final 
phases of the green,” Koch 
said. 

“Whether it’s a new or- 
dinance, increased enforce- 
ment of existing rules and 
regulations in our parks 
which already forbid smok- 
ing or some combination of 
the two, it’s something we 
absolutely will be working 
with the council to make 


happen.” 
Palmucci’s ordinance 
states that secondhand 


/ smoke is known to cause 


cancer — the American Can- 
cer society reports second- 
hand smoke contaigs more 


Do you have 


than 7,000 chemicals, in- 
cluding at least 70 known 
carcinogens that can cause 
cancer. 


Further, the ordinance 


says publicly maintained 
outdoor space should be 
free from secondhand 
smoke, and smoking should 


be banned on the Hancock 
Adams Green to encourage 
public use and enjoyment of - 
the park.

Matching Hardwood Floors,

I’m planning a kitchen 
remodel.

For appearance sake, 
having the same flooring 
throughout your home al- 
ways works. However, the 
kitchen floor is typically 
the exception as you might 
choose vinyl or tile, for ex- 
ample. In your case, if you 
want to keep the hardwood 
floor in the kitchen, I would 
suggest stripping it down 
and re-staining it the same 
dark walnut color as your 
main living space. P.S. The 
stairs should match the liv- 
ing room floor. 

I live in an old colonial 
with only one bathroom 
upstairs. I’d like to add a 
powder room on the first 
floor. My only options are 
stealing some space from a 
hallway next to the kitchen 
or living room. Will I get a 
return on my investment 
and where should I locate 
it?

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On Sunday, March 12, at approximately 9:30 p.m., Of- 
ficers Veronica Acevedo and Paul Murphy were dispatched 
to 40 Nelson St. for a report of an overdose. 

Upon arrival, a male met the officers at the door and 
said his friend was unresponsive and slouched inside the 
~ bathroom. As Officer Acevedo entered the apartment and 
went through the kitchen, she observed blood on the kitch- 
en floor. In the bathroom, she found a female face down 
in the toilet, unconscious and unresponsive, with agonal 
breathing. There was blood on top of the bathroom sink 
and vomit around the toilet area. 

The officers grabbed a hold of the female’s arms and 
brought her out of the bathroom and onto the kitchen floor.

The Quincy Fire Department also arrived and 
they assisted Brewster Ambulance, but the female contin- 
ued to be unresponsive. A search of the bathroom revealed 
one yellow pill on the floor. 

During this time, Officer Murata & interviewed the male 
who led the officers to the female. He said she had an ar- 
gument with her boyfriend, who left the apartment prior to 
‘the Officers arrival because he had an outstanding warrant. 
Officer Murphy noticed the male was bleeding from his 
fingers so he was treated by the EMTs. 

Officer Murphy scanned the apartment and noticed 
blood in the bedroom as well as pills on the floor near the 
bed, matching the one pill that was found in the bathroom 
floor.

I identified myself as a Quincy Police Officer and listened 
in. According to the customer, his friend who works on a 
cruise ship is in a hospital in Kenya with serious injuries 
and may die. He received notification via Facebook from 
a Doctor in Kenya that he was to send money immediately 
to save his friend. The customer said that he already sent 
payments of $200, $300 and $600 to this Doctor. The 
Manager was trying to convey that this was a scam but the 
customer, who appeared upset, did not want to accept this 
and wanted to make the payment. I asked the customer 
if he heard from his friend and he said that he hadn’t in 
over a month and has known her for about five years. I 
told the customer that he needs to ask this so called Doctor 
what hospital his friend is in and then call the hospital to 
confirm this. I also told him that he needs to research the 
hospital and the telephone number, not to take the Scam- 
mers word. The customer began to calm down and listen 
to reason. I told him that Nigeria is well known for its fre- 
quency of scamming Americans. As the customer walked 
away, I gave him my business card and offered to assist 
him further. I then thanked Mr. Rodrigues for interven- 
ing on behalf of the customer. He said that-CVS provides 
training so that employees can identify possible scams and 
then proactively attempt to explain to the potential victim 
that wiring money to police stations, courts, hospitals, the 
Internal Revenue Service, National Grid, etc. is most likely 
a scam. 

Mr. Rodrigues then told me of another incident where 
an Asian gentleman, not too familiar with scams, came in 
looking to pay $400 to National Grid because he received 
a telephone call stating that his electricity was about to be 
shut off for failure to make payment. The Manager exam- 
ined the gentleman’s bill and saw that he didn’t owe any 
money. He informed the gentleman that he should call Na- 
tional Grid directly, using the telephone number on the bill. 
He was able to protect this person from being scammed 
multiple times, since this particular scam will reoccur once 
it is successful for the scammer. Thanks to CVS for look- 
ing out for the citizens of Quincy!

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Tom Galvin Honored As Irishman Of The Year 


City Historian,

Quincy's ‘official histo- 
rian was recently named the 
city’s Irishman of the Year 
in recognition of his many 
contributions to the 
community. 

Tom Galvin received the 
award during-the 21st annual 
St. Patrick’s Day Luncheon 
on March 17 at the Quin- 
cy Lodge of Elks. Mayor 
Thomas Koch presented the 
award to Galvin, and cited 
him for his involvement 
in the community, includ- 
ing not only his role as city

historian but also the work . 


he does as chairman of the 
Board of Cemetery Man- 
agers and his previous in- 
volvement with the former 
Quincy Partnership. 

“Tom Galvin served for 
many years as vice presi- 
dent of Boston Gear Works. 
He is one of the founders 
of the Quincy Partnership, 
which a number of years 
ago used to be one of the co- 
sponsors of this event. He’s 
our city historian. He serves 
on the Cemetery Board of 
Managers, currently as our 
chair. He. is constantly in- 
volved and never says no. 
He is a real true keeper of 
Quincy history,” Koch told 
the crowd of more than 200 
attendees. 

“He is constantly going 
out into the community to 
groups to give their history, 
whether it’s Wollaston Beach 
or the granite industry. He 
gives tours at the cemetery, 
Mount Wollaston in particu- 
lar, and speaks about most of 
the people who are buried in 
there — certainly the promi- 
nent ones, because there are 
more than 50,000 there.”

The Galvin family is a spe- 
cial: family for me in my 
life,” McDermott said. “Mr.

Norfolk County Sheriff 
Michael Bellotti said Gal- 
vin has worked to remind all 
Quincy residents they come 
from such a historic city.

Arista is no stranger to 
North Quincy, Fleming said. 
The company oversaw the 
construction of the Wal- 
greens at 324 Hancock St. 
and has received permission 
to build a TD Bank across 
the street from the et 
macy. 

Steve Devine, a principal 
with KPF Architects, said 
units in the H-shaped build- 
ing would range in size be- 
tween 470 to 490 square feet 
for studios, 720 to 872 square 
feet for one-bedrooms, and 
921 to 988 square feet for 
two-bedrooms. 

Units inside the building 
will have Juliet balconies, 
essentially a set of doors 
that open up to a railing 
placed immediately outside 
the unit, Devine said. 

The first floor of the 
building above the two 
parking levels will include 
a fitness center and meeting 
space for residents, Devine 
said. A deck is planned for 
part of the building’s roof, 
and there would be court- 
yard space on the exterior of 
the structure. 

Members of the Planning 
Board gave a warm recep- 
tion to the proposal. 

“It’s good to see this area 
being developed,” Maureen 
Glynn said. “It’s a long time 
coming.” ; 

Board vice chairman 
Coleman Barry said he has 
long wanted--the present 
building on site — currently 
used for industrial paint fa- 
cility — to be razed. 

“Having grown up in 
Montclair, ’ve been wait- 


ing for this building to be 
torn down my entire life,” 
he said. 

Barry asked the applicant 
to provide renderings show- 
ing of the proposed build- 
ing from several different 
viewpoints, including what 
drivers would see when they 
enter Quincy via the Nepon- 
set Bridge, during a future 
meeting. 

Residents had the chance 
to speak during the Planning 
Board’s meeting. 

John Rodophele said the 
plan should not go forward 
because the building would 
be located in a flood zone. 

“Montclair has taken a 
tremendous hit on flooding. 


‘This is in a flood zone,” he 


said. ““We shouldn’t be de- 
veloping in a flood zone.

Palmucci and Finn both 
said the affordable housing 
ordinance was amended to 
exclude downtown devel- 
opments when the city was 
negotiating with previous 
master developer Street- 
Works because the company 
wanted flexibility. Under its 
deal with the city, Street- 
Works agreed to pay into 
the affordable housing trust 
fund more than would be re- 
quired for similar develop- 
ments elsewhere in the city, 


the councillors stated. 

“This is not so much an 
amendment as it is a restora- 
tion — it is a restoration go- 
ing back to the way it was,” 
Finn said. 

Four developments — 
West of Chestnut, Cliveden 


Place, Chestnut Place and 


Nova Residences — have 
been constructed or are in the 
pipeline for Quincy Center. 
Palmucci noted that none of 
the developers have been re- 
quired to provide affordable 
housing or pay into the trust 
fund, despite it being listed 
as goal in the development 
plan for the downtown. 
“Enough is enough in 
terms of ignoring affordable 
housing — workforce hous- 
ing — downtown,” Palmucci 
said. “That’s what this ordi- 
nance seeks to change, just 
to create a level playing field 
for the downtown area — the 
same as it is on the streets of 
South and West Quincy and 
Ward 2 and Ward 1. Wher- 
ever it is, you have to follow 


_ this rule. We shouldn’t be 


exempting the downtown.” 

Palmucci said he is con- 
cerned the middle class 
is being squeezed out of 
Quincy, and it would make 
sense to provide affordable 
housing in the downtown 
because of its proximity to 
the MBTA. 


Quincy Development Staff 
Attend National Conference 


Sean Glennon, Commu- 
nity Development director, 


and Melissa Pond, senior 


planner, from the city’s De- 
partment of Planning and 
Community Development 
attended the Winter meeting 
of the National Community 
Development Association 
(NCDA), held recently in 
Washington, D.C. 

During the conference, 
Glennon, whd serves on 
the board of directors of 
NCDA, chaired a commit- 
tee meeting on technology; 
moderated two sessions on 
environmental review and 
annual reporting; and sat on 
a panel regarding effective 


communication. 

Pond, who sits on NC- 
DA’s technology commit- 
tee and serves as NCDA’s 
national social media coor- 
dinator, developed a social 
media guide for participants 


to use during and after the 


conference, and also pro- 
duced a national database 
of Congressional social 
media accounts for refer- 
ence. Pond also attended a 
meeting on Capitol Hill with 
staffers from the Massachu- 
setts Congressional delega- 
tion to discuss the critical 
role that federal grants play 
in providing a better quality 


‘of life for Quincy residents. 


“rf you’re going to build 
it somewhere across the city 
is makes the most sense to 
be in our urban hub with 
access to public transporta- 
tion,” he said. 

“Again, when we’re talk- 
ing about affordable hous- 
ing we're talking about 
workforce housing as well. 
This is housing for folks like 
teachers, firefighters and po- 
licemen. This is — based on 
income levels — housing for 
the middle class, and I think 
we’re at risk of not having 
enough of that in the city 
of Quincy, which to me is a 
problem.” 

“Look at the newspaper 
any day of the week and you 
see something in there that 
speaks to the loss of the mid- 
dle class,” Palmucci added, 
“whether it’s the affordabil- 
ity of housing, whether it’s 
wages not keeping up with 
inflation, or whether it’s 
jobs and the economy. 


“There is always some-— 


thing in the newspaper ev- 
ery single day about, quite 
frankly, the extinction of 
the middle class and I think 


‘we as politicians have to do 


our part to make sure that 
our city maintains what we 
know it to be in terms of its 
neighborhood character and 
the charactér of our city. 
We’ ve always been a blue- 
collar city.” 

‘Finn said the city could 
be at risk of falling short 
of the thresholds set forth 
in Chapter 40B of Massa- 
chusetts law, which governs 
affordable housing in the 
state. In communities not 
in compliance with Chapter 
40B, developers can pro- 
pose projects that would be 
exempt from certain local 
zoning regulations. 

“The state’s affordable 
housing statute — 40B — is a 
very delicate balance and if 
we’re talking about signifi- 
cant numbers of new resi- 
dential rentals or properties 
that exist within the-city of 
Quincy, that balance is af- 
fected in such a way that 


frees up developers to come 


in and do 40B projects, 


which gives them incredible 


control and has incredible 
impact on our community,” 
Finn said. 

“That balance with 40B 
is absolutely critical.” 

Additionally, Finn said 
the current exemption ap- 
plies to all developers in 
Quincy Center regardless of 
whether they work with the 
city in its effort to revitalize 
the area. He added that the 
Affordable Housing Trust 
Committee works with de- 
velopers in 
how they comply with the 
ordinance. 

“There has always been 
a level of flexibility that un- 


derstands that some of these - 


things need to be negotiated 


_and worked through,” Finn 


said. 

Palmucci said he is look- 
ing forward to next month’s 
public hearing on the pro- 
posal, and would like feed- 
back from people on both 
sides of the issue. He par- 
ticularly wants to hear from 
developers either building or 
planning to do so in Quincy 
Center. 

“T especially hope that de- 
velopers come and speak,” 
Palmucci said. “I would like 
to hear the reasons perhaps 
why we shouldn’t do this...I 
think a good public hearing 
is when both sides weigh in 
and you get to learn some- 
thing about perhaps the 
view that you.don’t yourself 
hold and you’re able to un- 
derstand a bit some of the 
other arguments.” 

Palmucci had proposed 
removing the exemption 
for downtown developers in 


2015. That proposal died in — 


committee when the coun- 
cil’s' session expired at the 
end of that year.

Substance Abuse 
Hearings Sought

The City Council might 
soon hold hearings on the 
opiate abuse epidemic that 
has ‘affected Quincy and 
communities across Massa- 
chusetts and the U.S.

last two and a half decades, chances are Moody’s been 
called on to help find and fix it. 

The affable, hard-working lifelong Quincy resident 
who is also active in veterans’ causes will retire from the 
city April 28. 

" He is also a straight-shooter who gives a candid an- 
swer when you ask him a simple question. 

“T’m retiring because I’m 70 years old and I see a lot 
of folks I know passing away. I want to enjoy some life 
before my number comes up. I don’t want to work all my 
life. My father worked until he was 75 years old and the 
only reason he retired is because my mother got sick. 

“That’s what I don’t want to see,” he says matter-of- 
factly. 

Moody’ s shoes will be hard to fill as leak detection s su- 
pervisor. He has a fountain of knowledge about the city’s 
280 miles of water mains that largely go unnoticed until 
one of them breaks. 

And when they did break during Moody’s tenure, he 
was typically the guy called on to locate the leak before a 
repair could be made. 

It’s been anything but a typical 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. job. 

“You never know when that phone is going to ring,” 
Moody says. “You might get in the door (from a day’s 
work) and the phone rings again. Or it could be 1 a.m. in 
the morning.” 

Moody was a 24-7 man working 60 or more hours 
some weeks. He’s also coordinated snow removal efforts 
in the north end of the city for years.

AFTER MORE THAN a quarter century of service to the City of Quincy, Leak Detection Supervisor Paul Moody will retire 


April 28. Moody is also the commander of the Sogs of the American Legion. 


He’s seen a lot — the unusual, the unexpected, even the 
humorous — at some work sites. 

“Just about everything that could happened has hap- 

pened while working for the city. You just wouldn’t be- 
lieve some of them,” he says. “People don’t understand 
when they see a water main break what can happen be- 
hind it. 
_ “You might see a big lake of water. Once we get the 
water main shut off, it looks great (water recedes). But 
15 to 20 minutes later the whole road could collapse 
because the water was holding it up. People drive over 
these things. 

““We’ve had people come down the street and drive 
right into the water. We’ve seen cars submerged. One day 
I saw a letter carrier walking down the street and the next 
thing you know his hat is floating in the water next to 
him. He fell right into the hole.” 

There’s more. 

“One day a kid came riding along on his bicycle and 
thought he was riding across a puddle. We had to fish 
him: out. Some of this stuff is hilarious. You are trying 
to close down a street and there are people in cars who 
think they can ride through the water. They say, “I gotta 
get home that way.’ We tell them, ‘you better find another 
way home. You can’t go that way.’ 

““We’ ve seen cars go underwater. We’ve had some try- 
ing times,” he adds his tone growing more serious. 

Quincy’s city-owned water mains range in size from 
20 inches to 4 inches in diameter. The MWRA maintains 
48-inch mains — one runs through North Quincy into 
Milton; another follows Furnace Brook Parkway into the 
Blue Hills near the old reservoir. 

The old mains are cast iron — the new ones are ductile 
iron cement lined mains. 

Factors causing water main breaks include age and the 
weather such as frost. But human error can also create a 
broken line. 

He notes some contractors have tried to access water 
mains via hydrants. That can lead to trouble. 

“When you open a fire hydrant, you have to open it 
slowly and close it slowly. Well, some contractors de- 
cide they want to slam a fize hydrant down. You get water 
hammer that way. It may not happen right away but some 
time after — 10 hour's or tw6 days — you get a break from 
a water hammer. 

“You also have some age breaks. We're catching up 
with the aged pipes. This past year we’ve had about half 
as many breaks this winter as we had last winter. Could 
be the weather. There are a lot of contributing factors.” 

Paul Moody won't be going away from the City of 
Quincy entirely. He says he plans to work part-time after 
his retirement from full-time work. But don’t expect to 
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see him at work sites right away. 


You would expect.a leak detection supervisor to have 
a bucket list. 

“I’m going to relax when I first retire before I do any- 
thing.” He says he and his wife, Karen, will probably do 
a little traveling. They also plan to spend more time with 
their grandchildren: Gavin, Caroline and Aidan. 

“The grand kids are all sports-minded so we’ll be 
chasing them and now I can do it at my leisure without 
worrying about work.” 

Karen and Paul, by the way, will celebrate their 49th 
wedding anniversary June 29. They are the parents of 
two adult sons: Paul, Jr. who is a Quincy firefighter and 
Michael, a maintenance man with the Quincy Park De- 
partment. 

~ Paul will also be more active as the commander of 
the Sons of the American Legion, Squadron 294, Mor- 
risette Legion Post. He has served as commander of the 
55-member group since 2009. One of his signature duties 
has been chief custodian of “Flags for Veterans Island” at 
Fort Square near School and Pleasant Streets.

Fares On Off-Hours 


Fares on the MBTA South Shore Red Line are going 
down (April 2), but only at off-peak hours and only for 90 
days, and, in one direction, the reduction is less than in the 
other. 

If that sounds complicated, listen a moment while MBTA 
General Manager Joseph C. Kelly explains: 

“The plan is simplicity in itself,’ he said. “Monday 
through Friday, between 10 a.m. and 1 p.m., the fare will 
be 10 cents, instead of the usual 25 cents. The reduced fares 
must be paid at the collector’s booth. The only exception — 
to the 10-cent fare will be for people boarding at the three 
Quincy stations and riding into town. Here the’basic fare of 
50 cents will be reduced to 25 cents.”

With Easter close by, but being in the 
midst of Lenten season, you might be won- 


dering what to cook for those Friday night - 


meatless dinners. 

Today’s recipe is for a scallops and to- 
mato sauce served over linguini. And wait 
until you see how easy it is to prepare and 
what a wonderful, delicious entrée this is to 
make during Lent or any time at all. 

First of all, I did not defrost the six scal- 
lops that I had in the freezer. I also did not 
use garlic or onion because since I used 
homemade tomato sauce those ingredients 
were already in it. 

The amounts of ingredients I used in 
the recipe were the amounts I needed and 
had available that day, but you can use as 
much as you want and adjust the ingredi- 
ent amounts accordingly depending on the 


crowd you are feeding. 
RECIPE 
6 scallops 
1 and % cups of tomato sauce 
2 tablespoons of cottage cheese (that’s the 
cheese I had in the house at the time.) 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Parmesan cheese for the top (optional) 
2 tablespoons of olive oil 
1 tablespoon of butter 
¥, pound of linguini or any favorite pasta 

In the hot oil and butter slowly sauté 
the scallops, add the tomato sauce cover 
and cook for a few minutes. Now add the 
cottage cheese mixing well and cook until 
done. 

Cook pasta according to directions, drain 
and place them in the same pan as the scal- 
lops and mix well. If you like, top with Par- 
mesan cheese.

3 tablespoons butter, coconut oil, or olive 
oil 

*1 cup cashew cream 

Sea salt and pepper 

*Cashew Cream: 


Place 1 cup of raw cashews rinsed and 
drained in bowl. Boil 3 cups of water and 
pour over cashews and let soak for 30 min- 
utes. Drain but reserve 3/4 cup of the soak- 
ing water and place in blender with the ca- 
shews. Process until smooth and creamy, 
much like Greek yogurt. 


Saute’ onion and garlic in oil of choice 
until fragrant. Simply add broth, season- 
ings, and broccoli and bring to boil. Cover 
and simmer until just tender and still bright 
green. Uncover and spoon in cashew 
cream. Use immersion blender and blend 
until all pureed.

Multiple myeloma is a 

cancer that forms in a type 
of white blood cell called a 
plasma cell. 

Plasma cells assist you 
in fighting infections by 
producing antibodies that 
identify and attack germs. 
Multiple myeloma causes 
cancer cells to accumulate 
in the bone marrow, where 
they crowd out healthy 
blood cells. The cancer cells 
produce abnormal proteins 
rather than producing help- 
ful antibodies, which can 
result in kidney complica- 
tions. 

With this disease if you’re 
not experiencing signs and 
symptoms you may not re- 
quire treatment however, if 
‘Signs and symptoms arise, 
a number of treatments can 
help control your multiple 
myeloma. Signs and symp- 
toms of multiple myeloma 
can vary, and initially in the 
disease, there may be none. 

When signs and symp- 
toms do appear they can in- 
clude: 

¢ Bone pairrespecially in 
your spine or chest 

e Nausea 

¢ Constipation 

* Loss of appetite 

¢ Mental fogginess or 
confusion 

¢ Fatigue 

¢ Frequent infections 

¢ Weight loss 

¢ Weakness or numbness 
in your legs 

¢ Excessive thirst

healthcare professionals 
that myeloma begins with 
one abnormal plasma cell in 
your bone marrow, the soft 
blood-producing tissue that 
makes up the center of the 
majority of your bones. This 
abnormal cell rapidly mul- 
tiplies, and because cancer 
cells don’t mature and die 
as normal cells do, they ac- 


cumulate, eventually over- - 


powering the production of 
healthy cells. 

In the bone marrow, 
myeloma cells overcrowd 
healthy white blood cells 
and red blood cells, result- 
ing in fatigue and an inabili- 
ty to combat infections. The 
myeloma cells persist in try- 
ing to produce antibodies, as 
healthy plasma cells do, but 
the myeloma cells produce 
abnormal antibodies that the 
body can’t utilize.

CARING FOR DENTURES 


While dentures are not 
subject to decay, they do 
accumulate plaque, _ tar-

This entails brushing den- 
tures with a non-abrasive 
cleanser at least once a 
day. They should then be 
soaked in a mild soaking so-

in water before being placed 
back in the mouth. Dentures 
should never be soaked in 
products containing bleach 
or placed in boiling water, 
which can cause them to 
deform. It should also be 
pointed out that a little den- 
tal adhesive goes a long 
way. Only two to three pea- 


sized dollops are needed. .

e Examination of your 
bone marrow. Your doctor 
may remove a sample of 
bone marrow. for labora- 
tory testing. The sample is 
collected by performing a 
bone marrow aspiration and 
biopsy with a long needle 
inserted into a bone. 

_ © Imaging tests. Imaging 
tests may be recommended 
to detect bone problems as- 
sociated with multiple my- 
eloma. Tests may include 
X-ray, MRI, CT or posi- 
tron emission tomography 
(PET). 

If tests suggest you have 
multiple myeloma, your 
healthcare provider will 
use the information gath- 
ered to classify your disease 
as stage 1, stage 2 or stage 
3. Stage 1 indicates a less- 
aggressive form of the dis- 
ease and stage 3 indicates 
an aggressive disease that 
may affect bone, kidneys 
and other organs. Your mul- 
tiple myeloma may also be 
assigned a risk category, 
which additionally indicates 
the aggressiveness of your 
disorder.

Tar- 
geted drug treatment fo- 
cuses on specific abnor- 
malities within cancer cells 
that permit them to survive.

pill form or intravenously. 

¢ Stem cell transplanta- 
tion. A stem cell transplant 
is a procedure to replace 
your diseased bone marrow 
with healthy bone marrow. 

This 
treatment uses beams of 
energy, such as X-rays, to 
damage myeloma cells and 
halt their growth.

Dear Rusty: I’m approaching my full retirement age 
and about to apply for my Social Security benefits, but I 
would like to time receipt of my payment to the first of the 
month when I make out my bills. I’ve asked a number of 
friends when they get their Social Security and each one 
seems to have a different answer, so I’m wondering if I 
can specify when I apply what date I want to get my pay- 
ment. Also, though some of my friends get their payment 
by check, I’d really like to have mine deposited directly into 
my bank account. Can this be done? Signed: Newbie to 
Social Security 

Dear Newbie: Well, I’m sorry to disappoint you, but 
you don’t get to choose when you receive your Social Se- 
curity benefit payment. Rather, it’s determined by Social 
Security’s payment schedule, which is now normally based 
upon the day of the month you were born. I say “normally”: 
because there are certain exceptions which need to be ex- 
plained. 

Social Security’s payment schedule prior to May 1997 
was that all OASDI (old age, survivor & disability insur- 
ance) payments were processed on the 3rd day of every 
month. But in May of 1997 a new payment schedule for 
newly enrolled OASDI beneficiaries was enacted so that 
anyone who applied for benefits on or after May 1, 1997 re- 
ceived their payment on either the 2nd, 3rd, or 4th Wednes- 
day of the month, depending upon which day of the month 
they were born. People born between the Ist and 10th of the 
month are now paid on the 2nd Wednesday, those born be- 
tween the 11th and 20th are paid on the 3rd Wednesday, and 
those born after the 20th are paid on the 4th Wednesday. 

Those whose benefits started prior to May 1997 are 
grandfathered into their benefit payment date of the 3rd of 
each month. To somewhat complicate matters, people who 
receive both SSI (Supplemental Security Income) and OAS- 
DI benefits also receive their OASDI benefit payment on the 
3rd day of every month and there are a few other obscure 
conditions which might cause OASDI payments to be made 
offthe 3rd. So you can see why you may encounter people 
who receive their benefits at different times, but the normal 
is now based upon the day of the month you were born. It’s 
important to also note that anytime a payment date falls on a 
weekend or Federal holiday, the benefit will be processed on 
the fffst businesS day preceding the weekend or holiday. To 
see the benefit payment schedule for 2017, go to https:// 
www.ssa.gov/pubs/EN-05- 10031-2017 pdf. 

Now the easy part: Yes, you can choose to have your 
benefit automatically deposited into your bank account in- 
stead oftreceiving a printed check. In fact, the Social Se- 
curity Administration encourages direct deposit and allows 
you to easily set that up during the online benefit application 
process.

Boone will continue to 
serve as the president of 
Trevecca.

me I call him and he’s very 
responsive immediately, and 
I know many of the board 
members have had that same 
experience,” Laforest said. 

“In 25 years, it’s pretty 
rare that a business has nev- 
er had a liquor violation...

A 55-year-old Quincy 
man is being held without 
bail after pleading not guilty 
to murdering his ex-wife in 
the driveway of the home 
they shared in Wollaston 
last September. 

Yan Long Chow was ar- 
raigned March 23rd in Nor- 
folk Superior Court, for the 
murder of Zhen Li. Prosecu- 
tors said Chow purposefully 
ran over his Li, his ex-wife, 
four times in the driveway 
at 21 Phillips St., Wollaston, 
on the afternoon of Sept. 2, 


. aul. 


Chow pleaded not guilty 
before Judge Beverly Can- 
non. He was held without 
bail and has been ordered to 
return to court for a pre-trial 
conference May 8. 

In a six-and-a-half page 
indictment ‘prosecutors said 
Chow struck Li while oper- 
ating a 2015 Toyota Sienna 
and then drove over her four 


‘ times in the driveway caus- 


ing fatal injuries. Li, age 52 
at the time of the incident, 


was pronounced dead at the 


scene. - _— 
Investigators said the 
minivan was in sound work- 
ing condition with no mal- 
function with the braking, 


. Steering, or acceleration of 


the vehicle. A rear back-up 
camera mounted within the 
‘front interior of the vehicle 
in the middle of the dash 
area “was fully functioning” 
at the time of the incident. 

Prosecutors described a 
gruesome scene upon arriv- 
al to the driveway. They also 
said the motive may have 
been a domestic dispute 
over the defendant’s gam- 
bling and the victim’s desire 
to leave the city to return to 
her native China. 

Chow and Li resided to- 
gether at 21 Phillips St. and 
were formerly husband and 
wife. 

The following account 
was given by the Norfolk 
County District Attorney’s 
office at Chow’s arraign- 
ment March 23. Some of the 
statements and descriptions 
relative to Ms. Li’s injuries 
are graphic. 

Quincy Police were dis- 
patched to the home at 2:26 
p.m. on Sept. 2 to a report 
of a single vehicle collision 
within a private driveway 
at 21 Phillips St. The crash 
involved a single pedestrian, 
identified as Zhen Li, and 
single vehicle, the Toyota 
Sienna van. The van was op- 
erated by its registered and 
sole occupant, Yan Long 
‘Chow, the defendant, at the 
time of the collision. 

Upon arrival, Quincy 
Police Officer Jim Whed- 
bee and Sgt. James Flaherty 
observed the victim, Ms. 
Li, lying face down in the 
driveway in front of the van, 
with her left hand behind 
her back and her right hand 
under her head. 

The officers’ arrival was

Defendant Drove Over Woman Purposefully Four Times In Driveway

preceded by Brewster Am- 
bulance paramedics, Ron 
Eddy and Robert Law, who 
located the victim in essen- 
tially the same condition 
and had attempted to turn 
her body over. Upon doing 
so, the paramedics observed 


that the upper half of Ms. » 


Li’s body rolled while the 
lower half did not. Upon 
their examination of Ms. Li, 
the paramedics observed a 
large hole on the right side 
of her head near her ear, ex- 
posing her skull and brain. 
They also observed her ex- 
posed, eviscerated organs — 
her heart and partial liver — 
next to her on the ground. 

- Ms. Li had no pulse and 
was pronounced dead on 
scene. 

Her body was located 
upon the arrival of the para- 
medics with her head to the 
left of the driveway, on a 
grass portion adjacent to the 
driveway, and her feet to- 
ward the middle of the van. 
The van was located at the 
bottom of the driveway, just 
before the victim’s body. 

The defendant com- 
plained on scene of chest 
pains and was evaluated by 
paramedics. He was then 
transported to Quincy Med- 
ical Center where he was 
treated and released within 
hours of his arrival. 

According to prosecu- 
tors, the driveway led to a 
residence at 19-21 Phillips 
St., a multi-family dwelling 
owned solely by Ms. Li, as 
a result of a quitclaim deed 
from Mr. Chow to her years 
before. The couple resided 
together on the second floor 
at 21 Phillips St., while ten- 
ants of theirs occupied 19 
Phillips St. on the first floor. 
An additional tenant re- 
sided in the attic area of the 
home. 

The driveway between 
19-21 Phillips St. is shared 
with the next door neighbor- 
ing home at 17 Phillips St. 
The driveway is composed 
of dark asphalt that had been 
recently paved. 

There was a_ stockade 
fence between the drive- 
way and the residence of 
19-21 Phillips St. The drive- 
way. is straight on its right 
boundary, as viewed from 
the street looking into the 
driveway, however, it jogs 
slightly to the left on its 


left boundary, behind 19-21 


~ Phillip St. There is a por- 


tion of fencing that divides 
the parking at the top of the 
driveway, farthest from the 
Street, creating sufficient 


- room for two vehicles to 


park there side-by-side, on 
the left of said fencing, in 
front of a two-car garage for 
19-21 Phillips St. 

According to investiga- 
tors, there was a car, reg- 
istered to the attic tenant, 
parked to the right of said 
spacing in front of the ga- 
rage. None of the tenant 
occupants of 19-21 Phillips 
St., nor the neighbors at 17 
Phillips St., were home at 
the time that the incident oc- 
curred. 

Both family members 
and neighbors told police 
the defendant would always 
park the couple’s vehicle at 
the bottom of the driveway, 
near the street, and that typi- 
cally when leaving the resi- 
dence, the defendant would 
enter the driver’s side and 
the victim would enter the 
front passenger’s side of the 
van. 
Both Officer Whedbee 
and Sgt. Flaherty photo- 
graphed the scene and took 
measurements. They ana- 
lyzed the scene, the vehicle, 
certain evidence from the 
surface of the driveway as 
well as the vehicle itself, 
both on scene that date and 
at a subsequent inspection 
of the vehicle. 

They reported that the 
vehicle had no indication 
of fresh damage to it. Sgt. 


Flaherty drove the vehicle 


onto a flatbed tow truck and 
observed no malfunctions 
with the braking, steering, 
or acceleration of the ve- 
hicle. The sergeant further 
noted a fully-functioning 
rear backup camera mount- 
ed within the front interior 


of the vehicle in the middle. 


dash area. 

The officers noted two 
parallel drag marks in front 
of the van extending sev- 
eral yards up the driveway, 
with a slight jog to the right, 
heading away from the van. 
Directly in front of the van, 
they observed a large blood 
stain with clumps of the vic- 
tim’s hair in it, as well as a 


piece of her belt and some — 


clothing buttons. They fur- 
ther observed two additional 
small pools of blood drain- 
ing away from this stain 


and leading away from the ~ 


front right of the van, they 
noted evenly spaced bloody 
tire marks. Inside the van, 
the officers located the vic- 
tim’s purse, as well as some 
bloody napkins. 

Mr. Chow was transport- 
ed from the scene by ambu- 
lance to QMC at his request. 
He was interviewed at the 


hospital by the officers and 
stated that he pulled for- 
ward from the bottom of 
the driveway to pick up Ms. 
Li, who had just exited the 
house from a side door near 
the top of the driveway when 
he claimed he felt dizzy and 
blacked out. 

Mr. Chow further stated 


that although he knew he 


had run over Ms. Li, he 
backed up, hit her again, but 
did not see anything, so he 
pulled forward again, and 
then backed up the vehicle 
to the bottom of the drive- 
way, where he found the 
victim in front of the van. 
According to prosecutors, 
the defendant stated he and 
his ex-wife were leaving the 
home to go to East Boston to 
pick up signs for their busi- 
ness. Mr. Chow indicated he 
called 911 and attempted to 
render aid to the victim. He 
also stated he moved Ms. 
Li’s shoes and purse and 
placed them within the van. 
Mr. Chow also told police 
he had wiped blood from his 
hands with some napkins 
and placed them within the 
victim’s purse in the van. 
The defendant’s medi- 
cal records from QMC were 
later obtained and indicated 
Mr. Chow reported no dizzi- 
ness, shortness of breath, or 
diaphoresis while there. He 
said he and the victim had 
no marital issues and had 
been married for 30 years 
before divorcing in 2005. 
Ms. Li’s body was trans- 
ported from the scene to the 
Office of the Chief Medi- 
cal Examiner in Boston. 


An autopsy revealed Ms- 


Li had sustained multiple 
skull fractures, multiple jaw 
fractures, her torso and rib 
cage were crushed, she had 
part of an organ within her 
mouth, several abdominal 
organs had been pushed 
into her chest, her heart and 
liver were eviscerated from 
her abdomen, her pelvis had 
been fractured in several 
places, she had a break in 
her right humerus, and her 
right hand had suffered nu- 
merous fractures as well. 
In addition, the victim had 
sustained several abrasions, 
contusions, and lacerations 
throughout her entire bady. 
Investigators later 
learned the defendant and 


victim had been married in 
China prior to moving to 
the U.S. together. Much of 
the defendant’s family also 
lived locally within the U.S. 
The victim had one brother 
living locally, while the re- 
mainder of the family still 
resides in China. 

Mr. Chow and Ms. Li 
had two adult children — one 
son and one daughter — and 
shared ownership interested 
in a restaurant in Boston, 


‘where they both worked. 


In 2005, the couple was di- 
vorced while living in New 
Hampshire. 

Despite the divorce, Mr. 
Chow and Ms. Li continued 
to reside and work together 
until the victim’s death 
six and a half months ago. 
Police also later learned 
through interviews with 
family members and neigh- 
bors the couple argued of- 
ten, with the primary issue 
being the gambling of the 
defendant. They said victim 
had indicated to her mother 
that she was upset with the 
defendant, the day prior to 
her death, as the defendant 
had not returned home for 
two successive days as he 
was gambling in Boston, 
police said. 

From their investigation 
on scene, inspection of the 
vehicle, and subsequent in- 
vestigation, police say Mr. 
Chow drove over Ms. Li 
four separate times in the 
driveway. Further, they be- 
lieve the defendant drove 
forward from the left side 
bottom of the driveway and 
traveled up the driveway, 
turning slightly right, as evi- 
denced by a foil pack of cos- 
metics, from Ms. Li’s purse, 
being run over and the con- 
tents being forced out in the 
direction of travel, striking 
the victim with the vehicle. 

Ms. Li was run over, ac- 
cording to investigators, as 
evidenced by an impression 
of her shoes’ heels left in 
the driveway, and became 
lodged under the vehicle. 


Mr. Chow, prosecutors said, 


then manually shifted the 
vehicle into reverse and 
backed up, dragging the vic- 
tim as he went and straight- 
ening the vehicle’s whee}. 
so as to avoid contact with 
either the stockade fence or 
the house as he returned to 


the bottom left of the drive- 
way. 

Ms. Li “became dis- 
lodged from the bottom 
of the vehicle as the van 
reached its initial starting 
point, her body now in front 


. of the van,” the indictment 


stated. “At this point, Mr. 
Chow drove forward over 
Ms. Li again, with the front 
and rear wheels crushing 
her, as evidenced by blood 
marks left in the driveway 
evenly spaced identical to 


‘the track width of the ve- 


hicle’s tires. 

“Mr. Chow,” the indict- 
ment further states, “then 
proceeded to reverse over 
the victim once again, re- 
turning the vehicle to its 
initial starting point. At this 
point, based on the large 
blood stain, the officers de- 
termined that Ms. Li’s head 
was located to the right front 
of the van. However, upon 
their arrival, her head was 
on the grass to the left side 
of the van, with the defen- 
dant beside her. 

“In addition, the defen- 
dant had moved both the 
victim’s shoes and purse and 


. placed them within the van 


as well.” 
Norfolk County Dist. 
Atty. Michael Morrissey 


said, ““Members of our mo- 
tor vehicle homicide re- 
sponse team joined Quincy 
Police investigators at the 
scene that day on what was 


initially claimed to be a fa- 


tal accident. The Quincy 
Police, including their colli- 
sion reconstruction officers, 
and State Police detectives 
attached to my office have 
been investigating since 
that time.

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On Sunday, March 19,at approximately 12:30 p.m., Of- 
ficer James Parisi was dispatched to 215 Quincy Ave. (Old 
Bradlees/Dollar Tree lot) on a complaint of vehicles parked 
in the fire lane. As the officer pulled into the parking lot, he 
saw that it was full and with vehicles searching for spots. 

As the officer approached the storefronts, he saw three 
cars parked in a row in the fire lane.

irrational behavior. The officer 
thanked the citizen and contin- 
ued to write out the ticket. The 
citizen remained on scene. 

As. the female continued her 
tirade, people who had been go- 
ing about their business stopped 
to watch her. Several people | 
inside the Dollar Tree stood on 
the inside of the door and stared 
out. The female got back into 
her vehicle after numerous re-__. : 
quests were made and then yelled to the officer to mail her 
a ticket. Officer Parisi told her several more times that she 
was not to leave. She then put the car in reverse gear. She 
was ordered to stop and shut the car off but she initially 
refused. 

Concerned that she was about to drive off in an agitated 
state through a crowded parking lot, the officer again or- 
dered her to shut the car off and turn over the keys. She

turned the car off briefly, then took the keys out and put . 


them back in the ignition a few times all the while continu- 
ing to make personal verbal attacks at the officer. As the of- 
ficer demanded the keys, the female saw a woman standing 
on the sidewalk. 

Without warning, the female quickly stood up out of her 
car almost hitting the officer with the door. She called out 
to the woman, “You’re a witness.” The lady quickly replied, 
“I’m not a witness for you. He is being nice,” referring to 
the officer. The female’s disruptive behavior was not sub- 
siding and she was now directly involving people who but 
for her actions would otherwise have no contact with her. 
Based on all the warnings and failed compliance, the Of- 
ficer placed the female under arrest for disorderly conduct.

NEXTDOOR: Recently, a citizen wrote in NEXT- 
DOOR that he heard from the Police (did not say what de- 
partment) that car owners should lock their doors manually 
because there are devices that can remotely unlock your car 
doors, providing access to criminals. 

Although these devices exist, they are not used to ran- 
domly go down a side street unlocking car doors in hopes 
of finding valuables. They are more often used by profes- 
sionals to gain quiet entry into a rare or expensive vehicle 
to steal it. 

So how are criminals getting into cars? Almost all of 
the car breaks in Quincy are because people leave their cars . 
unlocked. For the victims who say that they are sure they 
locked their car doors, the lack of evidence of a forced entry 
leads back to the car being unlocked. If there is a rash of car 
breaks in an area and all were left unlocked, then it is likely 
that the owner forgot to lock their doors. In the rare case 
where a window was broken to gain access to the contents 
of a vehicle, it is usually for one of two reasons; valuables 
are left in plain view, like a lap top or a purse, or because it 
is personal, such as retaliation or domestic violence. 

Also in NEXTDOOR, a citizen reported seeing a male 
hanging around on a side street at 2:00 a.m., which he 
thought was unusual and perhaps suspicious. NEXTDOOR 


- is a great site to exchange information but it is not a timely 


method for law enforcement because it is not monitored by 
the Police 24 hours a day. In fact, the only way the Depart- 
ment knows about what is on NEXTDOOR is through Of- 
ficers who live in the area. The Quincy Police Department 
urges you to call us at “911” if someone is hanging around 
your neighborhood at that hour and let us check him/her 
out, for your sake and that of your neighbors.

Cont’d From Page 18 
plumbing, heating, cooling, 
the whole nine yards.” 

Fox, who is chairman 
of the club’s membership 
committee, said much of the 
first floor is now complete. 
It hosted a Christmas party 
last December as well as a 
meeting of the Quincy Bay 
Race Week organizing com- 
mittee earlier this year. 

“We have all of our li- 
censes from the city, obvi- 
ously, and our permits. We 


have what is called a tem- 


porary occupancy permit, so 
we’re able to operate under 
very close scrutiny of the 
city,” Fox. said. “They’ve 
been very supportive and 
want to make sure we’re 
following the rules that were 
put forward.” 

The Nash Hall, located 
on the second floor, still 
awaits renovations. The 
club also plans to paint its 
exterior — now grey -— red, 
to match its original color. 
Marty Aikens, QYC’s com- 
modore, said the club is in 
the process of finalizing fi- 


 nancing to finish the work. 


“We are working with 
Quincy Bay Credit Union 
to secure financing for the 
final phases, which includes 
the Nash Hall,” Aikens said. 


“Once we opened the first 
floor the calls have been 
coming in daily to book the 
Nash Hall; it’s hard to have 
to tell people whose hearts 
are set on using the QYC 
for their reception or spe- 
cial event that we have not 
yet completed work on the 
Nash Hall. 

“We have a contractor 
ready to start once we se- 
cure the financing. It’s very 
exciting to have part of the 
club open and we are very 
eager to commence work 
and have the entire club fin- 
ished.” 

The Quincy Yacht Club 
was founded in 1874. When 
the club held its first regatta 
that August, it had already 
reached 69 members and 37 
yachts. James Slade, tle sec- 
retary of the Quincy School 
Board, was the club’s com- 
modore. 

The club was based out 
of Quincy Point — where it 
had a ramp and float — until 
it moved to Manet Beach in 
1888. Its members over the 
years have included Quincy 
mayors Charles Francis Ad- 
ams III — who would later 
serve as secretary of the 
Navy under Herbert Hoover 
—and Thomas Burgin. Henry 
Faxon, who gave Quincy the 


land now known as Faxon 
Park, was also a member. 

Today, the Quincy Yacht 
Club has approximately 
150 paying members, plus 
numerous lifetime mem- 
bers who have been with 
the organization for at least 
30 years. To help boost its 
ranks, the club is latnch- 
ing a membership drive in 
April. 

“The club has been a 
presence in Quincy since 
1874,” Fox said. “Like 
Quincy, it has had its ups and 
downs, but the people who 
are members of the club are 
resilient, they’ ve worked for 
the past four years to build 
upon the past and make the 
club stronger and better, and 
now we’re looking to bring 
in new members who will 
help carry on that tradition

improvement bond would 
be “significant,” but did not 
have an estimate for its full 
cost. The park bond is ex- 
pected to be in the range of 
$25 million, including $15 
million for the next phase 


of construction of the Han- 


cock Adams Green, which 
will connect City Hall to the 
United First Parish Church 
and could be finished as 
soon as June 2018. 

The capital improve- 
ment bond will be paid off 
in future years from a line 
item for debt service in the 
city’s general fund budget. 
Koch said a large bond cur- 
rently being paid for by that 
line item is coming off the 
books in fiscal year 2019 or 
2020, and the plan is to keep 
spending on debt service 
consistent. 

“We’re trying to keep a 
steady line in our budget so 
we don’t have spikes,” the 
mayor said. “We’re trying to 
be consistent with our bud- 
get and with our attempts. 
to keep up with our capital 
assets.” 

“We have a lot of mu- 
nicipal buildings and infra- 
structure,” he added. “If you 
don’t keep up with them, 


then down the road it costs 


a lot more money.” 

The park bond will be 
paid from the city’s hotel tax 
receipts — the tax charged to 
guests who stay in one of 
Quincy’s hotels. 

“It doesn’t come out of 


taxpayers’ pockets,” Koch 
said. — 

The capital improvement 
bond includes money for re- 
pairs at municipal buildings 
throughout the city, such 
as firehouses and libraries, 
Koch said. Additionally, the 
capital improvement bond 
will set aside money for the 
design of a new municipal 
building that would serve 
as the headquarters for the 
Quincy Fire and Police De- 
partments, and could -also 
include other city depart- 
ments. 

The acquisition of the 
former St. Mary’s School 
on Crescent Street would 
also be paid for through 
the capital improvement 
bond. Koch said the city is 
still negotiating with the 
Archdiocese of Boston on a 
purchase price, and the two 
sides could reach an agree- 
ment this week. The mayor 
has targeted the site of the 
former school, which closed 
in 2010, for the future home 
of an elementary school to 
serve West Quincy. 

Funding for a citywide 
study of parking and traf- 
fic, which will include rec- 
ommendations to address 
concerns raised by residents 
and officials regarding those 


- issues, will also be included 


in the capital bond. 

The capital improvement 
bond will include funding 
for construction of a new 
animal shelter, and the park 
bond has money for the de- 


sign and construction of a 
dog park; the city has also 
received a grant that would 
pay of portion of the dog 
park. The two would be lo- 
cated next to each other at 
51 Quarry St., a 22-acre par- 
cel of land adjacent to the 
Avalon Quincy apartment 
complex. 

The majority of money in 
the park bond — $15 million 
— would. pay for construc- 
tion of Hancock Adams 
Green. Koch said the city 


‘has selected Halifax-based 


WES Construction to build 
the second phase of the park 
project linking City Hall 
to the United First Parish 
Church. Most of the new 
park will be included in this 
phase, except for the area 
adjacent to the MBTA sta- 
tion. 

The section of the park 
will include a promenade, 
water features, trees and 


‘bronze statues of the two 


men for whom it is named, 
John Hancock and John 
Adams, commissioned for 
the project and cast in Italy. 
Two siatues already located 
in Quincy Center — one of 
John Adams and the other of 
Abigail Adams and a young 
John Quincy Adams - will 
also be located in the new 
public park, inside an area 
meant to resemble Peace- 
field, their family home. 
Koch previously told The 
Sun work on that section 
could begin in the late spring 
and wouid be completed in

initiated at Central Middle 
School and the Squantum 
and Wollaston elementary 
schools. 

Rapid Reset involves 
a design team, comprised 
of staff members of the 
school’s each grade level, 
that meet afterschool to look 
at refocusing action steps to 
address specific academic 
achievement issues based 
on assessment results. 

A new program this 
year, Collaborative Connec- 
tions, allows staff to work in 
smaller groups to hone in on 
specific grade level needs. 
Principal’s Path is specific 
programs designed by each 
principal to target achieve- 
ment needs in their respec- 
tive school. 

The superintendent ex- 
plained that each initiative 
has several key elements 
embedded including curric- 
ulum assessment, educator 
evaluation and professional 
development. He said that 
teachers and administrators 
worked in a collaborative 
way to provide consistent 
and apprapriate student and 
staff support as well as fre- 
quent monitoring of students 
and curriculum assessment. 

The principals talked 
about improvements at their 


respective schools as a re- 
sult of the initiatives. They 
said that there has been an 
increase in parent involve- 
ment, more specific in- 
house teacher collaboration 
and training, and targeted 
academic support programs 
for struggling students. 
Central Middle School 
Principal Rick DeCristofaro 
Jr. explained ‘that one pro- 
gram initiated at his school 
is aimed at the new MCAS 
2.0 exam. The afterschool 
program, dubbed RAMcas 


2.0, provides specific train- _ 


ing for students on the new, 
online exam that will be ad- 
ministered this spring. 

“They receive extra ex- 
posure to the new type of 
assessment questions, they 
learn new testing strategies 
and additional support in 
their academic areas,” he 
said. 

Broad Meadows princi- 
pal Dan Gilbert explained 
that his school assesses each 
student and makes cem- 
parisons to classmates. He 
noted tha the “initiatives 
have helped provide better 
support for math students as 
well as on-site teacher train- 
ing. 

“Tt’s made a tremendous 
difference in what we can 
do,” he said. 

Lincoln;Hancock princi- 


pal Ruth Witmer said that 
the new Collaborative Con- 
nections and the work of the 


design team has increased 


parent engagement at her 
school. 

“Our kindergarten team 
has increased family fun 
days,” she said, explain- 
ing that Tuesday afternoons 
parents are invited to par- 
ticipate in an activity with 
their child.” 

She also said English 
Learner families have been 


invited to do activities with 


their children, and that bi- 
lingual parents translate in- 
vitations to English Learner 
parents. Witmer also said 
that academic mini-lessons 
are offered to parents prior 
to PTO meetings. 

Witmer praised new 
initiatives. 

“Lincoln-Hancock has 
benefited and moved for- 
ward in our mission to help 
children grow,” she said.

are at the club at that time 
and they can get an applica- 
tion, fill it out and then we 
go through a formal pro- 
cess: 

The club includes a mem- 
bers room on the first floor, a 
deeded mooring field, docks 
and boat storage space. It 
also has a gas facility set to 
open later this spring, which 
the public can.also use. 

“You're part of the Quin- 
cy Yacht Club,” Fox said 
when asked about the ben- 
efits: of membership.

There is boat storage based 
on availability, so you could 
store your boat based on-a 
very reasonable rate com- 
pared to commercial lots.

Mayor Thomas Koch on 
Monday night submitted 
bond requests for a com- 
bined $52.16 million to 
undertake numerous park 
and capital improvement 
projects — including the new 
Hancock-Adams Green, a 
new dog park and animal 
shelter on Quarry Street and 
the design of a new public 
safety headquarters. 

Koch submitted three 
separate bond orders at 
Monday night’s City Coun- 
cil meeting. The first request 
was for $27 million for park 
improvements, to be paid 


for by money from the city’s 
hotel tax receipts — the room 
tax visitors to the city pay. 
The second request is for 
$23.86 million for capital 
projects and the third re- 
quest was for $1.3 million 
to acquire the Bryan Post on 
Broad Street. Both of those 
would be paid for from the 
city’s general fund budget. 
“All those dollars we’re 
talking about are invest- 
ments in our city’s future, in 
our buildings, in our parks 
and in our infrastructure” 
the mayor said. “We need 
to do these things to pro- 
vide the best services, the 


best opportunities and really 
maintain and go forward to 
the next generation — hand 
them over a city we can all 
be proud of.” 

The council’s finance 
committee will discuss the 
items further, starting with a 
meeting April 10. 

The largest item request- 
ed in the bond measures is 
$15.7 million for the con- 
struction of the promenade 
section of the MHancock- 
Adams Green, which will 
include water features and 
trees. The money would 
come from the park bond. 
Construction of that portion

of the park is set to start this 
year and be finished in time 
for a June 2018 dedication. 

“It will be, in my opin- 
ion, a world-class park that 
respects our history,” Koch 
said. “It’s something I think 
the city is long overdue for 
and truly deserves.” 

Also included in the park 
bond is $2.4 million for the 
design and permitting of 
improvements to Merry- 
mount Park. Koch wants to 
connect Merrymount.

Rain barrels are also im- 
portant to reduce runoff. 
Runoff from homes and de- 
velopments can harm exist- 
ing water sources because 
they flood storm drains and 
discharge pollutants.

n less than two weeks, Eric Moreschi of Quincy will be 

among the thousands of runners who will make their way 
from Hopkinton to Boston in the 121st Boston Marathon.

The Melanoma Foundation of New England is among 
the more than 30 charities that are part of the Boston Athlet- 
ic Association’s official Charity Program. Runners like Eric 
run the marathon to raise thousands of dollars for the specif- 
ic charities. In many cases it’s the only way ordinary runners 
are able to secure an official entry into the marathon. 

But even joining a charity team has become more com- 
petitive over the years as runners agree to raise thousands of 
dollars. And some will commit to higher than the minimums 
just to be assured of a spot on a charity team. 

In Eric’s case, he is committed to raise at least $7,000 and 
he’s almost at his goal as the days before the historic race 
wind down. He’s raised about $6,400 and has no qualms 
about making up any shortfall himself. 

“T went into this thinking if I didn’t reach my goal I have 
no problem reaching into my own pocket and coming up 
with the rest. It’s for a great caifse and I don’t know how 
many times I’Il be able to do this in my life,” he says. 

He considers himself fortunate to be part of the Mela- 
noma Foundation of New England running team. Being ac-

cepted on a charity team is a process that’s become more 
difficult in recent years. 

“The process was a little different years ago but nowa- 
days it’s very intense and they take it very seriously. Going 
into the fundraising portion when they accept you they are 
screening you. You have to commit to $7,000 and here’s my 
credit card number so if I don’t reach it the foundation is 
good to take my money.” 

Eric is thankful for all the fondraising support he has re- 
ceived and continues to receive. He held a successful fund- 
raiser in Squantum last month that generated some $2,000 
towards his goal. He also appreciates the support he’s re- 
ceived from Quincy residents as well as folks and friends 
from Mass Maritime Academy where he received a business 
degree in 2011.

Money raised will help support the foundation, a non- 
profit organization that works to reduce the incidence of 
melanoma, the deadliest form of skin gancer. According 
to statistics, the disease kills one person every 50 minutes. 
Melanoma is the second most common cancer in teens and 
young adults ages 15-29. 

MENE, according to its. website, is “dedicated to skin 
cancer awareness and early detection.” It also provides “a 
variety 8f free educational programs targeting the preven- 
tion of skin cancer for children, teens and adults.” 

MENE also assists patients and their caregivers strug- 
gling with melanoma by offering support groups, educa- 
tional programs and Billy’s Buddies, a one-on-one patient 
advocacy and support program. The programs are all free. 

Boston will not be Eric’s first marathon. He ran the New 
Jersey marathon five years ago finishing in just under four 
hours — 3 hours and 58 minutes. He is hopeful he can run 
Boston in 3 hours and 30 minutes but knows Boston will be 
a more formidable challenge than running on the flat terrain 
near the Jersey shore. 

“I had a goed experience running the New Jersey mara- 
thon but I would also have to say it was a good experience 
because it was in May — 70 degrees — and the course was 
entirely flat along the Jersey shore. I don’t want to say it 
wasn’t an accomplishment but as far as marathons go it was 
probably easy as they come. 

“With Boston, you don’t know what the weather will be 
like. There are a lot of ups and downs. I think this will be a 
lot more challenging and I’m five years older so that doesn’t 
help,” the 28-year-old says flashing a wide grin. 

While his fundraising has been serious so too has Eric’s 
training. 

He’s been running three or four times a week since last 
fall. He logs about 6 to 10 miles each run but also turns in 
12 to 15 miles a few times a month. He did a peak run of 
21 miles on March 25 along a portion of the marathon route 
with fellow Foundation runners and has navigated 12 miles 
or so in the Newton, Heartbreak Hill and Chestnut Hill ar- 
eas. 

Locally, he says, running in Squantum has been good 
training grofind. 

“Squantum has a lot of ups and downs and quite a few 
hills which get you ready for the uneven slope of the mara- 
thon course,” says the 2007 graduate of North Quincy High 
ehiiae He pees defense for the Red Raiders hockey team 
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and pitched for the Red and Black’s baseball squad. 

. Fortunately, he hasn’t suffered any physical setbacks 
with his training. “Just the morning after soreness — that 
comes with the territory,” he says. 

After he completes the Boston Marathon, Eric says he’d 
like to continue helping the Melanoma Foundation of New 
England even if he doesn’t run Boston again. 

“It’s a great group of people and I plan to stay involved 
with them whether it’s marathon related or just foyndation 
related,” he says. 

This year’s marathon will mark the fourth anniversary of 
the 2013 bombings near the finish line on Boylston Street. 
The bombings killed three spectators and injured several 
hundred more. 

_ Asked if he has any trepidation running this year, Eric 
answers: 

“T wouldn’t say I’m nervous. That incident was a game- 

' changer. After that Boston has security through the roof. I 
won’t say I’m guarded but as I approach that point in the 
marathon I will uenaeely get chills ae the history of 
what happen 

He says he is ‘looking forward to the steps he’ ll take along 
one of the most famous marathon routes in the world. 

“T’ve always been a pretty active guy. I think part of the 
motivation to run Boston is I’m from around here and the 
history of the area, the city and the marathon. The Boston 
Marathon is considered one of the biggest in the world. You 
have people from pretty much every continent coming here 
to compete and to try to win it all or just be part of the tradi- 
tion.” 

Eric Moreschi will become part of that tradition April 
17th. But his impact in raising money for melanoma will 
last much longer than marathon day.

Heat Oven to 350 degrees 

Make fork cut in every sausage 

Cut peppers in pieces and set aside. 

In large skillet place beer and sausages 
and cook on medium heat until sausages are 
tender. When cooled cut into pieces. 

Add the sliced peppers and tomato sauce 
and cook for a few minutes. Now, in a 
slightly greased roasting pan, add all of the 
mixed ingredients and bake covered in 350 
degree oven for about 25 minutes or until 
peppers are tender.

Almost 58 million Amer- 
icans are exposed to loud 
noises at work and home 
at least 4 hours per day, for 
several days a week. Sur- 
prisingly, less than half of 
those exposed, used hearing 
protection. Additionally, for 
the almost 35 million Amer- 
icans who use firearms; only 
58 percent use hearing pro- 
tection. 

Excess noise exposure 
at home or in the commu- 
nity from things like using 
a leaf blower or attending 
loud concerts can impair 
a person’s hearing just as 
much as working in a very 
noisy place. Approximately 
40 million Americans show 
some hearing damage from 
loud noise, with nearly 21 
million reporting no expo- 
sure to loud noise at work.

¢ Keep the volume low 
when watching television, 
listening to music, and using 
earbuds or headphones. 

¢ Request a hearing test 
form your healthcare pro- 
vider at your next checkup.

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Hearing Loss: An Environmental Threat 
A Message From The Quincy Health Department

Hearing empowers us and 

helps us lead our everyday 
lives without constraints. 
It makes it possible for us 
to communicate, socialize 
and work. It also assists us 
in staying connected to the 
outside world and it keeps 
us protected by alerting us 
of potential danger. 

Loud noise exposure is 
a common environmental 
hazard in the United States 
that can lead to hearing loss 
and deterioration of other 
conditions such as_ sleep 
disturbance, cardiovascular 
disease and diabetes. Unless 
your hearing is tested, it’s 
extremely difficult to know 
if it’s damaged. 

Recent CDC surveys 
found about one in four U.S. 
adults who say their hearing 
is good or excellent actu- 
ally have hearing damage. 
The latest CDC report dem- 
onstrates that much of this 
damage is from loud sounds 
encountered during every- 
day activities at home and in 
the community. 

Almost 58 million Amer- 
icans are exposed to loud 
noises at work and home 
at least 4 hours per day, for 
several days a week. Sur- 
prisingly, less than half of 
those exposed, used hearing 
protection. Additionally, for 
the almost 35 million Amer- 
icans who use firearms, only 
58 percent use hearing pro- 
tection. 

Excess noise exposure 
at home or in the commu- 
nity from things like using 
a leaf blower or attending 
loud concerts can impair 
a person’s hearing just as 
much as working in a very 
noisy place. Approximately 
40 million Americans show 
some hearing damage from 
loud noise, with nearly 21 
million reporting no expo- 
sure to loud noise at work. 
This can be disturbing for 
not only those people af- 
fected, but also their loved 
ones. 

CDC researchers ana- 
lyzed more than 3,500 hear- 
ing tests conducted on adult 


participants in a 2012 sur- 
vey. They found that 20 per- 
cent of people who reported 
no job-related noise expo- 
sure had hearing damage in 
a pattern typically initiated 
by noise. This damage, re- 
vealed by a distinctive drop 
in the ability to hear high- 
pitched sounds, emerged as 
early as age 20. The report 
found: 

e. About 53 percent of 
adults with noise-induced 
hearing damage reported 
no job exposure to loud 
sounds. This damage shown 
by a distinctive drop in the 
ability to hear high-pitched 
sounds, appeared as early as 
age 20. 

e¢ Almost one in four 
adults ages 20 to 69 who 
reported good to excellent 
hearing already have some 
hearing loss. 

¢ Almost 1 in 5 adults 
who reported no job expo- 
sure to noise displayed hear- 
ing damage indicative of 
noise exposure. 

¢ The presence of hear- 
ing loss increased with age, 
from about 1 in 5 (19%) 
among young ‘tdults ages

e Hearing loss is more 
common among men and 
people over the age of 40 
years. 

It is more expected that 
older people will have hear- 
ing loss however this study 
finds some young adults are 
already losing some hear- 
ing, so this is a problem for 
all age groups. Questioning 
patients about their hearing, 
and offering tips for reduc- 
ing exposure to loud noises, 
can help assist patients pre- 
serve and sustain their hear- 
ing. 

As the U.S. population 
ages, researchers report that 
millions more will confront 
the prospect of losing their 
hearing. Among American 
adults 20 and older, hearing 
loss is expected to increase 
from 44 million in 2020 (15 
percent of adults) to 73.5 
million by 2060 (23 percent 
of adults).

adults, according to the re- 
searchers from Johns Hop- 
kins Medicine in Baltimore. 

In 2020, 55 percent of all 
adults with hearing loss will 
be 70 or older. In 2060, that 
rate will jump to 67 percent. 
In the approaching decades, 
there will be an amplified 
demand for affordable inter- 


‘ventions and access to hear- 


ing health care services. 
Difficulty with hearing 
is the third most frequently 
reported chronic health con-. 
dition in the U.S. About 40 
million Americans ages 20 
to 69 have hearing loss in 
one or both ears that may be 
the end result of noise expo- 
sure. A few recent studies 
have shown an increase in 
the number of young peo- 
ple exposed to loud sounds 
through portable devices and 
at entertainment venues. 
Research has shown that 
untreated hearing loss is 
linked to anxiety, depres- 
sion, loneliness, and strgss. 
In addition to hearing loss, 
chronic noise exposure has 
been associated with wors- 
ening of heart disease, in- 


creased blood pressure, and 


other unfavorable health 


outcomes. The relevance of 
the necessity of more stud- 
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ies On exposure to noise in 
early life and its relationship 
to hearing loss as people age 
is very evident. 

The cost for the first 
year of hearing loss treat- 
ment in adults ages 65 and 
older is projected to reach 
an estimated $51 billion 
by 2030. Beyond the cost, 
hearing loss can take a toll 
on a person’s quality of life 
and ability to communicate, 
work and remain involved 
in social and family activi- 
ties. Hearing loss has been 
associated with a decrease 
in mental ability; reminding 
us of how essential it is to 
have a provision for hearing 
care for our population. Its 
significance will continue to 
intensify. 

Healthcare providers can 
assist their patients to slow 
the progression of hearing 
loss from noise exposure. 
The CDC encourages pri- 
mary care providers to ques- 
tion patients concerning 
their exposure to loud noise 
and difficulty hearing. When 
patients display or convey 
concerns regarding hearing 
problems, providers should 
examine their hearing, and/ 
or refer them to a hear- 
ing specialist. Health care 
providers should actively

identify patients at risk and 
encourage the use of hearing 
protection in all patients. At 
routine health care visits, 
providers also should clarify 
how noise exposure can per- 
manently damage hearing 
and educate patient’s ways 
to protect their hearing. 

People concerned about 
their hearing can follow 
some common sense tips: 

e Avoid noisy places 
whenever possible. 

¢ Use earplugs, protective 
ear muffs, or noise-cancel- 
ing headphones when they 
are exposed to loud noises. 

¢ Keep the volume low 
when watching television, 
listening to music, and using 
earbuds or headphones. 

¢ Request a hearing test 
form your healthcare pro- 
vider at your next checkup.

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Ex-Spouse Benefits - 
When You Don’t Get

Dear Rusty: I am very confused about where I stand 


with Social Security. I have been divorced twice. First hus- — 


band is 79; I was married to him for 10 years. He is remar- 
ried and collecting Social Security. Second husband is 69; I 
was married to him for 33 years. He is not remarried and is 
still actively working. I’m not sure if he collects yet. Both 
husbands were professionals who had very high incomes. 

I am 75 and have been collecting Social Security from 
the age of 63 based on 21 active years of teaching in the 
city school system, and my Social Security benefit is about 


$1334. I have been working part time ever since but not | 


making more than around $5000 a year. I have been to my 
local Social Security office three times and have been told 
each time that I cannot collect any of my ex-spouses’ Social 
Security until they die. Is this correct information? Signed: 
Confused 

Dear Confused: As an ex-spouse you are eligible for 
spousal benefits if you meet certain criteria, which include 
being at least 62 years of age, not currently married, mar- 
ried to your ex for at least 10 years (and divorced at least 2 
if the other spouse is eligible for Social Security but not yet 
collecting). However in order for you to collect, your ben- 
efit amount as an ex- spouse must be greater than the benefit 
you are already receiving on your own work record. 

The benefit you are entitled to as an ex-spouse is 50% of 
either of your ex-husbands’ Primary Insurance Amount (or 
PIA, the amount they were entitled to at their full retirement 
age). While both of your ex-husbands may be (or may have 


- been) high-income professionals, they only paid Social Se- 
’ curity FICA taxes on whatever the payroll tax limit was for 


each year in their respective careers ($127,200 in 2017 but 
less in preceding years). There is also a maximum PIA 
amount which beneficiaries can earn in retirement benefits. 
For 2017 that maximum is $2687, but it was less in previous 
years. So let’s explore the possibilities: 

Husband number 1 is now 79 years old, was a high- 
earner and was born in 1938. Assuming he contributed the 
maximum amount to Social Security over his career, his PIA 


at his full retirement age of 65 years and 2 months in 2003 - 


could not have been higher than about $2,450. As his ex- 
spouse (or spouse) you would be entitled to 50% of his PIA, 
or abéut $1,225. 

Husband number 2 is now 69 years old, also a high-earn- 
er, and was born in 1948. Again assuming he contributed 
the maximum amount to Social Security over his career, his 


- PIA at his full retirement age of 66 in 2014 could not have 


been higher than $2,533. As his ex-spouse (or spouse) you 
would be entitled to 50% of his PIA, or about $1,266. 

Since your Social Security monthly benefit on your own 
work record is $1,334, and since that is more than 50% of 
both ex-husbands’ PIA, you cannot get a “spousal boost” 
from their Social Security record. The reason Social Secu- 
rity said that you cannot collect anything until one of your 
ex-husbands die is because as a surviving ex-spouse (or 
spouse) you are entitled to 100% of either the deceased PIA 
or, if they waited beyond their full retirement age to start 
benefits whatever they were collecting (or were eligible to 
collect) upon their death. And obviously 100% of either ex- 
spouse’s benefit would be more than your benefit from your 
own work record.

The $38 million project 
to renovate the Wollaston 
station is set to begin this 
July and has a June 2020 
completion date, accord- 
ing to Joe Cheever, a proj- 


- ect manager for the MBTA. 


The 20-month closure of the 
station, during which trains 
will still pass through the fa- 


~ cility but won’t make stops, 


could begin sometime this 
fall. Shuttle buses will run 
between the Wollaston and 
North Quincy stations dur- 
ing that time; Cheever said 
the MBTA would put up 
temporary bus shelters on 
both sides of Wollaston sta- 
tion to accommodate com- 
muters. 

The Wollaston station, 
which opened in 1971, is the 
only Red Line station not in 
compliance with the Ameri- 


cans with Disabilities Act. 


Plans for the station include 
three eievators — one will 
be included in an expanded 
lobby under the station and 
the other two will connect 


' the platform to the parking 


lot via a new walkway over 
the tracks. The project is also 
meant to alleviate concerns 
about flooding at entrances 
to the lobby below the sta- 
tion, which will remain

Cheever said the MBTA 
looked 
scenarios on how to com- 
plete the renovations before 
settling on the plan to close 
the station for 20 months. 
Doing so, he explained, will 
allow the T to finish com- 
pletion sooner while saving 
the cash-strapped agency 
money. 

“The amount of time 
the station is actually under 
construction is less, which, 
from a customer experi- 
ence perspective, is hope- 
fully something they would 
value,” Cheever said. 

“It’s also 25 percent less 
cost and it’s really important 
to know it’s a lot less tem- 
porary construction...when 
you try to keep the station 
open, you extend the plat- 
form to the north, extend the 
platform to the south or do 
some sort of plywood bar- 
riers to get folks on and off 


the train. All those things go 


away with closing the sta- 
tion during construction.” _ 

Cheever noted the MBTA 
has previously closed sta- 
tions — Science Park, Orient 
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into six different — 


Heights and Government 
Center — during renovation 
projects. Those _ stations, 
however, were closed for 
shorter periods of time. He 
said the renovations would 
be substantially completed — 
and the station code compli- 
ant — when it re-opens after 
the 20-month shutdown. 

At the North Quincy sta- 

tion, the T has awarded a pair 
of firms — Atlantic Deyelop- 
ment and Bozzuto Develop- 
ment — rights to construct a 
$200 million mixed-use de- 
velopment with 610 residen- 
tial units and 50,000 square 
feet of retail space on site. 
The project awaits approval 
from the Quincy Planning 
Board. 
Scott Bosworth, the MB- 
TA’s chief strategy officer, 
said the first phase of the 
project would entail con- 
struction of a garage on site 
with 852 spaces — the same 
number of spaces the park- 
ing lot has currently. Con- 
struction of the garage could 
commence as soon as Janu- 
ary 2018 and would take 
about a year to finish. 

“During this time there 
will be some parking inter- 
ruptions,’ Bosworth said. 


during that time, but there 
will be spots taken offline.” 

The T is looking at sev- 
eral options to make up 
for that loss of spaces. The 
first priority is to redesign.

Squantum Point Park 
was home to a pilot ferry 
program last year. Quincy 
undertook the pilot program 
in partnership with Win- 
throp, which paid operation- 
al costs of the service. Bos- 
worth said the state wants to 
see the ferry up and running 
this year, and Transportation 
Secretary Stephanie Pollack 
has offered to help subsidize 
the service provided it works 
for Quincy — city officials 
are still working through de- 
tails on the program. 

“We are committed to 
working with the city to help 
make sure that runs again 
this season, to the point 
where Secretary Pollock has 
offered to subsidize part of 
that. That commitment is as 
long as that schedule works 
for the city of Quincy,” Bo- 
sworth. 

Additionally, Bosworth 
said the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation 
would fund a study on the 
feasibility of permanent 
service at Squantum Point 
Park. The study would be 
done specifically for Quincy 


and not all of the other com- 
munities in Greater Boston. 

The T will also provide 
funding for police details to 
direct traffic at the Neponset 
Circle during the time Wol- 
laston station is closed as a 
further mitigation measure, 
Bosworth said. 

The MBTA closed the 
870-car Quincy. Center ga- 
rage without warning in July 
2012 because. of concerns 
over its structural integrity. 
The T will begin demolition 
of the garage this July, ac- 
cording to project manager 
John McCormack. The de- 
molition work is projected 
to cost $25 million, which 
the T.is paying for, and is 
expected to be completed by 
December 2018. 

The Quincy Center sta- 
tion will remain open dur- 
ing demolition, McCormack 
said. 

City officials have begun 
the process of designing a 
replacement for the garage 
and are also eyeing a mixed- 
use development for the sta- 
tion. McCormack said the 
city has received a $4.2 mil- 
lion federal grant to build 
a new busway on site. The

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On March 25, at approximately 6:10 p.m., the Quincy Po- 
lice Drug Contro] Unit were working in plain clothes and op- 
erating unmarked police vehicles while conducting surveil- 
lance in the Quincy Point/Quincy Square area of the city due 
to recent complaints regarding drug activity. 

Detective Duran was situated on Spear Street and ob- 
served a male walk out of one of the buildings. He recog- 
nized the male from past incidents and knew that he is a crack 
cocaine user. A few months earlier, the male was involved in 
an incident where detectives believed a drug transaction had 
occurred. On that day, it is believed that he ingested crack co- 
caine upon seeing the police and admitted that he was await- 
ing a delivery of crack cocaine. 

The male walked up the street by Detective Duran and 
waved to him, then continued walking towards Coddington 
Street. About five minutes later, Detective Duran observed 
a black Toyota Camry come to a stop at the intersection of 
Francis Avenue and Spear Street. 

The detective queried the license plate that showed the 
Camry was registered to a male from Brockton. A check of 
the owner’s record showed 45 entries on his adult criminal 
record, with several of the entries being drug related. The 
Camry drove off briefly and then returned to the area. De- 
tective Duran then radioed other Detectives in the area and 
informed them of the vehicle. 

Detective Powers and O’Brien immediately recognized 
the vehicle and license plate as one they received past drug 
complaints about. The detectives were aware that a substance 
abuser lives in the area where the Camry was lingering about. 
In addition, the detectives had received numerous anony- 
mous complaints that drug activity was occurring there too. 
Detective Duran kept surveillance on the Camry as it trav- 
elled down Francis Avenue. The Camry had tinted windows 
but there only appeared to be one occupant (driver) in the 
vehicle. As the Camry reached the intersection of Francis Av- 
enue and Newcomb Street, it stopped on the side of the road. 

Within two minutes the Camry drove off onto McGrath 
Highway. The Detectives lost sight of the Camry, howev- 
er, in less than 10 minutes, the Camry returned to the area 
and stopped at an apartment building on Spear Street. Once 
stopped, Detective Duran watched as the male who waved 
to him earlier exited the passenger seat and walked into the 
building on Spear Street he previously walked out of. The 
Camry drove off towards McGrath Highway. At that time, 
the detectives involved in this investigation believed that the 
operator of the Camry and the male engaged in a street level 
drug transaction. 

Since the male had already had entered his residence, the 
decision was made to keep the Camry under surveillance as it 
travelled through Quincy to see if it engaged in another drug 
transaction. The Camry was followed onto Quarry Street 
where the driver went from the left lane to the right lane 
without signaling, which caused Detective Coen to apply his 
brakes sa as not to collide with the Camry. Officer Paul Fol- 
ey, in a marked unit, pulled the Camry over on Quarry Street 
nearby Hall Place. 

Officer Foley approached the passenger side of the Camry 
and informed him that he was being stopped because of the

unsafe lane change on Quarry 
Street. Officer Foley asked the 
driver where he was coming 
from and‘he said that he just 
dropped a friend off in the area 
of TJ MAXX (100 Granite St.) 
because his friend works nearby. 
All officers involved knew this 
.statement was not truthful. Of- 
ficer-Foley conferred with detec- 
tives Powers and Coen about the 
lie. Detective Coen then walked 
to the passenger side of the Cam- 
ry and observed the driver place 
his right hand to his mouth and drink from a water bottle. De- 

tective Coen knew that drug dealers will often have a bottle 

of water readily available. If stopped by the Police they can 

destroy the evidence by swallowing the drugs with the assis- 

tance of the bottled water. 

Detective Coen notified Detective Powers, who was now 
at the driver’s side of the vehicle, of his observations. Detec- 
tive Powers instructed the driver to unlock-his door and exit 
the vehicle. The driver stalled by questioning why, but then 
exited the Camry. Sergeant Tapper, Detectives O’Brien and 
Duran arrived on scene. The driver was then escorted to the 
sidewalk. 

When asked why he was being detained, the driver was 
told it was a drug investigation. He responded, “I got nothing 
on me. You can search me” as he turned around and placed 
both hands on the fence behind him without being ‘prompted. 
to do so. Detective Coen then searched the driver and found 
three folds of money ($220, $100 and $2) in his sweatpants. 
Detective Coen also located one empty plastic sandwich bag 
in the same pocket. DCU Detectives know from their training 
and experience that plastic sandwich bags are a used to 
package drugs for sale. 

Detective Coen smelled the plastic sandwich ise and im- 
mediately recognized the distinctive odor of Cocaine emanat- 
ing from the bag. Detective Coen brought this to the driver’s 
attention and he said, “I got nothing on me. I swallowed 
it.” Concerned that the driver may need medical attention, 
Detective Coen asked him how many he swallowed and he 
said, “two” while refusing medical attention. The driver then 
asked, “Am I going to be arrested?” Detective Coen advised 
the driver that the investigation was ongoing and that a drug 
detection K9 was going to perform a scan of his person and 
vehicle. 

At this time Officer Paul Foley and his drug detection K9 
partner “Chaglie” were deployed on the Caffiry. K9 Charlie 
showed a change in behavior indicating a drug odor outside 
of the Camry at the driver’s door, to the area of the driver’s 
seat and to the area surrounding the driver. Officer Foley then 
directed -K9 “Charlie” to sniff Detective Coen’s person as 
he had the plastic sandwich bag seized from the driver. K9

“Charlie” showed a change in behavior and showed a posi- 
tive alert as he continued to detect a drug odor from Detective 
Coen’s front sweatshirt pocket. 

Detectives O’Brien, Powers and Duran searched the ve- 
hicle and found two empty sandwich bags in the headliner 
of the Camry.. Detective O’Brien noticed the corners of the 
plastic sandwich bags were missing and had been cut away. 
DCU Detectives know from their training and experience 
that plastic sandwich bags are often used to package drugs 
for street level distribution. Detective O’Brien also located 
a pair of scissors in the middle console which are often used 
in drug distribution. Detective Powers also located two cell 
phones inside the Camry. The plastic sandwich bags, scissors 
and cell phones were later seized as evidence. 

As the Detectives were searching the Camry, Detective 
Coen stood next to the driver who then asked, “Is this going 
to be much longer? I need to take a sh@#.” Detective Coen 
noted that the driver appeared very nervous so he told him 
that he was going to search him and once again asked him if 
he had any drugs on his person. The driver said no. Detec- 
tive Coen then led the driver to a remote area for privacy. The 
driver, without being instructed, started to reach into his un- 
dergarments. Detective Coen advised him to keep his hands 
out of his pants. Detective Coen pulled the driver’s waist- 
band of his sweatpants and underwear forward to visually 
inspect inside and immediately observed a knotted plastic 
bag containing Crack Cocaine. Detective Coen removed the 
drug and handed it over to Detective Duran. Detective Coen 
advised the driver he was under arrest and was assisted by 
Officer Foley placing him in handcuffs. Detective Coen told 
the driver a further search of his person would be conducted 
at QPD Headquarters. The driver then said, “I got a lot more 
on me but I’m not trafficking.” 

Back at the station, Detective Coen and Detective Ser- 
geant Tapper escorted the driver to a private cell to conduct 
a further search. He was allowed to remove his own clothing 
and as he did this two individually packaged knotted plastic 
corner bags containing Crack Cocaine fell to the ground from 
his crotch area. The driver then pulled out a plastic sandwich 
bag containing 1lindividually packaged knotted plastic cor- 
ner bags of Crack Cocaine. A total of 14 bags were seized 
from the driver. Detectives involved in this investigation 
believed the bags were packaged in a manner intended for 
distribution. _ 

The driver, a 39 year-old Dorchester resident, was charged 
with possession of Class B (crack cocaine) with the intent to 
distribute (subsequent offense) and marked lanes violation. 


‘He was previously found guilty of possession of Class B with 


the intent to distribute in Suffolk Superior Court in 2012. 

The Camry was towed to the station for further searching 
however no other contraband was located in the vehicle. 

A total of $322 U.S. currency and the two cell phones 
were seized pending civil forfeiture. Detectives involved 
in this investigation believe the money is proceeds from 
drug sales and the cell phones were used to facilitate such 
sales.

By TOM GORMAN 

The top winners of the 
Quincy High School STEM 
fair and North Quincy High 


School science fair were ° 


recognized by the school 
committee. 

Quincy High’s second 
place winner Dash Chin 
and third place ‘finisher Al- 
exander Ireland along with 

North Quincy High top win- 
ner Tamara Liang, second 
place winner Grace Kelliher 
and third place winner Luke 
Molloy each explained their 
projects to committee mem- 
bers on March 15. Quincy 
High’s first place winner 
Rachel Shen was not-able to 
attend. 

“We have some real sci- 
entists with us this evening 
who worked very hard,” 
School Supt. Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro said. 

Quincy High science de- 
partment Chairman Edward 
Smith and North Quincy 
High’s science head Ken 
Panaro introduced their re- 
spective students. 

Chin said that he and 
his project partner, Klei 


Hamzallari, the latter who 


was not able to attend the 
school committee meeting, 
experimented with ways to 
mitigate oil spill disasters. 
They developed a bacteria 
solution that breaks up oil 
compounds. 


“It will efficiently clean 
up oil spills,” said Chin. 
Ireland constructed a 


model of mini pods where 


people could take shelter 
in the wake of a natural di- 
saster. He got the idea af- 
ter the 2011 Japan tsunami 


that wiped out thousands of 


coastal homes leaving near- 
ly 250,000 homeless. 

He showed his model of 
the pods that ara stacked to 
help save space and provide 
temporary — shelter during 
and after a tsunami or simi- 
lar disaster. 

“People can live in the 
pods during a disaster until 
the city is rebuilt,” Ireland 
said. 

North Quincy’s Liang 
explained her project on po- 
tential health effects. from 
wi-fi radiation. Exposing 75 
fruit flies to wi-fi waves re- 
sulted in some deformities. 

“A lot of them had white 
eyes and curved, serrated 
wings,” she said. 

Kelliher | experimented 
with different amounts of 


trypan blue, a stain used to 


detect dead cells, in pond 
water to determine various 
shifts in fluorescence. 

“The more concentrated 
the trypan blue, there was 
more fluorescence,” she 
said, explain that the proce- 
dure could be used as an aid 


to determine the viability of

Bryson is planning on 
running a 1500 and 5000 in 
her first two outdoor meets 
and decide after that just 
what event she wants to fo- 
cus on.

She’s expecting to debut 
this spring at the Amherst 
Invitational and has an ul- 
timate goal of running un- 
der 4:30 in the 1500 and to 
break 17:00' in the 5000.

Fatal Fire Fueled 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Investigators have de- 
termined a fatal February 
house fire that claimed the 
lives of Thelma Powers, 67, 
and her 19-year-old grand- 
son, William Powers, was 
accidental and spread by 
oxygen cylinders present in 
the home. 

William’s father, Mi- 
chael, escaped the fire by 
jumping from a second floor 
window. 

The Feb. 12 fire at 13 Bell 
St. in Houghs Neck started 
in the first floor living room 
of the single-family home, 
where one of the victims had 
experienced past fires falling 
asleep while smoking, State 
Fire Marshal Peter J. Os- 
troskey, Quincy Fire Chief 
Joseph Barron and Quincy 
Police Chief Paul Keenan 
said March 28. The victim 
also used home medical ox- 
ygen and there were several 
cylinders in the room that 
failed during the fire. 

The release of the oxy- 


gen fueled the fire that raced 
up the stairwell trapping 
the second floor occupants. 
When oxygen is used in the 
home, the amount of oxygen 
in air, furniture, bedding, 
clothing and hair goes up, 
making it easier for a fire to 
start and spread. When more 
oxygen is in the air, fires 
burn hotter and faster. 

“This is the second fa- 


tal fire this year most likely 


caused by smoking and 
fueled by home medical 
oxygen,” Ostroskey said. 
“There simply is no safe 
way to smoke around home 
oxygen. Turning off the ox- 
ygen is not enough because 
your clothes, hair, bedding 
and the tubing are oxygen- 
enriched.” 

“This was a terrible fire 
for this family and the ex- 
tended community,” Barron 
said. “Using medical oxy- 
gen at home is a growing 
practice and it is important 
to understand the fire safety 
risks that come with it for

Keep oxygen and tubing 10 
feet away from heat sources 
such as candles, matches, 
lighters, heaters, wood- 
stoves, electric razors, hair 
dryers, cooking stoves, and 
smoking materials; do not 
use petroleum-based prod- 
ucts such as oil-based lip 
balms or lotions because 
they catch fire easily; and 
If you are going to smoke, 
disconnect the oxygen, wait 
ten minutes and go outside 
to smoke, allowing oxygen 
time to come off your hair 
and clothes, and lowering 
the danger of fire.

Support For LED Streetlights 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council could 
approve a plan to convert 
6,500 streetlights to energy- 
efficient LED bulbs as early 
as next week — a plan city 
officials say could save $15 
million over the lifespan of 
the LEDs. 


The council’s finance 
committee on Monday vot- 
ed 8-1 in favor of borrowing 
$3.62 million to pay for the 
purchase and installation of 
the new LEDs. A final vote 
of the council is needed to 
approve the request, which 
could take place as soon as 


next Tuesday. 

The city plans on entering 
into a contract with Siemens 
to replace the streetlights 
with LEDs; 80 percent of 
the lights at traffic signals 
citywide would also be 
converted. The $3.62 mil- 
lion would pay for purchase 


and installation of the LED 
bulbs. The city expects to 
receive about $1 million in 
reimbursements and grants 
to offset nearly a third of 
those costs. \

The 
administration will discuss 
the matter both internally 


~ and with councillors, he 
said. 

“We're happy to enter- 
tain any suggestion, but 
no determination has been 
made,” Walker said. 

The $27 million request, 
introduced April 3, includes 
$15.7 million for the con- 

~ struction of the next phase of 
the Hancock-Adams Green 
in Quincy Center, $2.4 mil- 
lion to design and permit im- 
provements to Merrymount 
Park, and $500,000 for a 
new dog park on Quarry 
Street, among other items. 

The $27 million would 
be paid off using hotel/ 
motel tax receipts — the tax 
paid when someone stays at 
a hotel or motel in Quincy. 
Under the city’s laws, 85 
percent of hotel/motel tax 
money can be used for park,

MBTA Unveils Quincy Center Garage Demo Plan 


18-Month Project Begins In July; Station To Remain Open 


By TOM GORMAN 

MBTA officials have un- 
veiled their plan to lop off 
the top three levels of the 
five-story Quincy Center T 
parking garage and prepare 
it for redevelopment. 

About 50 residents at- 
tended a public meeting 
hosted by T officials at city 
hall on April 6. The $25 mil- 
lion, 18-month plan calls for 
demolition work to begin in 
July and be completed by 
the end of 2018. The project 
also involves some upgrades 
to the station including re- 


placing the existing elevator 
and providing an accessible 
entrance at the Burgin Park- 
way side. 

According to project 
manager John McCormack, 
the top three floors of the 
garage will be removed and 
the second level will remain, 
bringing the structure to the 
same level as the Burgin 
Parkway side. ” 

He noted the Quincy 
Center station would re- 
main open and fully opera- 
tional during construction 


but there will be some tem- 
porary changes relative to 
parking and drop-off. 

The garage, which rises 
above the station platform 
and tracks, was built in 
1971. It was shut down in 
July 2012 due to structural 
issues, namely when pieces 
of concrete began falling 
from the deck. 

“The demolition is being 
done out of necessity,” said 
MBTA community relations 
Director Rick Colon. “It’s a 
safety issue. Buses and cars 


can no longer be on that 
structure.” 

McCormack noted the 
garage’s structural support 
— the girders and columns — 
are sound and that the issue 
lies with the deteriorating 
concrete decks. 

In addition to the demo- 
lition of the garage, the sta- 
tion will receive a facelift. 

“(The station) actually 
will be improved and we 
will bring the station up to 
current codes and compli-

Doggie Demographics | 


his week we’re going to the dogs. 
Call it a canine column. 

Our focus: four-legged, tail-waging friends. 

More on spot: we’re all about doggie demographics in 
the City of Quincy. 

Our bow! is full of dog statistics — like how many ca- 
nines are registered in Quincy, popular breeds and promi- 
nent names. 

Are you begging for more? 

Thoughts so. 

So let’s unleash some of these stats. Our thanks: to the 
City Clerk’s office for providing this information. 

For starters, there were 2,828 dogs licensed in Quincy 
during 2016. That was down slightly compared to 2015 
when 2,936 canines were licensed. From 2012 to 2014 there 
was a steady increase in dog licenses issued — 2,168, 2,646 
and 2,784 respectively for those three years. 

When it comes to breeds, the top dog in Quincy is the 
Labrador Retriever with 225 licensed. Four other dog types/ 
breeds break the 100 mark. They are lab mix (161), Shih 
Tzu (127), Chihuahua (125) and mixed breed (120). 

Rounding out the top 10 most popular dogs in Quincy are 
the Golden Retriever (97), Yorkshire Terrier (92), Maltese 


. (90), Terrier mix (85) and German Shepherd (79). 


Some other prevalent pooches and how many of them 
licensed in Quincy are: 

The Pug (70), Boxer (69), Beagle (69), Pomeranian (67), 
Dachshund (62), Jack Russell Terrier (57), Boston Terrier 
(49), Bichon Frise (44), Poodle (42), English Bulldog (42), 
Cocker Spaniel (41) and Pit Bull (40). 

On the other end of the spectrum, according to city re- 
cords as of last Friday, there are 27 “unique” dogs licensed 


in Quincy — meaning there are only one of the following 
- types in the city: 


Bloodhound, Black Russian Terrier, Aussie Cross, Bo- 
lognese, Finnish Spitz, Pinscher,-Old English Sheepdog, 
Mountain Curr, Mexican Hairless, Kerry Blue Terrier, Kee- 
shond, Sheapoodle,-Heeler Mix, Gordon Setter, English 
Mastiff, Frenchton, Tibetan Terrier, Eurasier, Entleboucher 
Sennehund, Shih-Poo, English Bull Terrier, Soft Coat Ter- 
rier, Spitz Mix, Chinese Crested, Cavadoodle, Swiss Moun- 
tain and Golden Pyrenees. 

All total, there are some 133 different breeds/types of 
dogs licensed in Quincy. 

That’s a lot of varied tails wagging. 

And all these dogs need names, right? 

So, care to venture a guess as to the most popular dog 
name in Quincy? 

If you said “buddy” you would be . . . incorrect. 

Apparently local dog owners love the name “Lucy.” 

By a vibrissa (whisker), Lucy is the most prevalent pooch 
moniker in Quincy with 37 dogs of this name. Next is Max 
(36 dogs), Bailey (35) and Bella (34). Rounding out the top 
nine dog names in Quincy are Daisy (32), Molly (31), Char- 
lie (27), Lola (26) and Chloe (25). Five names are tied for 
10th place with 24 each: Teddy, Lily, Cooper, Maggie and 
Buddy. 

Only five other names reached 20 in popularity. They 
are: Jack (22), Sadie (22), Brady (21), Penny (21) and Abby 
(20). 

Other interesting tidbits: 

Seven dogs licensed in Quincy are named Quincy. There 
are no Hancocks but there’s one Abigail and one Quincy 
Adams. 

Besides Brady, other sports figures are on the list. There 
are nine Bruschi (in honor of retired New England Patriots 
linebacker Tedy Bruschi), six Tuukka (named after the Bos- 
ton Bruins goalie Tuukka Rask) and four Neely (Bruins Hall 
of Famer Cam Neely.) 

There are also seven dogs named “Fenway” and four 
“Wrigley.” Both are also the names of the two oldest ball- 
parks in Major League Baseball. Only one Gronk (New 
England Patriots tight end Rob Gronkowski) which some 
may find a little surprising. 


The name “Rover” can move over . . . to the extinct list. 


No dogs licensed in Quincy are named Rover according to 


recent records. But other old-school canine names made the 
list including Rufus (5), Spike (4) and Snoopy (4). There are 
also two Roscoes and one Spot. 


here. 
There are'three dogs named “Brewski”, two “Guinness,” 
one “Captain Morgan,” a “Chardonnay” and one “Bud- 


weiser.” Couldn’t find a Pretzel, folks, but there are a few. 


Peanuts. 

Other food well served on the list: Fenway Frank, Hazel 
Nut, Hershey, Burger, Bagel, Cupcake, Chili Cheese Dog 
and Captain Crunch. 

And literary characters and action figures also inspire 
local dog names. Among them: Wild Bill Hickok (2), Doc 
Holliday (2), Flash Gordon, Batman, Huckleberry Finn and 
Betty Boop. 

Stars of sound and stage also make an appearance. There 
are dogs named Blue Eyes (Frank Sinatra fan?), ic and 
Dirty Harry (Clint Eastwood). 

You get the picture. 

Dog owners love their four-legged friends and are very 
creative in naming them. 

There’s also a little a history behind some of the dog li- 
censes. 

For instance, there is a dog named Teddy who has license 
number “9” in honor of Ted Williams, the late great Boston 
Red Sox Hall of Famer. The owner apparently wanted dog 
license 406 in honor of the Splendid Splinter’s batting av- 
erage in 1941. Seventy-five years later, it remains the last 
season that any major leaguer has = with a batting 
average higher than .400° 

So, when the owner inquired about license number 406, 
he was told it was already in circulation. But as luck would 
have it, number 9 was available. So Teddy has that magic 
numeral that was worn by Williams during his baseball ca- 
reer. 

Dog License #1 belongs to “Zeus,” 
case you were wondering. 

While statistics and names are fun to look at, dog licenses 
are taken seriously by the City of Quincy. 

They @re important for public safety and dog identifica- 
tion, says City Clerk Nicole Crispo. 

“All licensed dogs are required to have their rabies shots. 
That’s a public safety issue. You can’t receive a dog license 
unless your dog is vaccinated,” she notes. . 

Dogs can be vaccinated for rabies by a veterinarian or at 
a rabies clinic the city holds every year. Vets who vaccinate 
dogs who reside in Quincy send a copy of the vaccination 
form to the City Clerk. 

The city’s rabies clinic is held once a year, This year’s 
clinic was held last Saturday, April 8. 

Licenses can also help ID stray dogs. Each dog license 
issued is numbered. The number is recorded along with in- 
formation about the dog’s owner. 

“If your dog gets lost and the dog is wearing the dog tag, 
the person who finds the dog can read the tag number. That 
information will help identify the dog’s owner name and ad- 
dress and that information can help track down the owner,” 
Crispo said. 

Dog owners are reminded that 2017 licenses are avail- 
able at the City Clerk’s Office located on the second floor 
of the City Hall glass annex building, 1305 Hancock St. The 
cost is $10 through the end of April. On May 1, the cost to 
license a dog doubles to $20. $o far, about 800 dogs have 
received their license this year. 

Crispo anticipates that this year the city could reach 
3,000 licensed dogs. The number is certainly within reach 
considering the multitude of new pet-friendly apartments 
that have popped up in Quincy. 

The mayor’s office is also keenly aware of pooch popu- 
larity in Quincy. 

Mayor Thomas Koch has sacipceel a new $750,000 dog 
park on a 22-acre site off Quarry Street. Of that money, 
$500,000 would be financed by the city’s hotel/motel tax. 
The other $250,000 would be funded by a grant. . 

. The mayor has also proposed to spend $7.1 million on a 
new animal shelter also at the 22-acre site. That bond would 
be paid back by the city’s general fund. 

Crispo says she’s heard from many dog owners who want 
such a dog park in Quincy. 

The money to fund both the park and shelter neetts City 
Council approval. 

If dogs could vote, these proposals would pass.

Eligible donors can give 
red blood cells through ei- 
ther a regular whole blood 
donation or a Power Red 
donation, where available. 
Power Red donors give a 
concentrated dose of red 
blood cells during a single 
donation, allowing them 
to maximize their impact. 


During this type of dona- 
tion, red blood cells are 
separated from other blood 
components, and the plasma 
and platelets. are safely and 
comfortably returned to the 
donor. 

While donors of all blood 
types are encouraged to give 
blood, type O, A negative 
and B negative donors..are 
urged to give Power Reds if 
they meet the additional eli- 
gibility criteria. Type O neg- 
ative is the universal blood 
type and can be transfused 
to patients of any blood type 
in an emergency. Similarly, 
type O positive can be trans- 
fused to Rh-positive patients 


Types A _ 
negative and B negative can — 
be transfused to Rh-positive 
or negative patients. Power 
Red donations help ensure a 
stable supply of these criti-

Whole blood can be do- 
nated every 56 days, up to 
six times a year, and Power 
Red donations may be made 
every 112 days, up to tree 
times per year.

Hiccups occur when 

a spasm causes contrac- 
tions of the diaphragm, the 
muscle that separates your 
chest from your abdomen 
and plays an important role 
in breathing. This spasm 
initiates an intake of breath 
that is suddenly impeded 
by the closure of the vocal 
cords (glottis). This closure 
generates the characteristic 
“hiccup” sound. 

Hiccups may be the con- 
sequence of a large meal, al- 
coholic beverages or sudden 
excitement. In some cases, 
hiccups may be an indica- 
tion of an underlying medi- 
cal condition. 

For the majority of peo- 
ple, a bout of hiccups typi- 
cally lasts only a few min- 
utes. Rarely, hiccups may 
persist for months. This can 
result in malnutrition and 
exhaustion. The distinctive 
sound of a hiccup is the only 
sign. Sometimes the only 
symptom is a trivial tighten- 
ing sensation in your chest, 
abdomen or throat that pre- 
cedes the sound. It is impor- 
tant to call your healthcare 
provider if your hiccups 
persist in excess of 48 hours 
or if they are so severe that 
they cause difficulties with 
eating, sleeping or breath- 
ing. ; 

The most widespread 
triggers for hiccups that last 


_ less than 48 hours include: 


e Drinking carbonated 
beverages 

¢ Drinking too much al- 
cohol/smoking 

¢ Eating too much 

e Excitement or emotion- 
al stress 

e Sudden temperature 
changes such as drinking a 
hot beverage and then a cold 
beverage 

¢ Swallowing too much 
air with chewing gum or 
sucking on candy 

Hiccups that last more 
than 48 hours are referred 
to as persistent hiccups. 
While very rare, intractable 
hiccups may be caused by 
a number of factors, which 
are typically classified into 
the following categories: 

Nerve damage or irri- 
tation - This refers to dam- 
age or irritation of the vagus 
nerves or phrenic nerves,

which serve the diaphragm 
muscle. Factors that may 
cause damage or irritation to 
these nerves include: 

¢ A hair or something else 
in your ear touching your 
eardrum 

¢ A tumor, cyst or goiter 
in your neck 

e Gastroesophageal _re- 
flux 

¢ Sore throat or laryngitis 

Central nervous sys- 
tem disorders - Conditions 
such as a tumor or infec- 
tion in your central nervous 
system or damage to your 
central nervous system as a 
consequence of trauma can 
disrupt your body’s normal 
control of the hiccup reflex. 

Examples include: 

¢ Encephalitis 

¢ Meningitis 

¢ Multiple sclerosis 

¢ Stroke 

¢ Traumatic brain injury 

¢ Tumors 


Metabolic disorders and 
drugs can trigger long-term 
hiccups including: 

Alcoholism 

*Anesthesia 

*Barbiturates 

Diabetes 

*Electrolyte imbalance 

¢Kidney failure 

Steroids 

¢Tranquilizers 

Hiccups occur in virtu- 
ally every human being, 
including babies and older 
adults. However, men are 


much more likely to develop 
long-term hiccups than are 
women. Additional factors 
that may increase your risk 
of hiccups include: 

¢ Mental or emotional 
issues. Anxiety, stress and 
exhilaration have been as- 
sociated with some cases 
of short-term and long-term 
hiccups. 

¢ Surgery. Certain people 
may acquire hiccups after 
undergoing general anesthe- 
sia or after procedures that 
involve abdominal organs. 

Though prolonged hic- 
cups are an annoyance, 
more seriously they may in- 
terfere with eating, sleeping, 
speech and wound healing 
after surgery. Initially you 
may consult your primary 
care physician regarding 
your persistent hiccups, 
but subsequently you may 
be referred to a doctor who 
specializes in neurological 
disorders. 

Preceding your appoint- 
ment, you may want to put 
together a list that includes: 
detailed descriptions of 
your symptoms, informa- 
tion about past and present 
medical conditions, 
about the medical problems 
of your parents or siblings, 
all the medications and di- 
etary supplements you take 
and questions you want to 
ask the doctor. 

Your doctor may inquire:

Imaging, tests that may 
be able to detect anatomi- 
cal abnormalities affecting 
the vagus nerve, phrenic 
nerve or diaphragm may be 
ordered including a chest 
X-ray, Computerized  to- 
mography (CT) ,Magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI) . 
Additionally an endoscopic 
test utilizing a thin, flexible 
tube containing a tiny cam- 
era can be passed down your 
throat to check for problems 
in your esophagus or wind- 
pipe. 3 

Most cases of hiccups 
subside on their own with- 
out medical treatment. When 
long-term hiccups don’t re- 
spond to other remedies, al- 
ternative treatments, such as 
hypnosis and acupuncture, 
may be beneficial. If an un- 
derlying medical condition 
is triggering your hiccups, 
treatment of that illness may 
eliminate the hiccups. 

Drugs commonly used 
to treat long-term hiccups 
include: 

¢ Chlorpromazine 

¢ Metoclopramide 

¢ Baclofen

Another option is to sur- 
gically implant a battery- 
operated device to deliver 
mild electrical stimulation 
to your vagus nerve. This 
procedure is most frequently 
used to treat epilepsy, but it 
has also assisted in control- 
ling persistent hiccups. - 

Although there’s no cer- 
tain way to stop hiccups, if 
you have a bout of hiccups 
that lasts longer than a few 
minutes, the following home 
remedies may deliver relief, _.. 
although they are unproven: 

¢ Breathe into a paper 
bag 

¢ Gargle with ice water / 
quickly drink a glass of cold 
water 

¢ Hold your breath and 
counting slowly to 10 

¢ Eating a teaspoon of 
sugar or honey.

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WEP - Substantial 
Earnings Test

Dear Rusty: I turn 62 this June. I colle¢t‘a State Teach- 
ers Retirement and have been told I face a windfall reduc- 
tion in my SS benefits if I have less than 30 service years 
in SS. Social Security claims that the years listed below 
do not qualify as years worked because the income is too 
low. Having researched SS regulations it stated that prior 
to 1978, quarters were earned if you made $50 in a quar- 
ter. If this is correct can you tell me why these years listed 
below would not count? SS claims I am three years short 
of 30 because of these years: 1971 (earned $636); 1972 
(earned $799); 1973 (earned $2175). Thank you for your 
help. Signed: Retired Teacher 

Dear Retired: What you’re referring to is Social Secu- 
rity’s Windfall Elimination Provision (WEP) which applies 
when a person has a pension from an employer who did not 
withhold Social Security payroll tax, as well as income from 
an employer who did withhold Social Security payroll tax. 
In this case the question isn’t really whether your income 
was enough to earn a “quarter credit” toward the required 40 
credits to be eligible for Social Security benefits, but rather 
whether your income for those years met what Social Secu- 
rity calls their “substantial earnings” test. In order to qual- - 
ify as substantial earnings in the formula for computing the 
Windfall Elimination Provision (WEP) your Social Security 
earnings each year must meet or exceed a substantial earn- 
ings test. Social Security’s substantial earnings minimums 
for the years you wrote about were: 

1971 - $1,950; anes 

1972 - $2,250; 

1973 - $2,700. 

So as you can see, you did not meet or exceed their Sub- 
stantial Earnings requirement for the years 1971 through 
1973 because you only earned $675, $799 and $2175 re- 
spectively in those years. Those three years are what made 
the difference between having your Social Security benefit 
reduced because you have only 27 years of “substantial So- 
cial Security earnings”, and being exempt from WEP be- 
cause you have 30 or more years of Social Security income. 
What this means in terms of your benefit computation is that 
instead of applying a 90% factor to the first $885 (“first bend - 
point”) of your average indexed monthly earnings amount, 
they will instead apply a 75% factor. In terms of 2017 dol- 
lars, that means that instead of that first “bend peint” con- 
tributing $796.50 to your Social Security benefit amount, 
it would contribute $663.75 or $132.50 less. But since for 
anyone first eligible for Social Security in 2017 the maxi- 
mum WEP reduction for 27 years of substantial earnings 
is $128.40, that is the amount your Social Security henefit 
would be reduced as a result of the Windfall Elimination 
Provision.

Police Cracking Down 
On Distracted Drivers 


The Quincy Police De- 
partment is conducting a 
series of patrols designed 
to reduce the number of 
crashes, fatalities, and in- 
juries. caused by distracted 
driving. 

The effort is part of a 
statewide enforcement and 
education campaign by the 
Highway Safety Division 
(HSD) of the Executive Of- 
fice of Public Safety and Se- 
curity (EOPSS) to address a 
historic rise in fatal crashes 
fueled by driver distraction. 
The campaign is designed to 
raise awareness of the im- 
portance of attentive and en- 
gaged driving and will focus 
on the dangers distracted 
driving poses to everyone 
on the road including bicy- 
clists and pedestrians. 

Massachusetts law pro- 
hibits adult drivers from 
writing, sending, or read- 
ing electronic messages, 
interacting with apps or 
browsing the Internet while 
driving even if stopped at 
a light. Teen drivers under 
18 are prohibited entirely 
from using mobile phones 
and other electronic devices 
while driving. Fines go as 
high as $500. Teen drivers 
can also lose their license 
for up to one year. 

“Our goal is keeping all 
road users in our community 
safe. If you text, dial, or read 
a message on your phone 
while driving, you are en- 
dangering the lives of those 
around you, and you will be 
stepped,” said Quincy Po- 
lice Captain John Dougan. 
“Using our community’s 
crash data, our officers Will 
determine where the ma- 
jority of crashes occur and 
focus their patrols in those 
areas.” 

Preliminary Massachu- 


setts data shows a 13 per- 


_ cent increase in motor ve- 


hicle fatalities from 2015 to 
2016 — more than double the 
national average according 
to the Fatality Analysis Re- 
porting System (FARS). 

Nationally in 2015, fatal- 
ities from crashes involving 
a distracted driver increased 
by 9 percent according to 
the National Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA). 

In Massachusetts, dis- 
tracted driving fatalities are 
highest among adults ages 
18-34 and 75+ (FARS). 

Pedestrian fatalities in 
Massachusetts increased by 
26 percent in 2015 accord- 
ing to the Governors High- 
way Safety Association 
(GHSA). 

Nationally, 1 out of 10 
drivers between the ages 
of 15 and 19 years old in- 
volved in fatal crashes was 
distracted (NHTSA). 

Ninety-four percent of all 
crashes are caused by driver 
error (NHTSA).

ance which now it is not,” 
said McCormack. 

The improvements in- 
clude a new, handicapped 
accessible walkway at the 
Burgin Parkway side lead- 
ing to the commuter rail 
“platform and a new elevator. 
A control room for. the new 
elevator will be built at the 
back of the Red Line level. 

McCormack said buses 
coming into the Burgin 
Parkway side will load and 


unload passengers in a new . 


covered entrance. 

“You won’t be in the 
weather,” he said. 

Before demolition be- 
gins, a work zone will be 
created around the perimeter 
of the station necessitating 
some temporary shifting of 
the busway and parking. 

On the Hancock Street 
side, the busway will be 
bumped out, taking over the 
existing taxi stand. A sec- 
tion of the parking lot will 

be converted for the new 
taxi stand. 

“We will be shifting these 
over on a temporary basis,” 
McCormack said. 

The Burgin Parkway side 
work zone will be extended 
out to the sidewalk and the 
bus turn-in. All bus drop- 
offs will be directed to the 
Hancock Street entrance. 
The existing crosswalk will 
be shifted more toward 
Granite Street and the new 


handicapped accessible 


- walkway will be built. 


McCormack said there 
will be police details to help 
direct traffic. 

On the inside, fire-re- 
sistant nylon netting will 
be placed under the ceiling 
to catch any falling debris 
during demolition work. A 
shielding enclosure will be 
installed around the garage. 

“The shielding system 
is to protect the public, the 
trains and the employees 
and also keep access to im- 
portant parts of the station 
surrounding the building,” 
McCormack said. 

Once the work zone and 
shielding have been set up, 
demolition and other work 
will begin. 

McCormack said it would 
be up to the contractor how 
the demolition would be 
done, but he envisioned 
long-boom excavators with 
pulverisers that will chew 
the concrete. Also, small, 
robotic excavator machines 
would likely be used to ac- 
cess tight areas. He said 


. there would be no wrecking 


ball or explosives used. 

He also noted there would 
be no demolition overnight. 

All debris will be collect- 
ed and carted off site, Mc- 
Cormack explained, adding 
that this procedure would be 
done frequently. 

After the demolition is 
completed, the second level 


will remain and be part of 
the T’s Quincy Center Sta- 
tion Air Rights Redevelop- 
ment Project. 

McCormack said the city 
has the final say of what 
type of development would 
go there, but some concep- 
tual plans he has seen show 
a garage above retail, resi- 
dential and office space. 

Several residents at the 
meeting were critical of the 
plan to demolish the Quincy 
Center garage in conjunction 
with the Wollaston T station 
being shut down for a two- 
year renovation project. 

“(The Quincy Center -ga- 
rage) has been sitting there 
as an eyesore forever and 
now you pick the same time 
as Wollaston...that makes 
no sense,” said Peg Mans- 
field. 

She and other residents 
also questioned the redevel- 
opment plans, saying that 
more parking is needed. 

“We don’t need more re- 
tail, we need some place to 
park,” said one man. 

Colon said there are no 
definitive | redevelopment 
plans at this time. -

James Lydon plans to 
step away from the Quincy 
Housing Authority next 
month after spending the 
last four years overseeing 
the agency. 

Lydon, 67, plans to re- 
tire as executive director 


on May 26. He joined the ~ 


Quincy Housing Authority 
as executive director in May 
2013 on a one-year contract 
and signed a three-year con- 
tract, set to expire this June, 
the following year. 

“My contract is up in the 
beginning of June and it be- 
came a question of do I re- 
ally want to pursue another 
contract,” Lydon said in a 
recent interview. : 

“Given my age — I'll be 
68 in November — given the 
fact that I just went through 
treatment for throat cancer, 
and I’ve got 20 years into 
the public pension system 
with my three highest years’ 
rates of pay being at the 
Quincy Housing Authority, 
it just seems as though it’s 
time for me to bag it. 

“We have an opportunity 
to sell our house in South 
Boston for a lot of money. 
We’re thinking about down- 
sizing to a condominium 
and we’re talking Florida 
in wintertime and our Cape 
house in Falmouth in the 
summertime.” 

Lydon said he underwent 
seven weeks of treatment 
for throat cancer, including 
35 radiation therapy treat- 
ments and seven treatments 
of chemotherapy. He contin- 
ued working throughout that 
period, taking Wednesdays 
off for chemotherapy. 


“My oncologist said 


she’d never seen anybody: 


go through the treatment 
as well as I went through 
it,” Lydon said. “I actually 
gained weight as I was go- 
ing through it.” 

Lydon said his oncolo- 


gist told him he is now 100: 


percent: and that his throat 
appears as if he never had 
cancer. The experience gave 
him a new outlook on life. 

“Tt gives you a little dif- 
ferent perspective — you’re 
not made of iron, you’re not 
going to last forever and you 
might as well smell the ros- 
es for a little bit if you can,” 
Lydon said. 

Long before Lydon 
served as the executive di- 
rector of the Quincy Hous- 
ing Authority, he worked 
for the Quincy Planning 
Department. He was there 
from June 1976 to Decem- 
ber 1985, and succeeded

the Burgin Parkway exten- 
sion in from the Southeast 
Expressway, the extension 
of the Red Line, the NFPA 
building over on Blueberry 
Hill, the Stop & Shop build- 
ing across the street here 
(from The Sun’s headquar- 
ters) and I was here for 
Presidents Place. 

“IT was here for a lot of 
stuff.” 

When he returned to 
Quincy in 2013 to oversee 
the housing authority - 
which operates independent 
of the city and is funded 
by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD) and the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development ,(DHCD) - 
Lydon said he was surprised 
to find that officials were 
looking into a maintenance 
deficiencies in state-funded 
housing units in German- 
town. ~ 

“Tt was one of the tough- 
est jobs I’ve had in my life,” 
Lydon said of his time as 
QHA director. “I thought I 


was taking over a well-oiled - 


machine. I was told by the 
board that the organization 
ran well. I arrived on the 
scene and I found, quite to 
the contrary, the place was 
in horrendous condition. 

“The state was all over 
us.” 

The situation started in 
Germantown’s family-hous- 
ing units. Lydon said 20 toi- 
lets in those units had not 
had their wax seals replaced, 
which caused wastewater to 
seep into the floors. 

“Because the wax seal 
hadn’t been replaced, the 
toilets were all leaking and 
they were leaking onto floor 
joists and one unit I went 
into it was actually leaking 
onto the stove of the people 
down below them — they 
had sewage pouring all over 
their stove,” Lydon said. 

“It was absolutely un- 
believable. We didn’t have 


a smoke ‘detector or carbon — 


monoxide detector in the 
place.” 
“The work order system 


— there was no system for 
work orders,” Lydon contin- 
ued. “What would happen is 
they would get a call and the 
particular laborer or plumber 
was able to go into a pile of 
documents and select what 
work they wanted to do. 
There was no assignment. 
If you’re a plumber, you’d 
clearly rather be working on 
a sink than a toilet, so the 
toilets never got fixed.” 

The agency also encoun- 
teréd problems with bed 


bugs, particularly atO’Brien . 


Towers in Germantown. 

“They had band-aided 
it for years and years and 
years. The bed bugs just got 
so entrenched in the build- 
ing, it cost us a fortune to 
get rid of them — a fortune,” 
Lydon said. 

Lydon said the Quincy 
Housing Authority spent 
more than $1 million in his 
four years. 

“Everything is back to 
normal, but unfortunately 
we had to spend an awful 
lot of money to get us there 
so our reserves are low,” he 
said. 
Lydon said he is proud of 
changes he made to the or- 
ganization, including bring- 
ing in Grace McAuliffe as 
finance director and James 
Marathas, a former state 
housing official, to serve in 
the new position of director 
of facilities, which oversees 
maintenance, modernization 
and inspections. 

“T got rid of my assistant 
director, I got rid of my fi- 
nance director and I got rid 
of-my director of mainte- 
nance,” Lydon explained. 

“T replaced them with a 
director of finance, Grace 
McAuliffe, who is a very, 
very talented lady and I 
hired the fellow that actu- 
ally headed up the state in- 
spection team that came out 
and inspected the DHCD 
units, James Marathas. He’s 
now my director of facilities 
and he’s an absolute crack- 
erjack.” 

Lydon said he would not 
be involved in the search for 
his successor, but said both 
McAuliffe and Marathas 
would be well qualified for 
the post, which has a salary 
of about $140,000. : 

“T think Grace and James 
are certainly candidates for 


it,’ Lydon responded when - 


asked if anyone inside the 
agency could be a candidate 
for his job. 

“TI think either one of 
them would be crazy if they 
didn’t throw their hat in the 
ring.” 


Lydon Retiring As QHA Director 


One thing Lydon said he 
is disappointed in is that he 
didn’t get to see fulfilled the 
plan to plant 3,000 trees in 
Germantown to improve the 
quality of life in the area. 

“I was kind of hoping 
to get more plantings done, 
because I think that’s really 
what Germantown is lack- 
ing,” he stated. I know we 
have a state program that is 


‘coming along that is going 


to plant almost 3,000 trees 
down in Germantown. 

“I would have liked to 
have been there for that, but 
I thought was going to take 
this spring; it’s going to take 
place this summer and fall. 
I was there for the-first 100 
trees that the mayor gave us. 
We’re trying to make the 
place look better.” 

Lydon remembered tour- 
ing Germantown in 2013 
when he interviewed for his 
job and was impressed by 
work done to improve the 
exterior of the housing units 
in the neighborhood, but felt 


landscape and streetscape - 


improvements were needed. 

“I was very impressed 
by the quality of the struc- 
tures down there, but the 


place looked like the face of 


the moon,” he said. “There 
was no streetscape improve- 
ments down there, no land- 
scape improvements. 

“Tt brought the Urban 
Land Institute in to do a 
one-day charette and one 
of the things they said was 
‘trees, trees, trees — just get 
the place looking better.’” 

The Quincy Housing Au- 
thority oversees 1,600 units 


‘of housing for families, the 


elderly and disabled — about 
3,000 individuals live in 
those units. The agency also 
manages 1,000- Section 8 
certificates. 

The waitlist to get into 
the family housing is about 
10 years long, Lydon said, 
and is now closed. The wait- 
list for elderly and disabled 
housing is two or three years 
long, and remains open. 
Lydon said he was always 
frustrated more housing 
units weren’t available and 
by a lack of funding from 
the state and federal govern- 
ments. 

“My two biggest frus- 
trations are: I don’t have 
enough housing to help ev- 
erybody that really needs 
it, and they don’t give me 
enough money to keep it at 
100 percent,” he said.

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Koch Could Divide Up $27M Park Request

open space or sea wall proj- 


ects among other items, and _ 


15 percent goes to tourism. 
The request for the park 
bond is now under consider- 
ation by the council’s finance 
..committee. At Monday’s 
- committee meeting, several 
councillors expressed con- 
‘Cern about having to take 
a single vote on the entire 
package and said they would 
prefer being able to consider 

each item individually. 

“T think it should be bro- 
ken out; it should be item- 


ized,’ Ward 4 Councillor . 


Brian Palmucci said. “I 
won't vote yea or nay on 
one appropriation for this 
amount...I’m not going to 
give a thumbs up or thumbs 
down to $27 million.” 

Palmucci added that some 
of the items in the package 
could: be fast tracked while 
others would require further 
deliberations as the council 

considers other requests. 
Koch on April 3 also sub- 
mitted a $25 million capital 
improvement bond, which 
would be paid for from the 
city’s general fund revenue. 

Palmucci was not alone 
in requesting the $27 mil- 
lion bond be changed to 
allow councillors a chance 
to vote on differen: items 
in the proposal. Finance 
committee chairman Brad 
Croall, Ian Cain, Noel Di- 
Bona, Joseph Finn and Nina 
Liang all echoed the same 
sentiment. : 

Cain said he preferred 
the approach taken last year, 
when the mayor submit- 
ted a $19.33 million capi- 
tal bond request with each 
project separated out; not all 
of those were ultimately ap- 
proved by the council. 

“Tf this were in individu- 
al orders, if this were a little 
bit easier to digest, then I 
would probably be able to 
make a decision,” Cain said. 
“A $27 million omnibus is 
very difficult.” 


DiBona said breaking 
up the request would help 
determine which projects 
would become a priority. - 

“T’d like to do them all, 
but is ita need or is it a want, 
and that’s what we have to 
dissect here,” he said. 

More than half of the $27 
million request would go 
towards the second phase 
of work on the Hancock- 
Adams Green between City 
Hall and the United First 
Parish Church. 

The first phase, which 
started last year and will 
be completed this spring 
once the Walk of Names 
is finished, took place out- 
side City Hall. The third 
and final phase, which has 
no timeline yet, would take 
place near the MBTA station 
and won’t be designed until 
plans for the new station on 
site come into focus. 

The second phase in- 
cludes the promenade that 
will run along the section 
of Hancock Street that 
closed to vehicular traffic 
last June. That section of 
the park, which was tempo- 
rarily landscaped last year, 


‘would include two new wa- 


ter features and trees. The 
area would also include new 
statues of John Adams and 
John Hancock, which have 
already been paid for using 
$500,000 from a $4.2 mil- 
lion state grant that financed 
construction of the first 
phase of the park. 

Joseph Shea, a senior 
vice president with engi- 
neering firm Woodard & 
Curran, the project manager 
for the Hancock-Adams 
Green, said work on phase 
two would begin this spring 
after the council approves 
funding. The city hopes to 
finish the project by June 1, 
2018, with a formal dedica- 
tion on June 14, 2018 — - Flag 
Day. 

The city has already 
gone out to bid on the proj- 
ect — to avoid cost overruns 


like those associated with 
Creedon Field in. North 
Quincy — and has selected 


«WES Construction of Hali- 


fax to build the promenade. 
The $15.7 million includes 
$12.8 million for construc- 
tion, $2.4 million for engi- 
neering and oversight, and 
$500,000 for contingencies. 

The city had originally 
planned to use funds from 
the state’s Infrastructure 
Investment Incentive (I- 
Cubed) program to pay for 
construction of Hancock- 
Adams Green. Quincy has 
been approved for up to $40 
million from the program, 
under which the state would 
issues bonds for the con- 
struction that would be paid 
off using new state tax rev- 
enue generated by develop- 
ment in Quincy Center. That 
$40. million would have 
been used to pay for the new 
park and a bridge at Clive- 
den Street. 

Walker, Koch’s spokes- 
man, said Monday the city 
is still approved for $40 mil- 
lion in I-Cubed funds, but 
the money won’t be released 
until commercial develop- 
ment begins in the down- 
town. In the interim, the city 
will use hotel tax money for 
this phase of the Hancock- 
Adams Green and will seek 
transportation funds for the 
Cliveden Street bridge. 

The city has designated 
FoxRock Properties the de- 
veloper for a commercial 
project near the Parkingway 
and that project would enable 
the city to get the I-Cubed 
funds, which could be used 
for various improvements in 
Quincy Center, Walker said, 
including. parking garages 
or other infrastructure.

The $2.4 million sought 
for the project in the current 
request would pay for the 
design and permitting of the 
project. Extensive permit- 
ting is required because of 
the park’s proximity to sev- 
eral waterways. The Mer- 
rymount Park work has an 
estimated $15 to $17 million 


_ price tag, and could be com- 
‘pleted in 2021, according 


to projections in the capital 
plan. 

Cain said ex new trails 
and bridges would be ben- 
eficial to Quincy residents, 
but said the city should look 
to partner with the commu- 
nity to help raise funds for 
the project. 

“I know that there are 
probably people who live 
around this perimeter who 
would very much care to see 
these improvements take 
place that you could actively 
engaged to get them to raise 
some money,” he said. 

Walker said the city 
would consider entering into 
such partnerships and us- 
ing state grants or Quincy’s 
community preservation 
funds to pay for the park 
improvements. But, he said, 
the city needs to complete 
the design and permitting 
before looking for outside 
funding. 

Koch is hoping to con- 
struct a dog park on Quarry 
Street in a 22-acre parcel 
of land owned by the city 
next to Avalon Quincy. The 
$500,000 sought in the park 
bond would pay for a new 
roadway to the dog park and 
leveling the site for the new 
park. A $250,000 grant the 


city has received would pay 


for the park itself, which

“As an 
association we are extreme- 
ly disappointed to see that 
this project is not included 
as part of the current bond 
bill.” 

Walker said the city 
is asking the Community 
Preservation Committee for 
$250,000 to pay for the in- 
clusive playground. 

“It’s going to get done,” 
he stated. “It may take a lit- 
tle bit longer than everyone 
hoped, but there is just no 
way that that project is not 
going to get done with that 
playground and with all the 
other amenities that are in- 
cluded in that facility.” 

Croall, the Ward 2 coun- 
cillor, said he and his con- 
stituents had been told fund- 
ing would be included in the 
bond request and were sur- 
prised to learn at a civic as- 
sociation meeting that would 
no longer be the case. 

‘ “T just don’t think that’s 
the right way to go about 
doing business,” he said.

On Sunday, April 2, at approximately midnight, Officers 
Christopher Fish and Jeff Bossart were dispatched to the 
area of Glendale Road and Bedford Street for a report of a 
possible robbery. 

Quincy communications updated responding units that 


‘the caller observed three or four teens fleeing towards the 


train station wath one of the teens wearing a gray hoodie. 
Officer Bossart proceeded to the area of the Quincy Center 
MBTIA station while Officer Fish went directly to Glendale 
Road. Upon arrival, Officer Fish observed several individu- 
als on Glendale Road, with a victim on his knees holding 
his left hand. The officer exited his cruiser and inspected: 
the victim’s hand, which had a small laceration with blood 
protruding from the wound. Brewster Ambulance was sum- 
moned to the area and examined the wound briefly, but the 
victim declined medical assistance. 

Officer Fish attempted to learn from the victim what oc- 
curred however there was a moderate language barrier. The 
victim contacted his ‘wife to come to the scene to translate. 
The victim was able to gesture and state that a knife had 
been used to rob him of his bag. 

The officer then interviewed other individuals at the 
scene. The first witness stated she heard some yelling out- 
side of her second floor residence on Glendale Road, so she 
looked out her window and observed three males shouting 
and grabbing the victim. She then saw a passing vehicle on 
Glendale Road come to a stop and the three suspects ran up 
the nearby stairs in the direction of Dixwell Avenue. She 
added that one of those males ran back down the stairs to- 
wards the victim a short time later and retrieved a cell phone 
that was on the ground. A second witness, who also lived in 
the area, said he also heard a commotion and confirmed the 
first witness’s account. Officer Fish broadcasted the limited 
information to other Police units in the area. 

The victim’s wife arrived on scene and translated for her 
husband. The victim stated he was riding the MBTA Red 
Line from Downtown Crossing in Boston to the Quincy 
Center stop. He got off the train and started to walk home. 
As he reached the bottom of the stairs at Glendale Road, he 
was approached by three male teens. One male, described 
as wearing a white colored shirt, brandished a knife (de- 
scribed as partial black in color) and yelled, “Give me all 
your money - Give me your bag.” The victim said the other 
two males, one wearing a red top and the other wearing a 
black top, grabbed the victim from behind and ripped at his 
bag and his pockets. The bag was described as a brown/

beige bag (similar toa ‘laptop 
bag) with a strap. 

_ Whe victim, attempting to de- 
fend himself, went for the knife 
being held by one of the males 
and cut his left hand. The strug- 
gle was brief and was interrupt- 
ed when a vehicle approached: 
the area, causing the three males 
to run up the stairs. The victim 
stated that within his bag was 
approximately $40-$60 in loose 
US currency in unknown de- 
nominations. When asked if he

‘would be able to positively identify the suspects, the victim 


said he could. The victim added that he first observed the 
suspects on the Red Line train from Downtown Crossing 
because they were “singing loudly.” 

At this time, Officers Ron McKim and Ken Wood (with 
K-9 partner Major) joined Sergeant David Pacino on scene 
to assist. Soon after, Officer Bossart observed three males, 


one with a gray hoodie in the area of the Quincy Center 


MBTA station. He conducted an inquiry of the individuals 
and informed other officers of his situation. Sergeant Pacino 
coordinated the show up ID with Officer Bossart, with the 
assistance of Officers Dabilis and Fitzgerald at the Quincy 
MBTIA stations. The victim was transported by cruiser to 
the MBTA station where each suspect was separated from 
another in a well lit area. The victim positively identified 
each individual separately with the statement, “That’s him - 
that’s him!” He specifically identified the first suspect as the 
individual holding the knife on him. 

. Sergeant Pacino contacted BCI regarding blood evidence 
on Glendale Road while Officer McKim secured the scene, 
took photographs of the evidence (blood droplets and a back 
portion of a plastic cell phone case), and awaited the arrival 
of BCI Detective Karvelis. Officers Bossart, Fitzgerald and 
Dabilis each handcuffed one of the suspects and transported 
them to headquarters where they were booked by Sergeant 
OQ’ Donoghue. During booking inventory, a small amount of 
marijuana was confiscated from the knife wielding suspect 
and placed in the drug locker for destruction. This same sus- 


pect also had in his possession a cell phone with a missing 
rear plastic case and a gray hooded sweatshirt with blood 
evidence on it. Both were confiscated for evidence by De- 
tective Karvelis. A knife recovered from this suspect during 
a pat frisk by Officer Bossart at the train station was also 


placed in evidence. Officer Wood and his K-9 partner Major - 


also located a brown/beige type bag in a nearby yard. 

The knife wielding suspect, an 18-year-old Weymouth 
resident, was charged with armed robbery and assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon — knife. The other two 
suspects, a 16-year-old Boston resident and a 14-year-old 
Weymouth resident, were charged with armed robbery.

Some _ school . officials 
_ Say the legalization of recre- 
ational marijuana use in the 
Bay State will add to their 
challenge of dealing with 
substance abuse and addic- 
tion prevention efforts. 

The issue arose at the 
April 12 school committee 
meeting during a presenta- 
tion of the district’s student 
support initiatives.

and pastries — is also a con- 
cern because “kids are so 
impressionable.” . 

“Having (marijuana) in 
an edible format makes or 
suggests that there’s noth- 
ing wrong with it or that it’s 
safe,” she said “What really 
scares me about that is that 
can go through every grade. 
Edible is something that can 
be ingested by anybody. I 
hear it all the time from kids 
that it’s safe because it’s le- 
gal.” 

Mahoney said that edi- 
bles come in all forms and 
can be difficult for parents 
or school officials to detect.

A home rule petition set 
to be introduced Tuesday by 
a pair of ward councillors 
that would allow the city 
to use hotel tax money on 
street and sidewalk repairs 
would not advance past the 
council since Mayor Thom- 
as Koch does not support 


the legislation. 


Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cair and Ward 2 Council- 
lor Brad Croall were to in- 
troduce the home rule peti- 
tion, which would add street 
and sidewalk improvements 
to the items on which hotel 
and motel tax receipts can 
be appropriated, at Tuesday 
night’s City Council meet- 
ing, after The Sun went to 
press for the week. Mayoral 
spokesman Chris Walker 
told The Sun prior to the 
meeting Koch would reject 
the home rule petition if the 
council passes it. 

“The mayor will not 
sign anything that alters the 
original intent of the legisla- 
tion,” Walker said. 

The current legislation 
allows Quincy to use 85 per- 
cent of hotel and motel tax 
receipts — the tax charged to 
those: staying in a hotel or 
motel in the sity — on parks 
and other open space proj- 
ects.

“That’s the way it is today. That’s the 
way it was back then.” 

Many of the families of those 48 men 
lost have attended the ceremony over the 
years. Those who do generally take the 
time to say thank you to the city and vet- @ 
erans who have carried on this tradition * 
for the last 30 years. 

“The ceremony is a comfort to them,” 
Norton says. Some share photos and news clippings of the 
day’s events with family and fellow veterans throughout the 
country. 

“Tt’s all about the healing,” Norton says, adding he hopes 
at least 1,000 people gather for the 30th annual ceremony a 
week from today. 

If that crowd materializes, it will match the attendance at 
the first dedication back in 1987. 

It was a day those who attended will never forget. 

On a blustery October day in 1987, a standing-room-only 
crowd watched from the boardwalk as retired U.S. Gener- 
al William Westmoreland dedicated the tower. He offered 
kind, noble sentiments to the men and women who served 
and sacrificed their lives during the Vietnam War. 

His words then still resonate today. 

“This is a time to remember, a time to understand. This 
is a time to appreciate. It’s not a wake, it’s not a time for 
mourning. 

“Tt’s a time to express our pride in those who served their 
country and paid the full price of freedom that sometimes 
has to be paid,” the retired general said. 

Westmoreland, who was 73 years old at the time of the 
dedication, served as commander of American forces in 
Vietnam from 1964 to 1968. 

The 90-minute ceremony featured a long procession of 
dignitaries, members from all Armed Services color guards, 
veterans groups, and Gold Star families, relatives of de- 
ceased or missing servicemen and women. 

Others who attended included Quincy firefighters and 
police officers, local elected officials and Bernard Cardinal 
Law who arrived by helicopter minutes before the 11 a.m. 
ceremony and delivered the invocation... 

Westmoreland had been invited to be the keynote speaker 
by Peter O’Connell, one of the key organizers of the effort 
to build the $500,000 privately-funded memorial. 

“We made the right contacts and we let the general know 
the scale of the memorial which had interested his people a 
lot because at the time he said outside of Washington, D.C., 
it was the nicest memorial to the Vietnam veterans in exis- 
tence,” O’Connell said back when the 25th anniversary was 
observed five years ago. 

“Today, the memorial remains a very impressive struc- 
ture and honors the young men who gave their lives and 
who served in Vietnam. It recognizes that the Vietnam War 
carried such a human price. Look at our city — 48 were 
killed,” O’Connell added. 

With an overflow crowd gathered near the memorial at 
the 1987 dedication, there was a palpable anticipation of 
Westmoreland’s remarks. Here — in the City of Quincy — was 
one of America’s most iconic figures in its military history.

The U.S. Army 4-Star General had commanded U:S. mili- 
tary operations in the Vietnam War at its peak. The highly 
decorated general had also served as U.S. Army Chief of 
Staff from 1968 to 1972. 

But before he spoke, the memorial was dedicated. 

Westmoreland and Thomas O’Connell of the O’Connell 
Development Company unveiled the 46 names (now 48) 
who were killed serving in Vietnam. The names are en- 
graved on one side of the 110-foot to-ver. 

' Then, it was Westmoreland’s time to speak. 

And everyone listened. 

Describing the Vietnam veterans as “gallant,” Westmore- 
land said history may judge American aid to South Vietnam 
as one of its most “noble causes.” 

Westmoreland said the U.S. was a “strong nation help- 
ing an inspiring nation to reach a point where it had some 
reasonable chance to achieve and keep a degree of freedom 
and human condition.” : 

“At last,” Westmoreland said, “America and the world 


_ are beginning to realize that America was not defeated mili- 


tarily on the battlefield in Vietnam. When the North Viet- 
namese came down with 16 divisions and overran South 
Vietnam, we had no American troops on the battlefield. 
They had been gone for two years. 

“The American military,” Westmoreland emphasized, 

“did not lose a battle of any consequence in Vietnam. They 
American military was not defeated.” 
_ Westmoreland, who served during World War II, Ko- 
rea and Vietnam, said he personally believed the Vietnam 
veteran deserves more praise than “his veteran father and . 
grandfather” of World War II and Korea because he fought 
a war without public support. 

Westmoreland.concluded by saying Quincy residents 
who died during Vietnam made the ultimate sacrifice for 
freedom. 

“The names on this monument tell a story of our free- 
dom,” he told the hushed gathering. “The fathers and grand- 
fathers and the men whose name are inscribed on this monu- 
ment came from many places, from many societies. 

“They came here to America to build a nation, and to cre- 
ate a free society. And they have succeeded,” Westmoreland 
said. “They have also demonstrated their love for freedom. 
They have fought for it, and they have died for it. 

“They, as their forebearers, as America at its best. They 
are truly the champions of freedom.” 

After the names were unveiled, Westmoreland also 
helped place a yellow and red flowered wreath at the foot of 
the memorial. Taps played followed by a 17-gun salute. 

The retired general also presented roses to Gold Star 
women in attendance. 

Westmoreland died in 2005. And many of those proud 
veterans of all wars who attended the dedication 30 years" 
ago are no longer with us, either. 

But the memory of those 48 names on the clock tower — 
and the important words spoken at that dedication 30 years 
ago — should live on forever. 

This year’s ceremony will mark the final formal obser- 
vance of Vietnam Veterans Day in Quincy. Norton says 
starting next year, the ceremony will be more low-key. 

There will still be a wreath laying and those attending 
can offer some remarks. 

But Norton says next Thursday is the last major obser- 
vance because those involved in planning the ceremony are 
getting up in years and others have health issues. The ranks 
have thinned and are getting thinner. 

“It’s the same thing that’s happening to every veterans 
organization in every state throughout the country,” Norton 
says. “A drop in numbers like it’s going out in style.” 

As an example, Norton noted that when he took over as 
adjutant of the Morrisette American Legion Post in 1990, 
the Post boasted a membership of 1,600 members. Today, 
the group is down to about 250. 

“People have moved away. Some are ill and some have 
passed away,” he says. 

Even the number of family members who attend the 
Vietnam Veterans Day observance has fallen in recent years 
as folks have moved away or passed on. 

But as long as they are able, the veterans will still re- 
member their fallen and fellow Vietnam veterans at the 
clock tower the last Thursday of April. 

“We will never forget them,” Norton says. “We will al- 
ways remember the families and these 48.” | 
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THIS IS A 1920s postcard view of the Baker Yacht 
Basin on the Town River in Quincy Point.

Citizens Await Return Of Smelt Along Town Brook

Since mid-March, citizen-scientist volunteers have been 
monitoring the Town Brook for the return of the smelt — no 
smelt have been seen yet. 

Under the leadershipeof QEN and Conservation Com- 
mittee members of the Wollaston Garden Club, volunteers 
monitor the brook each day at six different locations. _ 

The temperatures in the brook have been rising given the 
warmer day temperatures. The average water temperature 
during the month of March was below 40 degrees — too cold 
for smelt to return to the brook to spawn. 

The City had hired URS Corporation of Boston to moni- 
tor for the past three years, the water quality and water flow 
requirements during the spawning season until June 1, 2016; 


so data exists for those years from 2013 — 2016. Citizens’

To track the seasons, many human cultures have given 
names to the full moon throughout the year. According to 
the coastal New England Native American tribes, the full 
moon in April was called the Fish Moon. Historically this 
has been the time the fish (smelt, herring, and alewife) re- 
turn to rivers and streams to spawn. 

The Fish Moon this spring occurred on April 11 with 
high tides along the coast and in the estuaries of the rivers 
and brooks. Smelt, not being strong swimmers, prefer high 
tides ‘to aid in their travel upstream. Town Brook Stream 
Team volunteers hope to see fish during high tides during 
April and May. Be

public viewing places include the upstream side of the bridge 
at Elm Street and McGrath highway (near Yellow Cab); the 
upstream side of the bridge at lower Bigelow Street; the 
downstream side of the bridge at Miller Stile Road; and the 
upstream side of the bridge at upper Bigelow Street. 

During last year’s 2016 spawning season, volunteers saw 
large numbers of spawning smelt at the upper Mechanic 
Street Park, at the downstream side of the Miller Stile Road 
Bridge and at the bend of the brook south of Miller Stile 
Road bridge. 

The spawning fish prefer shady areas for cover and pro- 
tection and with a lot of tree cut in the area the fish have had 
to become more selective. Local knowledge says “when the 
forsythia bloom look for spawning fish in the Town Brook.” 
The forsythia are in full bloom in Quincy now!
